The  mixture  will  comprise  acids  and  inorganic  bases  Occur- 
ring in  the  British  Pharmacopoeia,  and  is  to  be  submitted 
to  a  thorough  systematic  examination,  all  its  constituents 
are  to  be  detected,  and  proof  is  to  be  given  that  the  sub- 
stances detected  are  the  only  constituents  of  the  mixture. 

Students'  applications  for  portions  of  the  mixture  of 
salts  (accompanied  by  a  stamped  and  addressed  envelope, 
not  a  sta.np  merely)  will  be  received  up  to  Tuesday, 
November  26,  and  the  samples  will  be  posted  on  the  follow- 
ing day. 

Students'  reports  will  be  received  up  to  Saturday, 
December  7.  Each  report  should  contain  a  concise  account 
of  the  work  done,  and  should  include  a  list  of  the  con- 
stituents detected.  In  this  list  any  substance  regarded  as 
an  accidental  impurity  should  be  distinguished  from  the 
essential  constituents  of  the  salts  composing  the  mixture. 

Special  Note. — The  analysis  announced  above  forms  the 
second  exercise  in  the  analytical  tournament  for  the  cur- 
rent winter  session,  of  which  particulars  were  printed  in 
our  issue  of  September  21.  The  usual  monthly  first  and 
second  prizes  in  this  series  of  analyses  will  be  awarded  only 
to  apprentices  or  assistants  who  are  preparing  for  the 
Qualifying  examination  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of 
Great  Britain  or  of  Ireland,  which  fact  must  be  attested 
on  their  reports.

The  quan- 
tity of  alcohol  which  may  be  imported  by  each  chemist  in  the 
course  of  one  year  is  limited  to  1,000  litres.

Brevities. 

The  New  Romney  Town  Council  have  accepted  the  tender 
of  the  Sanitas  Co.,  Ltd.,  for  the  supply  of  manganate  of 
soda  at  25.s.  per  cwt. 

"Truth"  on  November  13  printed  two  pungent  para- 
graphs about  Karox  Compound  and  the  methods  which  the 
manufacturers  thereof  adopt  in  advertising  it. 

The  Blackburn  Board  of  Guardians  decided  on  Novem- 
ber 16  to  increase  the  salary  of  Mr.  J.  H.  Beswick,  dispenser 
at  the  local  workhouse,  to  407.  per  annum  by  increments 
of  5/.  the  first  year,  and  21.  10s.  in  the  second  and  third. 

At  the  South  Western  Police  Court,  London,  on  Novem- 
ber 19,  George  Knowles,  chemist  and  druggist,  122  High 
Street,  Harborne,  Birmingham,  was  committed  for  trial 
on  a  charge  of  threatening  to  murder  his.  wife,  who  lives 
apart  from  him  at  Putney. 

At  the  Spectacle-makers'  Company's  examination  held  last 
week  at  the  Carpenters'  Hall,  London  Wall,  London,  E.C, 
there  were  216  candidates  for  the  written  examination  on 
Wednesday  evening,  and  118  for  the  sight-testing  examina- 
tion on  Thursday  morning. 

At  the  Liverpool  Assizes  on  November  19,  Max  Block 
(40),  described  as  a  druggist,  and  Marcus  Helf man  (43), 
an  agent,  were  together  indicted  on  a  charge  of  being  con- 
cerned in  an  alleged  conspiracy  to  smuggle  emigrants  from 
this  country  into  Canada.    The  hearing  was  adjourned. 

Lincolnshire  has  an  Association  for  the  Prevention  of  the 
Administration  of  Poisonous  Drugs,  &c,  to  Horses.  It  has 
just  held  its  28th  annual  meeting,  Mr.  Hy.  Chaplin,  M.P., 
being  re-elected  chairman.  The  Association  seems  to  be  a 
success,  for  it  had  only  one  case  to  prosecute  last  year. 

Mr.  Lloyd  George  intimated  on  Wednesday  that  he  is  to 
introduce  a  Port  of  London  Bill  next  Session.  According 
to  the  official  outline  of  the  measure,  it  is  proposed  to 
establish  and  incorporate  a  Commission  as  the  Port  Autho- 
rity, and  to  invest  in  it  all  necessary  powers  of  control/ 

At  Barton-upon-Humber  on  November  18,  George  Edward 
Tebb,  High  Street,  Barrow,  was  summoned  by  the  Royal 
College  of  Veterinary  Surgeons  for  practising  as  a  veteri- 
nary surgeon  without  being  registered.  He  pleaded  guilty, 
and  having  agreed  to  withdraw  as  far  as  possible  trade- 
cards  he  had  circulated,  was  let  off  with  a  fine  of  5s.,  and 
9s.  costs. 

The  British  Optical  Association's  Fellowship  practical 
examination  will  be  held  in  London  on  Monday,  Novem- 
ber 25;  the  theoretical  examination  for  the  Fellowship  and 
Dioptric  grades  will  be  held  at  the  "  Trocadero,"  Shaftes- 
bury Avenue,  W.,  on  November  26,  at  9.30  a.m.;  and  the 
practical  Dioptric  examination  at  the  Hall  of  the  Royal 
Horticultural  Society,  Vincent  Square,  Westminster,  S.W., 
on  November  27,  at  10  a.m. 

At  West  London  Police  Court  on  November  18.  Austin 
Campbell  (18)  was  sentenced  to  six  months'  hard  labour  for 
stealing,  by  means  of  a  trick,  a  pocket  folding-camera, 
belonging  to  Walter  Bullock  Fielding,  chemist,  of  280  Ful- 
ham  Road,  on  October  23;  and,  further,  with  stealing  two 
cameras  belonging  to  Joseph  Wilson,  of  46  Turnham  Green 
Terrace.  Chiswick,  and  a  camera  belonging  to  Hardcastle, 
Ltd.,  of  East  Street,  Brighton.  The  evidence  showed  that 
in  each  case  the  prisoner  obtained  the  camera  on  approval, 
and  absconded  with  it. 

The  managers  of  the  Herefordshire  General  Hospital 
discussed  at  their  last  meeting  the  question  of  paying  for 
the  repair  or  renewal  of  artificial  limbs  supplied  out  of  the 
general  fund.  The  amount  paid  on  limbs  and  trusses 
during  1906  was  202/.  Lord  Biddulph,  one  of  the  managers, 
thought  that  was  a  great  deal  for  wooden  legs  and  arms, 
and  he  recommended  that  inquiry  should  be  made  as  to  the 
whereabouts,  of  a  local  engine-driver,  who  lost  his  leg  and 
had  taken  to  making  artificial  limbs  very  cheaply.  It  was 
agreed  to  make  the  inquiry  suggested. 

Municipal  Honours 

Mr.  Robert  Sweetman,  chemist  and  druggist,  Ludlow,  has 
been  elected  to  a  vacancy  on  the  Town  Council.

Mr.  J.  V.  Mainprize,  chemist  and  druggist,  has  been 
elected  chairman  of  Bridlington  Borough  Education  Com- 
mittee. 

Mr.  W.  W.  Savage,  Ph.C,  is  a  candidate  for  the  Brighton 
Town  Council  to  fill  the  vacancy  caused  by  the  raising  of 
the  former  representative  of  the  ward  to  the  Aldermanic 
Bench. 

Mr.  William  Hall  Jowett,  J. P..  F.O.S.,  of  Messrs. 
Clayton  &  Jowett,  Liverpool,  has  been  re-elected  an  Alder- 
man of  the  City. 

Mr.  Oliver  Riley,  chemical  manufacturer,  Accrington, 
is  to  be  returned  unopposed  as  a  member  of  the  Burnley 
Rural  District  Council. 


A  Quick  Removal. 

The  premises  of  Messrs.  S.  F.  Goss,  Ltd.,  Messrs.  Gould 
&  Co.,  chemists,  and  a  tobacconist,  at  the  Orchard  Street 
corner  of  Oxford  Street,  were  in  such  a  risky  state,  owing 
to  subterranean  subsidence,  that  last  Saturday  the  borough 
surveyor  served  the  occupants  with  notice  to  leave  until  it 
had  been  found  whether  it  would  be  possible  to  make  the 
structures  sound  again  without  pulling  them  down.  Busi- 
ness had,  therefore,  to  be  suspended  at  once,  and  the  fit- 
tings and  stock  of  the  pharmacies  were  taken  out  for  safety. 
Messrs.  S.  F.  Goss,  Ltd.,  immediately  set  about  getting 
new  premises,  and  these  they  secured  a  few  doors  up  the 
street.  This  shop  was  quickly  renovated  and  the  fittings 
and  stock  put  in  place,  so  that  business  was  resumed  on 
Wednesday  morning.  During  the  interval  postal  and  tele- 
phone orders  were  executed  from  the  Regent  Street  and 
Brompton  Road  branches  of  the  company.  Messrs.  Gould 
&  Co.  have  up  to  the  present  only  executed  postal  and 
similar  orders,  pending  the  decision  as  to  whether  or  not  it 
will  be  safe  for  them  to  return  to  the  premises  while  they 
are  being  rebuilt. 

Institute  of  Chemistry. 

The  recently  published  proceedings  of  the  Council  of  the 
Institute  of  Chemistry  details  the  steps  that  have  been  taken 
to  influence  the  Local  Government  Board  to  place  the 
appointments  and  remuneration  of  public  analysts  directly 
under  the  control  of  the  Board.  The  discretion  conferred 
on  the  Local  Government  Board  under  the  Sale  of  Food  and 
Drugs  Acts  is  practically  unqualified.  The  Council  of  the 
Institute  of  Chemistry  have  pointed  out  to  the  Local  Govern- 
ment Board  that  the  action  of  local  authorities  has  been 
often  inconsistent  with  the  proper  administration  of  the 
Acts  and  detrimental  to  the  public  welfare.  The  L.G.B. 
have  noted  the  suggestions  made  by  the  Institute,  which 
are  that  wider  powers  should  be  taken  (a)  to  control  the 
terms  and  conditions  of  appointment  of  public  analysts ; 
(6)  to  safeguard  the  interests  of  existing  officers  in  the 
event  of  changes  in  the  administration  of  the  Acts;  (c)  to 
take  steps  to  ensure  that  the  conditions  of  appointment  and 
remuneration  shall  be  such  as  will  attract  competent  and 
experienced  men  ;  and  (cl)  to  give  public  analysts  the  right 
of  appeal  to  the  Board  on  matters  relating  to  their  office. 
Alleged  Inaccurate  Dispensing. 

Dr.  Teed's  carelessly  worded  report  to  the  City  of 
London  (see  0.  &  D.,  November  16,  p.  755)  is  bringing 
letters  to  the  lay  Press,  and  although  efforts  are  being  made 
by  chemists  to  place  the  matter  in  a  proper  light,  there  is 
no  doubt  that  much  harm  will  be  caused  to  dispensing 
chemists  by  the  unjust  aspersions  cast  on  them.  Mr.  A.  E. 
Breeze,  Birkenhead,  points  out  in  the  "  Daily  Mail  "  that  it 
is  the  exception  to  get  medicine-bottles  accurately  made. 
In  reply  to  this,  Messrs.  Edward  Taylor  &  Co.,  Liverpool, 
state  that  cheap  dispensing-bottles  are  of  foreign  make 
or  made  by  apprentices.  This  firm  add  that  those  who  pay  a 
fair  price  for  a  well-made  English  bottle  would  have  no 
cause  to  complain. 

Birmingham  Notes. 
A  new  druggist-sundries  house  has  been  opened  in  Navi- 
gation Street. 

The  name  of  Mr.  J.  A.  Coltart  was  inadvertently  printed 
"Collard"  in  the  C.  JL-  D.  report  of  the  M.P.A.  meeting 
last  week. 


A  piojios  of  purity  in  drugs  and  chemicals  and  the  desir- 
ability of  standards,  it  is  stated  that  a  gallon  of  Canada 
balsam  was  ordered  by  a  well-known  Birmingham  manu- 
facturer from  his  "  house,"  and  the  product  came  too  warm 
to  be  immediately  used. 

Birmingham  has  been  inundated  by  politicians  this  week 
(wiites  a  correspondent),  and  it  is  worthy  of  note  that  a 
! great  number  of  the  delegates  from  different  parts  of  the 
country  were  not  unknown  to  pharmacy.  There  was  a 
run  on  voice-jujubes  and  pick-me-ups. 

Quite  an  interesting  feature  of  last  week's  Association 
function  was  the  presence  of  at  least  a  dozen  young  recently 
ilijarried  pharmacists  and  their  better  halves,  and  the  Pre- 
sident is  to  be  congratulated  on  his  success  in  bringing  up 
to  the  meetings  a  goodly  muster  of  the  young  folk. 

Mr.  Harry  Silvester,  B.Sc,  has  been  appointed  Chairman 
of  the  local  section  of  the  Society  of  Chemical  Industry, 
vice  Professor  Frankland,  F.R.S.,  who  retires  according  to 
rule.  The  new  chairman  is  public  analyst  for  West  Broni- 
wich  and  Dudley  and  a  well-known  local  metallurgist. 

A  meeting  of  the  local  medical  profession  was  held  on 
Tuesday  for  the  purpose  of  establishing  a  public  medical 
service.  A  report  has  been  prepared  by  the  central  com- 
mittee, which  included  representatives  from  all  the  hos- 
pitals and  the  various  medical  societies  of  the  city  and 
district.  The  chief  object  is  to  provide  medical  attendance 
for  those  who  cannot  afford  to  pay  the  ordinary  medical 
fees.  Each  applicant,  if  admitted  to  the  privileges,  shall 
pay  an  admission-fee,  and,  in  addition,  2d.  per  week  at 
least,  and  when  actually  suffering  from  illness  5s.  per  week 
in  advance.  The  medical  benefits  of  the  service  shall  not 
relate  to  confinements,  serious  injuries,  diseases  arising  from 
intemperance  or  misconduct,  surgical  operations,  dentistry, 
vaccination,  administration  of  anaesthetics,  supply  of  bottles 
or  appliances.  There  seems  a  chance  for  pharmacy  in  this 
venture. 

Liverpool  Notes. 

At  the  inaugural  meeting  of  the  Liverpool  Pharmaceutical 
Association  the  "  miscellaneous  communications  "  were  pro- 
ductive of  so  much  attractive  discussion  that  a  paper  by 
Mr.  Shacklady,  the  Hon.  Secretary,  on  the  "  Simplicity  of 
Bookkeeping,"  was  unfortunately,  by  the  efflux  of  time, 
retired  to  another  occasion.  [Mr.  Shacklady  has  com- 
municated an  article  on  Chemists'  Books  of  Account  to  the 
C.  &  D.  Diary  for  1908.— Editor.] 

At  a  meeting  of  the  Runcorn  Rural  District  Council  last 
week,  it  was  decided  to  send  a  deputation  to  a  meeting  to 
be  held  in  Liverpool  relative  to  the  appointment  of  a  much- 
needed  and  additional  inspector  under  the  Alkali  Act.  A 
suggestion  was  made  that  the  Council  should  contribute 
35£.  towards  the  salary  of  the  inspector,  but  some  of  the 
members  thought  2bl.  was  enough  to  offer.  In  the  end 
the  representatives  were  vested  with  discretionary  powers. 

It  is  not  commonly  known  that  there  are  a  good  many 
retail  chemists  in  this  city  and  district  who  are  expert 
amateur  photographers;  indeed,  one  or  two  are  "profes- 
sional "  in  artistic  conception  and  in  execution.  Among 
these  camerists  the  starch-grain  method  of  photography  in 
natural  colours  has  caught  on,  and  some  fine  plates  have 
been  produced.  Mr.  E.  Rider,  Waterloo,  and  Mr.  R.  B. 
Emsly,  Brick  Road,  are,  among  others,  successful  operators 
in  this  class  of  work. 

The  first  annual  dinner  of  the  Liverpool  University 
Chemical  Society  was  held  at  the  University  Club  on  Satur- 
day, November  16,  Professor  Campbell-Brown  presiding. 
The  principal  speakers  were  Dr.  Muspratt  (who  referred 
to  the  contempt  there  used  to  be  in  this  country  for 
industrial  chemists)  ;  Mr.  W.  H.  Roberts  ;  and  Mr.  Max 
Muspratt.  The  last-named  considered  that  Mr.  Roberts 
was  too  pessimistic  about  the  present  position  of  chemical 
industry  in  this  country.  The  world,  he  said,  could  not 
be  expected  to  sleep  for  ever,  and  wherever  they  got  salt 
and  coal  and  limestone  there  they  could  expect  to  have 
industries  and  chemical  industries  of  considerable  magni- 
tude. As  long  as  they  brought  brains  and  practical  ability 
to  bear  upon  the  problems  with  which  they  had  to  deal, 
they  would  always  find  Englishmen  coming  out  on  top. 
One  of  the  objects  of  this  society  is  to  prevent  further 
erosion  of  our  commerce  in  chemicals. 
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Manchester  Notes. 
Messrs.  J.  Woolley,  Sons,  &  Co.,  Mr.  G.  S.  Woolley, 
and  Mr.  Hermann  Woolley  are  generous  contributors  to 
the  fund  which  is  being  raised  in  connection  with  the 
Salford  Royal  Hospital.  The  special  appeal  was  for 
70,000/.,  of  which  sum  37,000/.  is  still  required. 
'  Manchester  has  been  the  scene  of  an  interesting  gas 
exhibition.  The  new  metallic  filament  electric  lamps  for 
lighting  and  the  advent  of  producer  gas  for  heating  and 
power  are  affecting  the  demand  for  town  gas.  It  appears 
that  the  gas  of  the  future  will  be  one  of  low  illuminating 
power  distributed  at  high  pressures.  Alderman  Gibson, 
chairman  of  the  Manchester  Gas  Committee,  who  presided 
at  the  opening  ceremony,  said  that  the  first  public  street 
lamp  was  erected  one  hundred  years  ago  at  the  corner  of 
King  Street  and  Cross  Street,  gas  at  that  time  costing  14s. 
the  thousand  feet. 

Chemist's  Assistant  Charged  with  Arson. 
At  the  Nottingham  Guildhall  on  November  15  Ernest 
Bradbury  (26),  formerly  employed  by  Mr.  William  Thom- 
son, chemist  and  druggist,  Derby  Road,  Nottingham,  was 
charged  with  wilfully  setting  fire  to  his  employer's  premises 
on  October  7.  Bradbury  was  discharged  from  the  hospital 
on  November  14,  but  was  immediately  arrested  on  the 
charge.  When  he  appeared  in  the  dock  he  presented  a 
pitiable  appearance.  Tall,  fair,  and  of  slender  buil  1,  and 
bearing  obvious  traces  of  his  recent  terrible  experiences,  he 
was  carried  rather  than  walked  to  the  place  assigned  for 
prisoners.  Mr.  C.  L.  Des  Forges  (of  the  Town  Clerk's 
department),  who  appeared  to  prosecute  on  behalf  of  the 
police,  called  evidence  of  arrest,  and  the  usual  formal  re- 
mand for  eight  days  was  applied  for  and  granted.  It  is 
stated  that  Bradbury  (whose  name  is  not  on  the  chemists' 
register)  went  to  Nottingham  a  few  weeks  prior  to  the  out- 
break of  the  fire,  being  engaged  by  Mr.  Thomson  (who  was 
away  in  Scotland  with  his  family  when  the  fire  occurred) 
as  an  assistant.  He  had  just  previously  filled  a  similar  posi- 
tion in  London,  and  prior  to  that  was  in  Banbury  and  Man- 
chester. For  six  years  he  was  in  the  chemical  laboratories 
of  the  Birmingham  School  Board.  The  shop  and  premises 
were  gutted  by  the  fire,  damage  to  the  extent  of  between 
5,000/.  and  6,000/.  being  done.

Mr.  James  B.  Francis,  of  Francis  &  Co.,  chemists, 
Wrexham,  who  was  elected  to  the  Wrexham  Town  Council 
in  1897  and  subsequently  to  the  Aldermanic  Bench,  has 
announced  his  intention  to  retire  from  municipal  service. 
It  is  understood  that  Mr.  Francis  has  decided  upon  this 
step  in  order  to  devote  greater  time  and  attention  to  his 
increasing  business. 

Mr.  N.  M.  Grose,  pharmaceutical  chemist,  Temple  Street, 
Swansea,  formerly  a  member  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Council 
and  one  of  the  best-known  men  in  the  town  and  district, 
had  an  apoplectic  seizure  in  Oxford  Street,  Swansea,  on 
November  19.  Mr.  Grose  was  removed  to  his  home,  and 
now  lies  in  a  serious  condition.  Great  sympathy  is  felt  with 
the  family  over  the  distressing  occurrence. 

Mr.  R.  A.  Robinson,  ex-President  of  the  British  Pharma- 
ceutical Society,  visited  Cardiff  last  week  as  one  of  the 
deputation  appointed  by  the  Thames  Conservancy  Board 
to  inspect  the  Docks  at  Bristol,  Cardiff,  and  other  ports  in 
order  to  obtain  information  as  to  the  best  way  of  treating 
the  dock  problem  on  the  Thames.  Mr.  Robinson  during 
his  stay  in  Cardiff  took  the  opportunity  of  renewing  his 
acquaintance  with  several  of  the  leading  chemists.

The  Winter  Session. — The  Paris  Superior  School  of 
Pharmacy  has  now  reopened  for  the  scholastic  year  1907-8. 

Botanical  Chemistry. — The  action  of  radium  and  x  rays 
on  vegetation  was  the  subject  of  a  paper  by  M.  Guilleminot 
read  at  the  Academy  of  Sciences.  His  experiments  tend  to 
show  that  radium  emanations  of  sufficient  intensity  are  fatal 
to  vegetation.  X  rays  do  not  actually  stop  growth  or  kill 
the  plant,  but  appear  to  produce  a  general  lack  of  vitality, 
even  when  accompanied  by  rapid  growth. 

Transmutation. — With  reference  to  the  statements  re- 
garding the  transmutation  of  corundum  to  rubies  (C .  &  D. 
November  2,  p.  677),  Professor  Bordas  has  qualified  exag- 
gerated rumours  by  pointing  out  that  the  present  high  cost 
of  radium  is  quite  sufficient  to  deprive  this  new  process  of 
transmutation  of  commercial  interest.    As  M.  d'Arsonval 


stated  to  the  Academy  of  Sciences,  these  are  "simply  a 
series  of  experiments,  nothing  more." 

Dr.  Blatin,  director-manager  of  the  "  Parfait-nourri- 
cier "  Co.,  was  prosecuted  by  the  Parisian  Pharmacists' 
Trade-protection  Society  (Societe  de  Prevoyance)  for  the 
illegal  practice  of  pharmacy.  M.  Bogelot,  counsel  for  the 
defendant,  pleaded  that  his  client  was  simply  selling  patent 
medicines  which  he  had  himself  invented  ;  but  the  Tenth 
Court  gave  judgment  for  the  plaintiffs,  damages  being  fixed 
at  40/.  and  fined  Dr.  Blatin  20/. 

Pharmacists'  Assistants'  Congress. — The  members  of 
the  recent  Congress  of  Pharmaceutical  Assistants,  which 
was  held  at  St.  Etienne,  declared  themselves  "to  be  united 
by  a  federal  and  indissoluble  bond  to  the  General  Labour 
Union."  M.  Reynaud,  of  Paris,  remarked  that  mutuahst 
and  co-operative  pharmacies  employ  non-union  assistants, 
and  asked  that  situations  in  these  establishments  be  exclu- 
sively reserved  to  members  of  the  Association.  The  next 
Ccngress  will  be  held  at  Bordeaux. 

Raffles  &  Co. — Antony  Thomas's  poison-cupboard  has 
been  conveyed  to  the  Clermont-Ferrand  Municipal  Labora- 
tory for  examination.  Although  this  inspection  has  not  yet 
been  ended,  it  is  evident  that  the  toxic  products  were  both 
numerous  and  deadly.  The  points  yet  to  be  cleared  up  are 
how  he  obtained  the  articles,  and  to  what  use  he  put  them. 
A  phial  of  cicutine  was  found  half  empty,  and  this  substance 
not  being  used  in  photography,  ordinary  chemistry,  or 
medical  practice,  local  curiosity  is  on  tip-toe  to  know  what 
became  of  the  missing  quantity. 

Under  the  Glamour  of  the  Carboys. — The  latest  pro- 
duction of  the  Antoine  Gemier  Theatre,  Paris — still  the 
home  of  the  "  realistic  "  stage — is  an  amusing  dramatic 
sketch,  "  L'homme  Rouge  and  la  Femme  Verte."  The 
carboys  of  a  pharmacy  throw  their  brilliant  rays  on  the 
pavement  and  passers-by.  He  approaches,  slightly  the 
worse  for  liquor;  she — a  morphinomaniac— is  coming  the 
other  way.  Both  somewhat  fuddled  by  their  peche 
mignon,  stop  in  wonder.  He  who  adores  all  that  is  green — 
especially  absinthe — beholds  his  ideal  of  feminine  grace  as 
she  stands  in  the  emerald  reflection  of  the  chemist's  show- 
bottle.  She,  who  loves  the  rosier  side  of  life,  sees  his 
glow  of  the  red  bottle.  Long  they  chat  under  this  fond 
illusion,  till,  alas  !  they  accidentally  change  places.  He 
ruddy  complexion  and  nose  ruddier  than  ever  in  the  warm 
becomes  green,  and  she  red.  The  spell  is  broken — each 
goes  his  or  her  way.  The  moral — that  the  best  of  life  is 
but  an  illusion — is  obvious  and  amusing.

Commonwealth. 

Illicit  Opium  Trade. — According  to  a  statement  made 
by  a  Customs  officer  in  a  prosecution  which  resulted  in  a 
Chinaman  being  fined  for  being  illegally  in  possession  of 
opium,  the  Chinese  have  formed  "rings"  and  combines 
to  keep  up  the  price  of  the  drug  and  render  it  scarce.  Not- 
withstanding the  precautions  by  the  authorities,  the  illicit 
trade  is  by  no  means  at  an  end,  as  the  Chinamen  offer  heavy 
bribes  to  ships'  crews. 

The  "Patents"  Bill. — On  October  10  the  Common- 
wealth Minister  of  Customs  promised  to  tell  Mr.  Thomas 
the  next  day  if  the  importers  of  patent  medicines  had  been 
definitely  informed  that  labels  must  be  attached  to  the 
bottles  or  packages  stating  the  nature  of  the  contents.  This 
is  according  to  "  Hansard."  On  October  15,  according  to 
the  daily  papers  ("Hansard"  not  being  available  when 
the  last  received  mail  left  Melbourne),  the  Minister  of 
Customs  informed  Mr.  Thomas  that  a  Bill  had  been  pre- 
pared to  amend  the  law  so  as  to  enable  the  Government 
to  compel  importers  of  patent  medicines  to  have  placed  00 
the  boxes  and  labels  a  full  description  of  the  contents.  The 
Bill  has  still  to  be  introduced  and  passed,  and  it  is  subject 
to  amendment. 
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New  Zealand. 

Pure  Food  Act,  N.Z.— In  the  Legislative  Council  the 
definition  of  "drug"  has  been  modified  at  the  instance  of 
the  Attorney-General,  who  carried  an  amendment  that  it 
should  read  as  follows  :  "  '  Drug '  means  any  substance  or 
mixture  of  substances  used  by  man  as  a  medicine,  whether 
internally  or  externally,  and  includes  anaesthetics.  ihe 
effect  of  this  will  be  to  give  power  by  regulation  to  declare 
standards  for  anaesthetics  as  well  as  for  drugs. 
Tasmania. 

Registration  of  Opticians.— The  Tasmanian  Premier, 
in  answer  to  a  question  whether  the  Government  would 
follow  the  example  of  several  other  States  and  enact  legis- 
lation prohibiting  other  than  qualified  opticians  from  pre- 
scribing glasses  for  eye-defects  or  the  administration  of 
atropine  or  other  mydriatic,  said  the  question  was  suffi- 
ciently important  to  call  for  an  investigation,  and  steps 
would  be  taken  accordingly. 
Victoria. 

Aerated-waters'  Standards.— On  November  1  a  new 
standard  of  the  Victorian  Foods  Standards  Committee  will 
be  Brought  into  operation  which  will  allow  of  the  presence 
of  sulphites  or  salicylic  acid  in  the  waters  derived  from  the 
syrups  used  in  the  process  of  manufacture,  but  the  quantity 
must  not  exceed  £  grain  of  salicylic  acid  or  sulphites  to  the 
pint.

— Some  Cape  Colony  chemists  are 
wondering  whether  they  can  sell  "  Burning  Fluid  "  by  the 
bottle  without  contravening  the  Liquor  Laws.  The 
Attorney-General,  when  asked  in  a  letter  on  the  point,  re- 
plied that  parties  should  consult  their  legal  advisers. 

Home-made. — Doan's  Pills,  Bile  Beans,  and  Pink  Pills 
are  now  being  made  in  South  Africa.  Plant  has  been 
specially  purchased  and  shipped  from  America  for  the  pur- 
pose, and  the  principal  operator  hails  from  the  same  place. 
It  is  estimated  that  all  the  pills  the  respective  firms  need  in 
a  year  can  be  produced  in  less  than  three  months,  when 
the  plant  will  be  shut  down  till  again  required.  The  cost 
of  the  plant  is  said  to  be  3,000/. 

Personal. — Mr.  A.  Walsh,  president  of  Messrs.  Lennon, 
Ltd.,  and  Chairman  of  the  Cape  Town  Chamber  of  Com- 
merce, had  returned  to  the  Cape  when  the  mail  left. — Mr. 
D.  K.  Petersen,  governing  director  of  Messrs.  Petersen, 
Ltd.,  was  touring  South  Africa  in  October,  on  business. — 
Mr.  C.  E.  Gardner,  director  of  Messrs.  C.  E.  Gardner  & 
Co.,  Ltd.,  Port  Elizabeth,  and  elsewhere  in  South  Africa, 
arrived  in  England  last  week,  in  the  Walmer  Castle, 
and  expects  to  remain  about  two  months.

Natal. 

Mr.  H.  J.  Brereton's  Affairs  were  further  investigated 
by  the  Second  Civil  Magistrate  on  October  23,  when 
Mr.  Brereton  was  examined  in  regard  to  details  of  his 
book-debts,  his  furniture,  price-lists,  purchases  by  his  wife, 
etc.  After  his  examination  it  was  moved  :  "That  the 
trustee  be,  and  he  is  hereby,  instructed,  to  take  possession 
of  all  furniture  in  the  insolvent's  house  stated  by  him  to 
have  been  sold  to  his  wife  since  April  5,  1907,  and  to  dispose 
of  same  by  public  contract."  This  was  however,  rejected 
by  a  majority,  but  another  motion  by  the  same  gentleman 
(Mr.  Goulding)  was  carried — viz.,  "That  the  trustee  be 
instructed  to  sue  Mr.  Ellis  Brown  for  150/.,  being  payment 
in  undue  preference." 

Orange  River  Colony.

Pharmacy  Board. — The  monthly  meeting  of  the  Board 
was  held  at  Johannesburg  on  Friday,  October  25,  under 
the  presidency  of  Mr.  J.  H.  Dinwoodie.  The  other  mem- 
bers present  were  Messrs.  B.  Owen  Jones,  M.L.A.,  R. 
Butters,  J.  R.  Jones,  and  C.  Keir.  Eleven  applications  for 
admission  to  the  qualifying  examination  in  November  were 
received  and  were  accepted.  A  list  of  applications  for 
permits  to  import  opium,  recommended  during  the  pre- 
ceding month,  was  confirmed.  A  letter  was  received  from 
the  Assistant  Colonial  Secretary,  stating  that  the  Trans- 
vaal Medical  Council  had  offered  to  submit  a  report  as  to 
what  portions  of  the  existing  Medical,  Dental,  and  Phar- 
macy Ordinance  require  amendment,  and  that  he  would  be 
glad  to  receive  any  recommendations  the  Pharmacy  Board 
might  have  to  put  forward.  It  was  agreed  to  reply  that 
the  Board  had  several  recommendations  to  submit,  and  that 
these  would  be  sent  forward  at  an  early  date.  In  reply  to 
further  representations  made  to  the  Colonial  Secretary  as 
to  the  unfairness  of  issuing  licences  for  the  sale  of  poisons 
to  storekeepers  carrying  on  business  in  towns  where  there 
is  a  chemist  in  practice,  a  letter  was  received  from  the 
Assistant  Colonial  Secretary  stating  that  the  question  of 
the  issue  of  such  licences  was  under  consideration.  The 
following  applications  for  registration  to  practise  as 
chemists  and  druggists  were  passed — viz.,  Messrs.  R. 
Neilson  and  J.  Newson,  chemists  and  druggists,  Transvaal. 


Canadian  INews. 

(From  the  "  C.  &  D."  Correspondent.) 


Through  a  Smoker  carelessly  dropping  a  lighted  match 
in  the  building  occupied  by  Mr.  Joseph  Contant,  one  of  the 
largest  retail  drug-stores  in  the  French  section  of  Montreal, 
damage  to  the  extent  of  $4,000  was  done  to  the  drug-stock 
of  Mr.  Contant,  and  other  damage  amounting  to  about 
$25,000  to  the  Marchants  Awning  Co.,  who  occupied  part 
of  the  premises. 

The  Doctors  of  Toronto  west  of  Yonge  Street  have 
formed  themselves  into  a  union  under  the  name  "  No.  11 
Territorial  Division  of  the  College  of  Physicians  and  Sur- 
geons." The  objects  of  the  organisation  are  to  improve 
the  condition  of  the  profession  against  quacks,  to  establish 
minimum  fees,  and  to  amend  lodge  terms.  The  lowest  fee 
for  medical  examination  for  fraternal  societies  has  .been 
fixed  at  $2,  while  the  minimum  fee  for  minor  operations 
is  to  be  $10  and  for  major  operations  $50 ;  for  a  first  visit 
to  a  patient  $2,  and  $1  for  each  subsequent  visit ;  night 
visits,  $3.  The  fee  for  an  office  visit  is  to  be  $1,  including 
prescription,  and  to  give  anaesthetics  $5  will  be  charged.

Contracts. — With  regard  to  the  paragraph  in  our  issue 
of  October  12  (p.  568),  Messrs.  Frank  Bliss  &  Co.,  of  Simla 
and  Lahore,  inform  us  that  the  contract  for  the  supply  of 
emergent  indents  for  civil  hospitals  under  the  Punjab 
Government  for  the  current  year  has  not  gone  to  them. 

Iodine  in  Korea. — Raw  material  for  iodine  and  other  sea- 
weeds are  abundant  in  islands  along  the  South  Korean 
coast,  and  iodine-manufacturing  has  been  commenced  of 
late  years  in  Ko-jyoi  and  Quelpart  Island.  It  may  prove 
lucrative  if  the  Japanese  Customs  forgo  the  20-per-cent. 
ad  valorem  import-duty  which  is  imposed  on  other  drugs. 

Cocaine  Habit. — It  is  reported  that  the  measures  taken 
in  Bengal  against  the  spread  of  the  cocaine  habit  have 
been  so  salutary  that  persons  who  have  used  cocaine  found 
it  so  dear  that  they  are  turning  to  other  like  stimulants. 
In  Bombay  the  restrictions  are  also  becoming  felt,  and  last 
month  one  Chotalal  Pitamber  was  fined  Rs.  50,  or  in  default 
fifteen  days'  imprisonment,  for  having  eighteen  packets  of 
cocaine  without  a  licence. 

A  Dispenser's  Mistake. — The  greater  part  of  the  busi- 
ness at  a  meeting  of  the  Matale  Planters'  Association  on 
October  10  was  occupied  in  the  discussion  of  a  dispensing 
mistake  which  had  occurred  a  short  time  before  at  the 
Matale  Hospital.  Dr.  Kalenberg  prescribed  a  mixture 
and  a  liniment  for  a  neighbouring  planter.  The  medicines 
were  dispensed  at  the  Matale  Hospital,  where,  through 
the  carelessness  of  the  dispenser,  the  label  for  the  mixture 
was  placed  upon  the  bottle  containing  the  liniment,  and 
vice  versa.  After  a  dose  of  the  liniment  the  sick  planter 
suspected  a  mistake,  and  sent  for  the  hospital  officials. 
He  was  given  an  emetic  and  recovered,  but  Mr.  Lyall,  one 
of  the  members  of  the  Association,  brought  the  matter 
forward,  and  the  Association  agreed  to  write  a  letter  ex- 
plaining all  the  circumstances  to  the  District  Medical 
Officer. 

Quinine  in  Burma. — A  resolution  of  the  Burma  Govern- 
ment says  that  in  1905  rules  were  laid  down  for  the  sale  of 
quinine-powders  by  postmasters  and  others.  Deputy-Com- 
missioners were  particularly  invited  to  interest  themselves 
in  spreading  the  sale.  Under  the  rules  then  prescribed  the 
payment  for  quinine  obtained  from  the  Rangoon  Central 
Gaol  was  to  be  made  by  money-order,  the  commission  on 
which  had  to  be  paid  by  the  vendor.  In  many  cases, 
however,  civil  officers  are  themselves  the  vendors,  and 
just  as  they  are  naturally  precluded  from  receiving  com- 
mission for  such  quinine  as  they  sell,  so  it  is  not  equitable 
that  they  should  be  called  upon  to  pay  money-order  com- 
mission on  the  proceeds  which  they  remit  to  the  Superin- 
tendent of  the  Rangoon  Central  Gaol.  The  Lieutenant- 
Governor  has,  therefore,  decided  that  in  future  all  money 
received  from  the  sale  of  quinine  shall  be  paid  into  the  local 
treasury. 

The  Octroi  in  India.— A  circular-letter  has  been  issued 
by  the  Committee  „1  the  Punjab  Trades  Association  direct- 
ing attention  to,  and  asking  support  for,  a  campaign  which 
is  being  started  against  the  revised  Octroi  schedule  of  the 
Simla  Municipality.  The  Association  had  placed  their  objec- 
tions to  the  passing  of  the  schedule  before  the  Lieutenant- 
Governor,  who,  however,  stated  that  sufficient  reason  had 
not  been  shown  for  withdrawing  his  sanction  to  the  revised 
schedule.  The  Association,  therefore,  at  their  last  meeting 
decided  to  memorialise  the  Viceroy  on  the  subject,  to  send 
particulars  to  the  Secretary  of  State  for  India,  to  submit 
their  objections  to  members  of  Parliament,  and  to  appeal 
Lur  the  sympathy  of  the  Press,  and  the  support  of  the 
manufacturing  and  wholesale  trade  in  England.  It  was 
observed  that  manufacturers  and  the  wholesale  trade  in 
England  whose  goods  have  to  bear  the  double  tax  of 
Import  Customs  Duty  and  Octroi,  while  locally  manu- 
factured goods  are  subject  to  Octroi  only,  were  intimately 
concerned  in  this  public  protest  against  Octroi,  and  that 
the  Association  was  therefore  justified  in  looking  for  their 
sympathy  and  support.  The  Secretary  of  the  Punjab 
Irades  Association  is  Mr.  James  Leadbeater,  and  the  head- 
quarters of  the  Association  are  at  Simla.  ' 


(Serman  IRcws.

A  Berlin  Apotheker  was  recently  fined  20m.  for  cul- 
pable bodily  injury,  because  he  had  dispensed  on  a  badly 
written  prescription  formalin  instead  of  furunculin. 

The  Cost  of  Building  the  new  Vereinshaus  for  German 
pharmacists,  which  it  is  proposed  to  establish  in  Berlin,  is- 
now  estimated  at  about  1,550,000m.  The  company  of  Germarr 
pharmacists  have  raised  their  capital  to  2,535,C00m.,  and 
are  about  to  revise  their  regulations. 

A  Legal  Entanglement. — Decrees  have  been  issued  by  the 
various  Federal  Governments  in  Germany  with  regard  to  the 
articles  to  be  placed  on  the  list  of  "  secret "  remedies.  This 
has  created  a  complicated  legal  situation,  for,  taking  Prussia- 
alone,  there  have  hitherto  been  two  sets  of  regulations  re- 
garding the  trade  in  "  secret  "  proprietaries — one  ministerial, 
the  other  police.  In  order  to  effect  the  alterations  decided" 
upon  by  the  Federal  Council  in  June  last  four  special  orders 
have  been  issued.  This  will  render  necessary  the  publication 
of  fifty-five  official  announcements,  and  the  legal  situation 
is  characterised  as  an  impenetrable  labyrinth,  which  the  still 
dormant  Pharmacy  Bill  may  probably  disentangle. 

Warships  Wanted. — German  doctors  are  collecting 
material  to  lay  before  the  Government  to  further  curtail  the 
sale  of  patent  medicines.  In  commenting  upon  this  the 
"  Pharmazeutische  Zeitung  "  says 

While  attempting-,  without  success,  to  destroy  by  fire  and 
sword  this  branch  of  industry,  in  England,  the  country  of 
hereditary  political  wisdom,  a  different  course  is  adopted. 
Patent  medicines  are  simply  taxed,  and  the  results  of  this 
tax  are  considerable.  (The  revenue  from  the  patent-medi- 
cine stamp-duty  from  1895  to  1906  is  quoted.)  On  the  whole 
line  there  is  a  cry  for  new  taxes.  For  the  new  fleet  Bill 
6,500,000Z.  is  required.  Here  the  Government  could  step  in 
and  easily  pocket  a  few  millions,  which  the  manufacturers 
of  patent  medicines  would  gladly  pay  in  order  to  have  peace 
at  last.  A  foundation  to  this  has  been  laid  by  the  high 
secret-remedy  duty  of  2bl.  to  be  paid  on  every  100  kilos,  of 
foreign  specialities  imported. 

Specialities  in  Germany. — With  reference  to  the  import 
into  Germany  of  medicines  prepared  by  Parke,  Davis  &  Co., 
of  Detroit,  the  "  Nachrichtenblatt  fur  die  Zollstellen " 
announces  that  the  following  preparations  are  not  to  be 
regarded  as  secret  remedies,  "but  that  they  are  to  be  taxed 
according  to  certain  clauses  of  the  new  Customs  tariff.  The 
figures  in  parentheses  represent  the  amount  of  the  tax,  in 
marks,  per  dozen  :  Acetozone  (49),  acetozone-inhalant  (100), 
adrenalin  (40),  adrenalin-inhalant  (40),  adrenalin-cocaine- 
tablets  (40),  solutio  adrenalini  hydrochloric.  (40),  adrenalin 
suppositories  (40),  adrenalin  salve  (100),  buckbean  (marsh 
trefoil)  syrup  (40), chloretone  (40),chloretone-inhalant  (100), 
digitalon  (40),  ergot-aseptic  (40),  globules  "oleum  santali " 
(40),  taka-diastase  (40),  taka-diastase  tablets  (40).  Prepara- 
tions such  as  bromo-seltzer  and  Haarlem  oil  are,  on  the  con- 
trary, to  be  regarded  as  secret  remedies  and  taxed  accord- 
ingly (500). 

Preliminary  Education. — In  spite  of  increased  educa- 
tional demands  from  candidates  entering  pharmacy  ir» 
Germany,  the  standard  of  preliminary  knowledge  is  not 
quite  free  from  criticism.  At  a  meeting  of  the  Magdeburg- 
fialberstadt  branch  of  the  Apotheker  Verein,  the  following, 
resolution  was  passed  : — 

In  consequence  of  a  remark  made  at  this  year's  annua!., 
meeting  in  Eisenach  on  the  subject  of  the  insufficient  educa- 
tion of  our  rising  generation,  which  was  copied  by  many, 
important  daily  papers,  this  meeting  requests  the  com- 
mittee (of  the  Apotheker  Verein)  to  avoid  in  future,  as  far 
as  possible,  mention  being  made  of  such  cases,  as  the 
enumeration  of  such  single  cases  in  a  large  meeting  is  notr 
only  unnecessary,  but  contributes  towards  lowering  the- 
prestige  of  the  profession. 

This  is  probably  a  result  of  some  remarks  recently  made, 
by  Professor  Thorns,  on  the  occasion  of  a  pharmaceutical 
prize  competition.  Professor  Thorns  said  the  peculiar 
antagonism  the  prize-winner  had  shown  to  orthodox  Ger- 
man orthography  had  jarred  him  considerably.  This  dis- 
regard for  style  and  orthography  was,  moreover,  becoming 
a  feature  of  State  examinations,  and  it  was  time  improve- 
ments in  that  direction  took  place.

High  Court  Cases. 

The  Dodd  Case. 
In  the  Chancery  Division  on  November  16,  the  case  of 
Jefferson  Dodd  v.  Dodd's  Drug-stores  was  down  to  be 
mentioned  before  Mr.  Justice  Neville. 

Mr.  Peterson,  K.C.,  said  the  parties  were  now  practically 
ad  idem,  and  it  was  proposed  that  the  matter  should  stand 
over  with  liberty  to  mention  it  any  day  on  terms  being 
signed.  Mr.  Bramwell  Davis,  K.C.,  for  the  defendants, 
said  that  terms  were  not  actually  signed,  but  the  parties 
were  agreed.  Mr.  Justice  Neville  assented  to  the  course 
proposed. 

"Globe"  Polish  Trade-mark. 
In  the  Chancery  Division  on  November  15,  before  Mr.  Jus- 
tice Swinfen  Eady,  Mr.  L.  B.  Sebastian,  on  behalf  of 
Messrs.  Raimes  &  Co.,  Ltd.,  Stockport,  applied  for  an 
injunction  to  restrain  Messrs.  W.  Shields  &  Co.  from  in- 
fringing the  plaintiffs'  trade-mark  of  a  globe,  and  from 
selling  boot-polish  not  of  plaintiffs'  manufacture  in  tins 
bearing  a  representation  of  a  globe.  The  defendants  agreed 
to  the  injunction  and  to  deliver  up  all  tins  in  their  posses- 
sion and  pay  the  costs  of  the  proceedings.  His  Lordship 
ruled  accordingly. 

Saccharin  Patents. 
In  the  High  Court  of  Justice,  Dublin,  on  November  12, 
before  the  Master  of  the  Rolls,  an  application  was  heard  at 
the  suit  of  the  Saccharin  Corporation,  Ltd.,  Belfast,  for 
liberty  to  strike  out  the  defence  by  Messrs.  Holmes,  aerated- 
water  manufacturers,  Belfast,  to  an  action  brought  by 
plaintiffs,  on  the  ground  that  the  defendants  had  failed  to 
answer  certain  questions  put  by  the  Court.  The  plaintiffs 
claimed  to  be  the  registered  owners  of  the  letters  patent  for 
the  manufacture  of  saccharin,  and  the  action  was  to  restrain 
defendants  from  infringing  plaintiffs'  patent  by  importing, 
using,  and  selling  in  Ireland  saccharin  made  in  accordance 
with  the  plaintiffs'  specification  and  in  a  manner  only 
colourably  differing  from  same.  The  desired  order  was 
made  by  the  Court. 

Chemical-manufacturers'  Action. 
Before  Justices  Lawrance  and  Darling,  sitting  as  a  Divi- 
sional Court  of  the  King's  Bench  Division,  on  November  20, 
Mr.  Disturnal  applied  for  security  for  costs  of  the  appeal 
in  the  action  of  Reade  Bros.  &  Co.  v.  Ashcroft  and  others. 
The  plaintiffs  were  varnish  and  chemical  manufacturers  of 
Wolverhampton,  and  they  brought  an  action  in  the  Wolver- 
hampton County  Court  for  a  sum  of  37L  for  goods  sold 
and  delivered  to  the  defendants,  Mr.  Jesse  and  Mr.  Sydney 
Ashcroft,  trading  as  Inman  &  Co.  Judgment  was  entered, 
and  then  the  defendants  appealed  to  this  Court,  but  nothing 
had  been  paid  under  the  judgment.  An  affidavit  put  in 
stated  that  Mr.  Jesse  and  Mr.  Sydney  Ashcroft  were  only 
managing  the  business  on  behalf  of  their  mother.  Mr. 
Willis  (for  the  defendants)  said  the  objection  was  that  the 
judgment  had  been  entered  by  the  County  Court  Judge 
against  Mr.  Jesse  and  Mr.  Sydney  Ashcroft,  trading  as 
Inman  &  Co.,  which  appeared  to  be  a  business  quite  separate 
from  that  of  Ashcroft's.  The  sum  of  1GV.  was  fixed  as 
security. 


Companies  Acts. 

The  Optical  Case. 
At  Marlborough  Police  Court  on  November  15,  the  British 
Optical  Association,  199  Piccadilly,  was  summoned  for 
making  default  in  forwarding  a  copy  of  the  memorandum 
and  articles  of  association  of  the  company  to  E.  Beaumont, 
a  member,  at  his  request  on  payment  by  him  of  Is. 

Mr.  Bodkin  and  Mr.  Forrest  Fulton  prosecuted;  Mr. 
C.  F.  Gill,  K.C.,  and  Mr.  Albert  Profumo  appeared  for  the 
defence;  and  Mr.  Henriques  watched  the  proceedings  on 
behalf  of  the  Spectacle  Makers'  Company. 

Evidence  was  given  which  showed  that  when  Mr.  Beau- 
mont applied  for  a  copy  of  the  articles  and  memorandum 
of  association  he  was  forwarded  what  purported  to  be  that 
document  contained  in  a  copy  of  the  "Dioptric  Review," 


the  organ  of  the  association.  That,  it  was  alleged,  was  not 
a  correct  copy  of  the  document  demanded. 

The  Magistrate  imposed  a  fine  of  11.,  and  promised  to 
state  a  case  with  regard  to  some  of  the  original  twenty-two 
summonses  (see  C.  JL-  D.,  October  12,  p.  569). 


Weights  and  Measures  Act. 

Dispensing  Scales. 
At  the  Petty  Sessions,  Eltham,  on  November  18,  Mr. 
H.  W.  Herbert,  chemist  and  druggist,  Ashford,  Middlesex, 
and  Egham,  was  summoned  for  having  in  his  possession  on 
September  16,  for  trade  purposes,  an  unjust  weighing 
instrument.  Mr.  Tyler  intimated  that  the  defendant  had 
written  him  expressing  surprise  that  his  dispensing  scales 
should  have  been  seized  as  he  had  issued  orders  that  they 
were  to  be  periodically  examined  by  a  Brentford  firm,  and 
he  was  under  the  impression  that  that  had  been  done.  That 
morning  the  defendant  had  verbally  informed  him  that 
owing  to  his  manager's  neglect  the  scales  had  not  been 
examined  for  some  time.  According  to  the  special  regula- 
tions issued  by  the  Board  of  Trade  respecting  dispensing 
scales,  weighing  instruments  of  this  character  must  be 
adjusted  to  a  nicety,  whereas  this  one  was  two  grains  in 
error.  Assistant-Inspector  Ward  said  that  it  required  one 
grain  to  produce  any  sensitiveness  on  the  scales,  and  when 
he  placed  an  ounce  weight  on  each  side  the  scales  were 
two  grains  in  error.  The  defendant,  in  expressing  his 
regret,  said  the  whole  matter  was  due  to  gross  carelessness 
on  the  part  of  his  manager  at  this  branch  shop.  He  had 
been  accustomed  to  the  trade  for  twenty  years,  and  such  a 
thing  could  not  possioiy  have  happened  in  a  shop  under  his 
direct  management.    A  fine  of  5.s.  was  imposed. 


Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs  Acts. 

Boric  Acid  in  Cream. 
At  the  County  of  London  Sessions,  held  at  Clerkenwell  on 
November  18,  the  appeal  of  Mr.  W.  H.  Cullen,  referred  to 
in  the  C.  &  D.,  November  9,  p.  715,  was  decided.  It 
will  be  remembered  that  the  appellant  was  convicted  at 
Westminster  Police  Court  under  Section  3  of  the  1875  Act 
of  selling  cream  into  which  boric  acid  had  been  added  so  as  to 
render  it  injurious  to  health.  The  quantity  of  the  pre- 
servative present  was  in  the  proportion  of  about  22  grains 
to  the  pound.  Many  expert  witnesses  were  called  on  both 
sides.  For  the  appellant  Dr.  J.  C.  Thresh  was  one, 
and  he  deposed  that  boric  acid  is  not  injurious  to  the  health 
of  healthy  persons.  Mr.  Robert  Wallace,  K.C.,  Chairman 
of  the  Sessions,  in  giving  judgment,  confirming  the  convic- 
tion by  Mr.  Curtis  Bennett  and  dismissing  the  appeal,  said 
he  found  as  a  fact  that  Section  3  does  not  apply 
to  invalids  or  delicate  children,  but  does  apply  to 
children.  Further,  the  Court  found  as  a  fact 
that  boric  acid  in  the  cream  supplied  was  not  in- 
jurious to  children ;  and  it  was  also  found  as  a  fact  that 
cream  forms  part  of  the  ordinary  diet  of  children;  there- 
fore, the  supply  of  cream  must  under  these  circumstances 
be  taken  to  be  within  the  section.  Mr.  Wallace  intimated 
that  the  Court  was  willing  to  state  a  case  for  the  considera- 
tion of  the  High  Court  upon  a  point  of  law,  subject  to  the 
finding  as  a  fact  that  cream  now  forms  part  of  the  recog- 
nised diet  of  children. 

Tartaric  Acid. 
At  Bilston  Police  Court,  on  November  19,  before  Mr. 
Stipendiary  Neville,  Thomas  Bernard  Heynes,  drysalter, 
of  Swan  Bank,  Bilston,  was  summoned  at  the  instance  of 
Mr.  Van  Tromp  (Inspector  of  Food  and  Drugs  for  South 
Staffordshire)  for  selling  tartaric  acid  containing  arsenic 
eight  times  above  the  amount  allowed  by  the  Local  Govern- 
ment Board;  while  Messrs.  Langton,  Fort  &  Co.,  of 
London,  the  wholesale  dealers,  were  summoned  for  sup- 
plying the  tartaric  acid  to  Mr.  Heynes. 

Mr.  Van  Tromp,  who  prosecuted,  quoted  Dr.  McFadden's 
report,  and  said  that  Mr.  Heynes  probably  bought  his 
supply  in  good  faith,  and  was  not  to  blame.  He  (Mr.  Van 
Tromp),  however,  suggested  that  the  wholesale  firm  stood 
in  a  different  position.  They  were  large  importers.  The 
report  of  Dr.  McFadden  was  published  in  March,  there 
was  no  doubt  Messrs.  Langton,  Fort  &  Co.  knew  of  the 
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experiments  that  had  been  carried  out,  and  they  should 
have  had  their  tartaric  acid  analysed. 

Mr.  Heynes  gave  evidence  of  the  purchase  in  May  last 
of  14  lb.  of  tartaric  acid  from  Messrs.  Langton,  Fort  &  Co., 
and  it  was  a  sample  of  that  purchase  which  was  taken 
hy  the  inspector  in  October.  The  county  analyst  (Mr. 
E.  W.  T.  Jones)  having  given  evidence, 

Mr.  Pritchard,  solicitor,  who  appeared  to  defend,  said 
Messrs.  Langton,  Fort  &  Co.  did  not  manufacture  the  tar- 
taric acid,  and  when  they  purchased  it  they  believed  they 
were  getting  the  pure  article.  Mr.  Heynes  had  no  idea 
whatever  that  he  was  doing  anything  wrong. 

Mr.  Van  Tromp  intimated  that  so  far  as  Mr.  Heynes  was 
concerned  he  was  prepared  to  ask  that  the  summons  against 
•him  should  be  withdrawn  on  payment  of  costs. 

Messrs.  Langton,  Fort  &  Co.  were  fined  40s.  and  costs  ; 
while  the  summons  against  Mr.  Heynes  was  accordingly 
withdrawn  on  payment  of  4s.  costs. 

County  Court  Case. 

Brokers  in  the  Shop. 
At  the  Whitechapel  County  Court  on  November  20,  before 
Judge  Bacon,  Messrs.  Dakin  Brothers,  82  Middlesex  Street, 
E.,  sued  Messrs.  Bell  &  Co.,  chemists,  3  The  Parade, 
Staines  Road,  Twickenham,  on  a  judgment  summons  for 
211.  6  s.  Id.  Plaintiffs  had  filed  an  affidavit  stating  that  a 
Mr.  Robert  Jubb  was  a  member  of  the  firm,  and  the  latter 
appeared  in  answer  to  the  summons.  Defendant  stated  that 
he  could  not  pay.  The  brokers  had  been  put  into  the  shop 
and  all  the  goods  taken  away.  The  plaintiffs'  representative 
was  not  satisfied  with  this  statement,  and,  on  the  suggestion 
of  his  Honour,  cross-examined  the  defendant,  who  swore 
that  he  had  not  5s.  in  the  world ;  and  in  reply  to  Judge 
Bacon's  question,  "And  how  do  you  intend  to  live  when 
you  have  spent  this  5s.  ?  "  said,  "  I  hope  to  get  a  berth  as 
a  chemist."  It  then  transpired  that  defendant  holds  the 
Apothecaries'  Hall  certificate  as  an  assistant,  and  is  not  a 
registered  chemist.  Judge  Bacon  refused  to  make  any 
order. 


Bankruptcies  anfc  failures. 

Be  Charles  Edward  Kilpin  (formerly  trading  as  Lemmon 
&  Kilpin),  late  of  Gardner  Street,  Brighton,  Druggist. — At 
the  Brighton  County  Court  on  November  15,  debtor  applied 
to  Judge  Scully  for  his  discharge.  He  told  the  Judge  that 
he  was  now  working  as  an  assistant  at  35s.  a  week.  His 
Honour  asked  him  if  he  could  not  put  aside  a  certain  sum 
per  week  for  the  discharge  of  his  debts,  but  debtor  said  he 
could  not  do  that.    Discharge  was  suspended  for  two  years. 

Be  W.  C.  M.  Carpenter,  Isinglass  Merchant,  late  of  Bishops- 
gate  Avenue,  E.G.— The  first  meeting  of  creditors  under  this 
failure  was  held  on  November  19  at  the  London  Bankruptcy 
Court,  when  accounts  were  presented  showing  liabilities 
3,091/.  14s.  2d.,  against  assets,  "  pawn-tickets,  11,"  Debtor 
in  1904  became  a  partner  in  the  firm  of  Gridley  &  Co.,  isin- 
glass merchants,  Bishopsgate  Avenue,  E.C.,  but  on  August  7 
last  debtor  was  served  with  a  three-months'  notice  of  dissolu- 
tion and,  at  the  request  of  his  partner,  he  had  not  since 
attended  at  the  place  of  business.

NORTH  BRITISH  BRANCH. 

THE  first  evening  meeting  of  the  session  of  the  North 
British  Branch  was  held  at  56  York  Place,  Edinburgh, 
on  November  20.  Mr.  G.  Lunan  (Chairman  of  the  Execu- 
tive of  the  Branch)  occupied  the  chair,  and,  in  introducing 
Professor  E.  A.  Schafer,  mentioned  the  cordial  relations 
which  had  existed  between  the  North  British  Branch  and 
the  professoriate  of  the  University  since  its  foundation  in 
1852,  when  Sir  Robert  Christison  delivered  the  inaugural 
address. 

Professor  Schafer  then  addressed  the  meeting  on 

The  Physiological  Effects  of  Hormones  Contained  in 
Animal  Extracts. 
The  fundamental  fact  underlying  the  employment  of  such 
extracts  in  medicine  is  that  all  the  organs  of  the  body  are 
continually  receiving  from  the  blood  certain  materials  and 
giving  off  to  it  other  materials  which  have  been  manufac- 
tured and  elaborated  from  those  which  they  have  received. 
He  explained  the  functions  of  the  secreting  glands.  The 
best-known  and  most  striking  example  is  afforded  by  the 
liver,  which  not  only  elaborates  the  bile  as  an  external  secre- 
tion, but  also  manufactures  and  stores  carbohydrate,  fur- 
nishes sugar  to  the  blood,  and  elaborates  nitrogenous  waste- 
matters  of  the  food  and  tissues  into  urea.  Professor 
Schafer  next  referred  to 

the  remarkable  body  discovered  by  Bayliss  and  Starling  in 
the  columnar  epithelial  cells  of  the  small  intestine.  This  sub- 
stance (prosecretin)  when  acted  upon  by  dilute  acid  yields  a 
material  (secretin)  which  after  passing  into  and  circulating 
with  the  blood  provokes  the  secretion  of  the  pancreas,  and  to 
a  less  extent  that  of  the  liver.  The  substance  seems  to  have  a 
fairly  simple  molecular  constitution.  It  is  dialysable  and 
freely  soluble  in  water,  and  it  resists  the  action  of  boiling 
water,  but  has  not  yet  been  isolated  in  a  pure  state.  It  is  one 
of  the  best-known  instances  of  the  class  of  bodies  to  which  the 
term  hormones  has  been  applied:  bodies  which  give  the 
character  to  internal  secretions,  and  which,  on  absorption  into 
the  blood,  influence  tissues  and  organs  of  the  body  other  than 
those  whence  they  have  been  derived.  It  is  highly  probable 
that  it  is  to  internal  secretions  containing  special  hormones 
that  the  essential  organs  of  reproduction— the  testicles  and 
ovaries— owe  the  influence  that  they  exert  upon  the  develop- 
ment of  secondary  sexual  characters,  and  even,  as  Marshall 
and  Jolly  have  recently  shown,  upon  the  development  and 
maintenance  in  a  well-developed  condition  of  important 
internal  organs  of  generation.  The  arrest  of  development  of 
secondary  sexual  characters  in  the  male,  as  a  result  of  castra- 
tion, is  a  matter  of  common  knowledge,  and  although  less 
superficially  obvious,  there  is  no  question  that  the  same 
operation  in  the  female  is  followed  by  results  of  a  similar 
character. 

To  these  the  lecturer  referred  in  detail,  atrophy  of  the 
uterus  being  the  most  important  result.  He  next  spoke 
about  "  ductless  glands,"  now  usually  termed  "internally 
secreting  glands."  The  hormones  which  they  produce  are 
for  the  most'part  of  extreme  importance  in  influencing 
other  organs  and  systems  of  organs,  so  that  essential  func- 
tions of  the  body  cannot  be  properly  carried  on  in  their 
absence.  They  comprise  the  thyroid  gland,  including  the 
parathyroids,  the  suprarenal  capsules,  and  the  pituitary 
body.  All  these  yield  extracts  which  have  marked  physio- 
logical effects,  and  they  are  the  only  organs  in  the  body 
of  which  this  can  definitely  be  affirmed,  with  the  exception 
of  the  intestinal  mucous  membrane. 

After  some  historical  references  to  the  attempts  at  deter- 
mining the  physiological  effects  of  tissue  extracts  and  juices, 
beginning  with  Brown-Sequard,  in  the  course  of  which  the 
lecturer  described  the  effects  of  the  different  extracts,  in- 
cluding full  reference  (chiefly  physiological)  to  Takamine's 
adrenalin,  and  an  equally  detailed  description  of  the  pro- 
perties of  extract  of  the  pituitary  body,  he  concluded  with 
the  following  remarks  : 

_  The  hormones  of  the  internally  secreting  glands  exercise  an 
important  influence  upon  many  physiological  processes  The 
preparation  and  isolation  of  these  bodies  is  a  matter  of  some 
difficulty,  which  has  in  the  case  of  adrenalin  been  happily  sur- 
mounted.   It  is  to  be  hoped  that  chemists  will  now  direct 


their  attention  to  some  of  the  other  bodies  of  similar  character, 
which  we  have  boon  considering.  Especially  is  it  desirable  to 
effect  the  synthesis  of  these  substances;  this  applies  with  par- 
ticular force  to  those  of  the  pituitary  body.  For  even  in  so 
large  an  animal  as  the  ox  this  gland  is  no  larger  than  a  cob- 
nut, and  the  posterior  lobe,  which  alone  contains  the  active 
substance,  is  not  more  than  about  one-fifth  of  the  whole  gland. 
The  material  available  for  the  production  of  active  pharma- 
ceutical preparations  from  it  is  therefore  very  limited,  and 
we  should  ourselves  have  found  considerable  difficulty  in 
conducting  our  investigations  upon  it  had  we  not  obtained  the 
assistance  of  Messrs.  Burroughs  and  Wellcome  in  providing 
us  with  the  fresh  organs.  There  is  at  least  a  commercial 
triumph  in  store  for  the  pharmaceutist  who  succeeds  in 
isolating  and,  still  more,  in  synthetising  the  diuretic  hormone 
which  is  contained  in  pituitary  extract,  for  it  appears  to  act 
more  powerfully  and  in  far  smaller  quantities  than  any  other 
diuretic  which  we  have  tried.  That  the  internal  secretion  of 
the  pituitary  acts  normally  in  promoting  the  functions  of  the 
kidneys  there  can  be  little  doubt.  This  is  indeed  confirmed 
by  the  frequency  with  which  polyuria  is  mentioned  as  a 
symptom  in  cases  where  the  pituitary  has,  on  post-mortem 
examination,  been  found  to  be  enlarged.  Such  enlargement^ 
and  also  disease  of  this  organ,  have  been  associated  (Marie>> 
with  the  affection  known  as  gigantism  or  acromegaly,  and  it. 
is  possible  that,  like  the  thyroid,  which  it  to  a  certain  extent 
resembles  in  structure,  the  anterior  lobe  of  the  pituitary  may 
yiold  a  hormone  which  controls  the  nutrition  of  the  osseous 
system  and  of  the  other  parts  which  are  affected  in  acromegaly. 
If  this  is  so,  then  there  must  be  no  less  than  three  important 
hormones  produced  by  one  of  the  smallest  organs  in  the  body — 
an  organ  to  which  only  a  few  years  ago  no  function  had  been 
assigned,  but  whose  constancy  in  the  vertebrate  sub-kingdom, 
together  with  its  early  appearance  in  the  embryo  and  its 
persistence  during  life,  point  to  the  probability  that  it  is  of 
high  importance  in  the  organism.  It  is  for  you,  gentlemen,  to 
make  the  next  step  in  advance,  by  bringing  your  special 
technical  knowledge  and  skill  to  bear  upon  the  isolation  and, 
if  possible,  the  synthetisation  of  these  chemical  principles  to 
which  the  animal  extracts  whoso  effects  we  have  been  study- 
ing owe  their  physiological  activity. 

The  lecture  was  profusely  illustrated  by  diagrams  thrown, 
on  a  screen  by  limelight. 

The  vote  of  thanks  was  proposed  to  Professor  Schafer 
by  Mr.  David  Gilmour,  of  Dunfermline,  and  seconded  by 
Principal  Laurie,  Heriot-Watt  College.

South  of  England  College  of  Pharmacy. — The  students  of 
this  College,  to  the  number  of  nearly  forty,  visited  the  manu- 
factory and  laboratories  of  Messrs.  Davy  Hill  Hodgkinsons, 
Ltd.,  at  Park  Street,  Southwark,  on  November  19.  A 
very  profitable  afternoon  was  spent  in  investigating  the  many 
processes  at  work.  The  students  were  met  by  Mr.  C.  A.  Hill, 
B.Sc,  escorted  by  Mr.  Collins  and  Mr.  Cocking  through  the 
various  departments.  These  gentlemen  were  at  great  pains- 
to  explain  the  various  processes.  Liquid  and  solid  extracts 
in  various  stages  of  production,  redistillation  of  essential  oils, 
recovery  of  spirit  from  marcs,  and  evaporation  in  vacuo  were- 
all  found  interesting,  and  the  rapid  drying  of  crystals  by 
centrifugal  action  was  much  admired.  Some  chemicals  were- 
seen  in  preparation,  a  fine  batch  of  feathery  crystals  of  lead1 
acetate  which  had  just  been  removed  from "the'crystallising- 
pan  calling  for  special  comment.  The  analytical  laboratory 
was  especially  interesting  to  the  students,  where  polariscopic 
observation  of  essential  oils  and  assay  of  preparations  were 
in  operation,  the  room  being-  replete  with  apparatus  of  all 
kinds  for  such  work.  The  pill-making  and  tablet  machinery 
was  examined,  and  the  pill-coating  department  was  likewise 
visited,  as  well  as  those  devoted  to  the  manufacture  of  scale 
preparations,  effervescent  granules,  ointment-mixing-,  and 
drug-grindina-.  Three  cheers  were  heartily  given  for  the 
firm  and  for  the  guides.

In  the  "  Corn-tissue "  window  the  chief  attraction  is 
sheaves  of  wheat  and  oats  (borrowed -from  the  local  church 
after  the  Harvest  Festival).  Crowds  of  people  have  stopped 
to  gaze  and  wonder  why  a  chemist's  window  should  be  full 
of  corn,  and,  of  course,  read  the  thirty  odd  testimonials 
received  from  various  parts  of  the  country.

I  may  add  that  all  the  cards 
are  home-made,  and  are  simply  the  backs  of  other  show- 
cards,  even  the  middle  one,  which  is  30  in.  by  14  in.,  is 
covered  with  a  piece  of  paper,  and  on  this  the  matter  is 
printed.

How  to  run  ToiIet=specialities. 

Suppose  you  have  made  up  your  mind  to  run  a  series  com- 
prising soap,  toilet  cream,  perfume,  and  dentifrice, 

1.  Be  sure  of  your  quality  in  each  case. 

2.  See  that  the  get-up  is  original  and  dainty,  and 

3.  Choose  a  good,  easily-pronounced  name.  Let  us 
imagine  you  choose  such  a  word  as  "Hypatia,"  your 
specialities  will  be  named  "Hypatia  Cream  Soap," 
"Hypatia  Dentifrice,"  &c.  Let  the  label  especially  be 
carefully  composed  and  the  colouring  unique.  A  rather 
pretty  design  would  be  a  shield-shaped  label  of  a  dark 
green  colour  with  reversed  white  letters,  thus  : 


The  soap  should  be  done  up  in  a  wrapper  the  same  colour 


!  as  250  of  each  might  first  be  ordered,  as  the  block  for  labels 
would  only  be  cut  with  the  word  "  Hypatia,"  the  other 
wording  could  be  printed  in  for  each  article,  say  in  gold. 
Now,  having  your  specialities  all  ready,  how  are  they  to 
be  made  known  to  the  public  ?  I  suggest  one  or  all  of 
three  methods  : 

1.  Window-display.  Writing  a  showcard  of  real  excel- 
lence for  the  centre.  Violet  velvet  or  plush  (old  gold  looks 
well)  as  a  background ;  a  bunch  of 
scented  flowers  in  a  flower-glass,  and 
good  light.    Price  well  displayed. 

2.  A  leaflet  of  pink  enamelled 
paper  printed  in  violet  ink,  and  not 
too  much  wording,  with  a  fold  over 
side,  a  gold  crown  embossed  or 
printed  on  first  outside  page. 
Within  two  of  your  articles  tersely 
and  forcibly  described,  with  price  on 
first  page  inside  cover,  and  the  two 
others  on  opposite  page.  On  the 
back  nothing  but  a  scroll  or  flower 
printed.  To  be  sent  out  in  the  same 
way  as  the  letter  to  the  public,  but 
in  an  envelope  to  match  size,  quality, 
and  colour  of  leaflet. 

3.  A  few  lines  in  your  local  paper 
or  in  the  ladies'  journals,  quoting 
post-free  priecs.  Large  displayed 
advertisements  are  not  necessary. 

Another  excellent  method  might  be  suggested — namely,  free 
samples  of  each  prepared  and  given  to  likely  customers. 

Prices  should  not  be  too  low,  as  the  public  is  not  over 
critical  in  toilet  articles. 

If  the  above  suggestions  are  carried  out  a  very  valuable 
addition  to  one's  profits  may  be  made,  and  perhaps  the 
following  misquotation  of  Shakespeare  will  not  be  out  of 
place  : 

He  who  steals  my  (unprotected)  patent  steals  trash- 
But  he  who  tries  to  filch  my  own  good  speciality  will  find  he 
can't  succeed. 

A  Good  Window-sign. 

Get  a  sheet  of  white  demy  and  sketch  out  your  sign,  say, 
"  Nurses'  Depot,"  then  carefully  cut  out  these  letters, 
reject  the  centres,  and  paste  over  the  wording  pale 
green,  or  rose,  or  yellow  tissue  paper,  and  paste  on  the 
window  in  front  of  a  light.  The  effect  is  striking  at  night. 
Use  arrowroot  instead  of  starch  in  making  paste  for  window 
bills.

The  One  per  Cent 

of  the  pharmaceutical  body  in  Great 
Britain,  which  is  Miss  Buchanan's  estimate  of  the  propor- 
tion of  qualified  women  pharmacists  in  the  ranks,  may  yet 
prove  formidable  agaitlst  the  remaining  ninety-nine  per  cent. 
For  conscientious  competence  that  little  soundly  trained 
squadron  could  probably  establish  its  superiority  over  any 
other  one  per  cent,  in  the  army.  But  why  does  it  not  de- 
velop faster  ?  It  must  be  nearly  thirty  years  since  women 
began  a  serious  attack  on  pharmacy  as  an  occupation  for 
themselves.  They  proved  beyond  question  their  fitness  for, 
at  least,  its  higher  functions,  from  careful  compounding 
up  to  original  research,  and  yet  they  have  not  advanced 
beyond  this  insignificant  ratio.  It  was  wittily  said  by  a 
Frenchwoman  that  it  is  farther  from  none  to  one  than  from 
one  to  a  thousand.  The  progress  of  qualified  women  phar- 
macists rather  tends  to  prove  the  converse  of  this  maxim. 
Analysis  of  Ourselves, 

the  subject  of  Miss  Maynard's  address 
to  the  Assocation  of  Women  Pharmacists,  is  a  dangerous 
topic  to  introduce  to  thoughtful  young  persons.  Dangerous 
because  it  leads  straight  to  the  foggy  land  of  metaphysics, 
a  land  where  no  pasture,  no  fruit,  no  profit,  material  or 
spiritual,  are  to  be  obtained.  No  doubt  Miss  Maynard's 
discourse  was  as  fascinating  as  Mr.  Hills,  Professor 
Greenish,  and  the  reporters  declare  it  to  have  been;  and 
the  strikingly  expressed  advice,  deduced  from  the  analysis, 
was  admirable.  But  a  respectful  protest  may  be  per- 
mitted against  the  admission  among  us  of  the  "  Ego,"  that 
figure-head  of  the  transcendental  science,  which  has  dis- 
turbed many  careers  which  might  have  been  useful  by  his 
invitations  to  a  baneful  introspection.  Pharmaceutical 
students  have  to  learn  a  good  many  useless  things,  but 
they  will  be  wise  to  draw  the  line  at  the  "Ego."  They 
may  know  all  that  Descartes,  Kant,  Fichte,  and  Herbert 
Spencer  wrote  about  the  Ego  and  the  Non-Ego,  and  they 
will  have  advanced  to  nowhere.  That  such  knowledge  can 
influence  life  or  actions  is  inconceivable.  More  intelli- 
gible, and  perhaps  even  more  useful,  is  the  separate  entity 
which  Paracelsus  called  sometimes  the  astral  body  and 
sometimes  the  Evestrum.  This  was  a  really  interesting 
character  to  believe  in,  and  it  accounts  for  a  good  many 
mysteries.  Faith  in  it  still  exists,  I  understand,  among 
a  section  of  the  theosophists,  and  some  of  them  assert  that 
the  astral  body  of  Paracelsus  himself  continues  active 
somewhere  in  the  Himalayas.  Perhaps  a  little  well-selected, 
professedly  fictitious  literature  is  better  as  a  relief  to  the 
mind  than  either  of  these  unsatisfying  studies. 
The  B.P.  "Codex," 

published  "  by  authority  "  of  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Society  of  Great  Britain,  necessarily  assumes  the 
position  of  a  standard  work.  If  it  is  not  that,  it  is  a  failure. 
It  would  be  a  poor  compliment  to  its  compilers,  therefore, 
to  criticise  it  from  any  lower  standpoint.  The  methods  by 
which  its  advent  was  trumpeted  scarcely  recommended  it 
to  old-fashioned  pharmacists,  and  the  appreciations  of  the 
work,  written  alter  an  hour  or  two's  fingering  of  its  1,400 
pages,  contributed  little  to  its  reputation.  The  paper  on 
the  "Codex"  read  to  an  evening  meeting  of  the  Society 
last  week  by  Mr.  C.  A.  Hill  was  the  first  really  serious 
and  competent  estimation  of  its  contents  from  the  labora- 
tory point  of  view  which  has  appeared,  and  it  is  creditable 
to  the  Society  that  this  criticism,  which,  so  far  as  it  went, 
was  not  entirely  favourable,  should  have  been  welcomed. 


The  defects  alleged  by  Mr.  Hill,  however,  it  is  fair  to 
remember,  do  not  by  any  means  condemn  the  "Codex.' 
In  a  compilation  of  such  dimensions  it  is,  of  course,  certain 
that  there  must  be  many  matters  on  which  experts  may  be 
expected  to  differ.  It  will  be  some  time  before  we  shall  be 
able  to  judge  whether  the  compiling  experts  or  the  criticis- 
ing experts  make  the  better  case.  Mr.  Carteighe  asks  that 
the  "  Codex"  shall  be  viewed 
In  a  Broad  and  General  Way, 

and  that  request  seems  reason- 
able. Only,  as  it  consists  of  several  thousands  of  mono- 
graphs more  or  less  disconnected,  it  is  obvious  that  close 
examination  of  details  is  essential  to  an  accurate  opinion 
of  the  value  of  the  work.  But  there  is  also  much  to  be  said 
of  it  in  a  broad  and  general  way,  and  some  of  these  comments 
are  likely  to  be  severe.  There  is  the  question  of  standards 
of  chemical  purity,  for  example,  which  Mr.  Hill  and  Mr. 
Morson  consider  have  been  neglected.  Clearly,  the  publica- 
tion of  such  a  work  as  this  affords  a  special  opportunity  for 
the  introduction  of  such  standards,  if  they  are  to  be  esta- 
blished. But  it  can  be  readily  understood  that  the  sligntest 
excess  of  boldness  in  fixing  them  would  promptly  result  in 
contention  and  perhaps  in  disaster,  so  that  the  compilers 
can  hardly  be  blamed  for  a  degree  of  timidity  in  thia 
respect.  The  features  of  the  "Codex"  which  are  most 
likely  to  discredit  it  are  those  which  may  be  classified 
under  the  term 
Comprehensiveness, 

which,  however,  is  a  characteristic  which 
will  commend  it  to  many  chemists,  as  it  does  to  Mr.  R.  H. 
Parker.     But  with  it  that  critic  associates  ' '  the  free 
hand  of  the  compilers,"  his  approval  of  which  may  be 
modified  when  he  reads  in  the  "After-thoughts"  in  last 
I  week's  C.  &  D.  how  that  free  hand  was  exercised.  Law, 
custom,  and  etiquette  seem  to  be  different  when  applied 
to  Pharmacopoeias,  dispensatories,  and  codexes  from  what 
they  are  in  regard  to  other  literary  productions.    All  these 
works  crib  from  competitors  without  hesitation  or  re- 
morse, and  in  most  cases  it  would  not  be  easy  to  appor- 
tion the  paragraphs  which  appear  in  these  books  in  almost 
identical  words  to  their  original  authors.    All  the  same, 
it  does  not  look  nice  when  the  deadly  parallel  column 
comes  into  action  to  find  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of 
Great  Britain  scooping  up  items  which  evidently  involved 
much  labour  from  books  which  it  is  aiming  to  supplant 
without  the  formality  of  a  by-your-leave  or  thank  you. 
The  polite  compliments  paid  in  the  preface  to  the  "ex- 
tremely useful  "  Gray's  "  Supplement,"  which  has  been  out 
of  the  running  for  more  than  half  a  century,  make  the 
absence  of  acknowledgment  to  living  works  more  signifi- 
cent.    There  would  be,  of  course,  an  advantage  if  in  one 
book  we  could  always  find  whatever  might  be  wanted ; 
but,  as  this  is  unattainable,  the  next  best  thing  is  that 
every  new  publication  which  fills  a  long-felt  want  should 
as  strictly  as  possible  limit  itself  to  the  satisfaction  of 
that  need.     Most  pharmacists  and  physicians  who  are 
likely  to  buy  the  "Codex"  are  already  furnished  with  a 
British  Pharmacopoeia,  and  can  hardly  relish  having  to 
pay  for  a  copy  of  it.     What  they  expected  from  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society  was  a  series  of  carefully  devised 
formulae  for  non-official  remedies  on  the  lines  which  the 
British   Pharmaceutical  Conference  had  been  following. 
Improvements  of  pharmacopoeial  processes,  discarded  but 
still  popular  compounds,  and  preparations  used  in  other 
countries  but  not  official  here  would  all  have  been  in  order. 
They  were  not  expecting  pharmacological  notes,  though  it 
will  hardly  be  the  pharmacists  who  will  object  to  these. 
But  they  could  have  done  without  camphorated  chalk  and 
paregoric  without  opium  ;  and  a  much  briefer  article  under 
the  head  of  "  Corrigenda"  would  have  been  acceptable.

Bbttorial  Comments, 

Private  Methylating. 

In  writing  on  the  spirit-question  last  week  we  suggested 
that  the  Excise  authorities  might  permit  users  of  a  few 
thousand  gallons  of  methylated  spirit  yearly  to  prepare  the 
spirit  in  a  Government  methylating-house.    We  have  since 
ascertained  that  certain  Revenue  regulations  provide  for  the 
preparation  of  methylated  spirit  in  a  bonded  warehouse, 
and  a  resume  of  the  requirements  is  opportune.  In 
order   to    obtain    the    facilities    a   particular    floor  of 
a    bonded    warehouse    must    be    approved    either  by 
the  Customs  or  Excise  authorities  for  the  purpose  of 
making  methylated  spirit.      Certain  vats  require  to  be 
erected  by  the  warehouse  proprietor.     The  vat  for  wood- 
naphtha  must  be  capable  of  containing  100  bulk  gals.,  but  a 
vat  or  drum  of  not  less  content  than  10  gals,  may  be  used 
for  the  mineral  naphtha.    A  mixing-vat  must  also  be  pro- 
vided of  sufficient  capacity  to  admit  of  the  spirits  and 
naphtha    being    thoroughly    mixed.      Seeing    that  both 
mineralised  and  industrial  methylated  spirit  could  be  pre- 
pared in  such  a  warehouse,  it  would  be  advisable  to  have  a 
couple  of  vats,  each  about  600-gals.  capacity,  and  used 
exclusively  for  the  one  class  of  spirit.    The  vats  would 
require  to  have  cocks  and  fastenings  according  to  Revenue 
requirements.    Beyond  paying  the  warehouse- fee  for  the 
use  of  the  methylating -floor  by  the  chemist  or  other  person 
desirous  of  making  methylated  spirit  therein,  all  responsi- 
bilities for  upkeep  of  the  warehouse  would  fall  upon  the 
warehouse  proprietor.    The  chemist  would  be  required  to 
pay  a  methylator's  licence-duty  of  10?.  10s.  per  year,  and 
this  licence  entitles  him  to  export  the  methylated  article  and 
receive  the  rebate  of  3c?.  per  proof  gal.  upon  the  ethyl 
alcohol  used  in  the  preparation  of  either  kind.    Three  kinds 
of  spirits  are  allowed — viz.,  plain  British,  of  not  less 
than  450  bulk  gals,  of  a  strength  not  less  than  50  o.p. ; 
rum  or  imitation  rum,  no  limit  to  quantity  if  in  its  imported 
cask,  but  the  strength  must  be  not  less  than  20  o.p. ;  any 
plain   foreign  spirit   (not  brandy,  geneva,   liqueurs,  or 
sweetened  spirits),  no  limit  to  quantity,  but  the  strength 
must  not  be  less  than  50  o.p.    Notice  must  be  given  by  the 
chemist  to  the  officer  in  charge  of  the  warehouse,  specifying 
the  particulars  of  each  cask  and  the  description  of  methyl- 
ated spirit  intended  to  be  made.   Should,  however,  German 
or  other  foreign  spirit  be  used,  the  regulations  require  that 
5c?.  per  proof  gal.  be  paid  thereon.    This  is  the  amount  of 
the  difference  between  the  Excise  and  Customs  tariff  on 
spirits,  and  is  imposed  by  statute  because  5d.  per  proof 
gal.  is  additionally  paid  by  the  distiller  and  rectifier  in 
consequence  of  the  increased  cost  caused  by  Excise  restric- 
tions.   Inasmuch  as  the  chemist  would  have  to  pay  5c?., 
and  get  back  the  distiller's  portion  only — viz.,  3d.  per 
proof  gal. — it  will  be  seen  that  unless  German  spirit  could 
meet  this  net  differential  duty  of  2d.,  users  would  in  present 
•  ■ircumstances  be  compelled  to  procure  their  spirit  from 
home  distillers.    The  wood  and  mineral  naphthas  for 
nixing  with  the  spirits  must  be  approved  by  the  Govern- 
ment Laboratory.    The  wood  naphtha  may  be  miscible  or 
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immiscible  with  water,  but  must  be  of  a  strength  not  less 
than  bO  o.p.,  and  the  mineral  naphtha  must  be  of  a  specific 
gravity  of  not  less  than  0.800.  The  mixing  is  performed 
•by  the  warehouse  proprietor  or  his  servants  in  the  presence 
of  the  Revenue  officers,  who  certify  to  the  mixing,  and  hand 
the  chemist  a  document  for  obtaining  the  rebate  of  3c?.  per 
proof  gal.  on  all  spirits  used  in  the  production  of  the 
industrial  variety.  The  rebate  on  mineralised  methylated 
spirit  is  not  paid  until  it  is  shipped.  Within  forty-eight 
hours  from  the  preparation  of  the  methylated  spirit,  the 
chemist  must  remove  the  whole  of  it  to  his  own  premises 
mentioned  on  his  methylating-licence,  enter  an  account  of 
its  receipt  into  a  stock-book,  and  deliver  up  the  accompany- 
ing permit  to  the  Excise  officer,  who  may  desire  to  examine 
the  methylated  spirit  and  keep  an  account  of  the  stock  in 
his  own  books.  Drun'is  can  be  used  down  to  5  gals.,  and 
marked  outside  with  the  description  of  spirit  contained 
i herein.  As  a  licensed  methylator  the  manufacturing 
chemist  would  be  legally  entitled  to  have  both  kinds  on  his 
premises,  stored  separately,  and  he  would  be  at  liberty  to 
supply  retail  chemists,  and,  in  fact,  exercise  all  the  privi- 
leges that  licensed  methylators  possess.  The  Excise  authori- 
ties would  look  after  the  chemist-methylator  a  little  more 
closely  than  hitherto,  and  a  little  more  care  would  need  to  be 
exercised  in  keeping  the  stock  account  of  methylated  spirit 
received,  used,  and  sent  out.  Bonded  warehouse  pro- 
prietors would  probably  meet  the  wishes  of  manufacturing 
chemists  desirous  of  securing  a  methylating-floor  for  common 
use,  but  in  no  case  is  the  Excise  likely  to  undertake  any 
responsibility  beyond  the  expense  of  providing  officials  to 
see  that  the  regulations  are  complied  with.  No  charge  will 
be  made  by  the  Government  for  this  administrative  expense, 
and  there  is  no  reason  to  fear  the  slightest  Revenue  objec- 
tion to  any  co-operating  movement  of  manufacturing 
chemists,  especially  when  the  object  is  to  secure  that  advan- 
tage which  the  Revenue  custodians  intended  them,  among 
others,  to  have. 


Oversea  Trade. 

The  Board  of  Trade  Returns  for  October,  which  were  briefly 
referred  to  in  our  issue  of  November  9,  continue  to  show  the 
•development  which  has  been  a  feature  of  import  and  export 
business  throughout  the  year,  and  this  in  spite  of  stringent 
financial  conditions.  The  present  month,  however,  will 
provide  a  crucial  test  of  what  can  be  accomplished  with  dear 
money,  and  it  need  hardly  be  stated  that  a  cramping  effect  on 
business  may  be  taken  for  granted.  The  feature  of  the 
October  returns  is  the  large  increase  in  both  imports  and 
exports,  which  are  as  follows  :

The  outstanding  item  among  imports  last  month  is  the 
•enhanced  trade  in  foodstuffs,  grain  and  flour  representing  an 
increase  of  3,156,000?.  in  value,  and  for  this  we  obtained 
4,289,000  cwt.  more.  Raw  materials  increased  by  542,700?., 
•in  which  section  oil,  seeds,  gums,  etc.,  improved  by  149,200?. 
Manufactured  articles  dropped  174,000?.,  but  chemicals, 
drugs,  etc.,  included  in  this  schedule  were  166,172?.  more, 
the  month's  total  being  1,079,386?.  The  most  important 
Items  showing  advanced  figures  were  glycerin,  saltpetre,  soda 
compounds,  quinine  and  quinine  salts  (37,652  oz.  more),  and 
•aniline  dyes,  while  bleaching  materials,  boron  compounds, 


brimstone,  cinchona,  synthetic  indigo,  and  valonia  were  on 
the  down  grade.  On  the  export  side  the  bulk  of* the  ex- 
pansion was  as  usual  in  manufactured  articles,  the  increase 
being  3,770,200?.  Cotton  goods  are  an  easy  first  with 
1,154,900?.  more;  then  follow  machinery,  iron  and  steel,  etc. 
Drugs,  chemicals,  dyes,  and  colours  rose  by  146,011?.  to 
1,479,450?.  Practically  all  our  leading  lines  of  chemicals 
exhibit  an  expansion,  the  most  important  being  as  follows, 
the  bracketed  figures  being  the  amount  of  increase  :  Bleach- 
ing-materials  (6,723  cwt.),  copper  sulphate  (726  tons),  dye 
stuffs  (2,965  cwt.),  glycerin  (6,170  cwt.),  chemical  manure 
(7,634  tons),  quinine  (56,555  oz.),  muriate  of  ammonia 
(2,421  cwt.),  and  soda  compounds  (73,740  cwt.).  Declines 
are  noted  in  coal  products  not  dyes  (186,455  cwt.),  cream  of 
tartar  (336  cwt.),  and  unenumerated  chemicals  9,528?. 
Quite  a  revival  took  place  in  quinine  exports  during  the 
month,  and  the  trade  in  drug  and  medicinal  preparations 
was  also  active,  these  items  together  representing  a  business 
valued  at  153,085?.,  or  19,000?.  more  than  in  October,  1906. 
The  ten  months'  imports  and  exports  of  chemical  and  allied 
goods  are  as  follows  :

October  proved  an  active  month  for  British  quinine  exports, 
but  the  exports  of  foreign  amounted  to  only  976  oz.,  as  com- 
pared with  124,551  oz.  of  British  make ;  the  ten  months' 
exports  show  a  decided  improvement  on  the  previous  two 
years,  and  the  total  imports  are  now  well  over  two  million 
ounces.  The  activity  in  quicksilver  is  reflected  in  the  aug- 
mented exports,  amounting  to  2,939,796  lb.  for  the  ten 
months,  but  the  higher  range  of  values  now  current  for  the 
metal  is  not  yet  apparent,  for  although  81,904  lb.  more  has 
been  exported  this  year  the  value  is  3,318?.  less  than  at  the 
corresponding  period  of  1906,  when  2,857,892  lb.  was  ex- 
ported. It  has  been  a  poor  year  for  shellac,  only  47,558  cwt. 
having  been  shipped,  being  7,170  cwt.  less  than  last  year, 
but  30,253  cwt.  less  than  1905.  Our  trade  in  toilet-soap  is 
satisfactory  compared  with  the  two  previous  years,  now 
reaching  40,000  cwt.,  valued  at  225,000?.,  but  household 
soap  indicates  a  falling  off  in  quantity,  but  an  increase  in 
value,  showing  that  the  makers  have  been  able  to  obtain 
better  prices.  We  are  now  getting  cheaper  turpentine,  the 
447,541  cwt.  imported  this  year  having  cost  872,606?.,  as 
compared  with  424,066  cwt.,  costing  879,240?.,  in  1906.  This 
is  one  of  the  few  articles  affected  by  the  financial  crisis  in  the 
United  States,  and  the  price  is  now  comparatively  low  as 
compared  with  recent  years.  Finally  it  may  be  noted  that 
the  transhipment  business  of  the  country  shows  a  decline  for 
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the  first  time  in  a  considerable  period,  being  268,000/.  less, 
but  tb.is.is  insignificant,  as  on  the  year  there  is  an  increase  of 
nine  millions  sterling.  The  bullion  imports  for  the  month 
amounted  to  5,435,712/.,  being  1,439,865/.  more  than  in 
October  of  last  year,  and  the  exports  were  7,380,302/.,  or 
2,897,489/.  less  than  last  year,  but  on  the  ten  months  the 
imports  are  practically  the  same  as  last  year  at  51  millions, 
but  the  exports  are  over  eight  million  sterling  less  at  45j 
millions.  It  cannot  yet  be  said  that  the  Returns  show  any 
symptom  of  the  decline  in  business  which  so  many  people 
regard  as  imminent,  but  with  soaring  Bank  rates  November 
is  already  a  "trying"  month  in  commerce. 


Patriotism  and  Proprietaries. 

The  latest  example  of  Teutonic  commercialism  is  the  estab- 
lishment of  an  "  Export  Union  of  German  Apothekers 
and  Manufacturers  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Industry." 
This  scheme  for  pushing  the  German  proprietary  abroad, 
to  the  exclusion  of  those  of  English,  French,  or  American 
origin,  is  boldly  ingenious  by  reason  of  the  fact  that 
"  patriotism  "  is  kept  forward  as  the  keynote  of  the  whole 
argument.    Thus  : 

The  enormous  sums  that  are  consequently  lost  to  the 
Fatherland  owing  to  the  high  price  of  foreign  specialities 
are  therefore  apparent.  In  the  interests  of  the  German 
Empire,  of  German  pharmacy,  and  of  our  countrymen 
abroad  this  state  of  affairs  must  be  remedied. 

The  Union  intends  achieving  this  object  by  providing 
Germans  abroad  with  German  patent  medicines  at  10  per 
cent,  less  than  the  sale-price  in  Germany.  The  difference 
will  enable  the  buyer  to  cover  his  expenses  for  carriage- 
duty,  etc.,  and,  therefore,  in  the  end  pay  as  much  as  in 
Germany  for  the  article  he  requires.  In  order  to  acquaint 
the  German  abroad  with  the  pharmaceutical  treasures  of  the 
Fatherland,  the  Union  intends  publishing  a  booklet  con- 
taining a  list  of  all  the  preparations  sold  under  these 
conditions,  their  prices,  uses,  and  so  forth.  Attached  will 
be  a  warning  against  certain  foreign  specialities,  and  their 
equivalent  German  substitutes  will  be  recommended.  A 

copy  of  this  booklet  will  be 
— ■- — — ^, — ., — .. — — ,      forwarded  to  every  likely 
German    customer  abroad 
from  information  obtained 
from  Consular  reports.  The 
cost  of  insertion  for  each 
preparation  is  10s.,  and  to 
prevent  the  larger  manufac- 
turers from  occupying  all 
the  available  space,  only  ten 
lines  will   be  allotted  to 
each  speciality.    The  first 
edition  is  to  number  50,000 
copies.     The  headquarters 
of  the  Union  are  in  Berlin, 
— — "-"••'wwwww'ww       where  samples  and  litera- 
ture   concerning    all  the 
specialities  mentioned  in  the  list  will  be  on  exhibition,  to 
afford  purchasers  from  abroad  and  exporters  an  opportunity 
of    becoming    personally    acquainted    with    the  articles 
obtainable  on  the  above  lines.    The  participators  in  this 
scheme  are  to  supply  their  preparations  to  the  Union  at  a 
discount  of  40  per  cent.    All  the  specialities  supplied  by 
this  undertaking  will  bear  a  guarantee  stamp.    Again  : 

Every  article  exported  is  a  propaganda  for  that  prepara- 
tion and  a  strengthening  of  Germanism  abroad.  In  the 
interests  of  the  youthful  undertaking  it  is  requested  to  export 
only  really  tried  and  good  preparations.  Only  by  this  means 
will  it  be  possible  to  increase  the  scope  of  the  German 
market,  oust  foreign  competition,  and  lead  the  money  of  our 
countrymen  back  to  tho  Fatherland,  and  protect  Germans 
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abroad  from  being  exploited  by  foreign  pharmaceutical 
industry.  Germans  abroad  will  soon  only  demand  German 
preparations  with  the  stamp  of  the  Union  as  a  guarantee  for 
quality  and  value.  In  time  this  stamp  will  prove  to  be  an 
embodiment  of  guarantee  for  our  countrymen  abroad  and  a 
means  of  strengthening  Germanism. 

As  this  undertaking  will  meet  with  every  assistance,  both 
official  and  private,  it  is  likely  to  prove  a  form  of  German 
competition  abroad  which  should  not  be  underestimated. 
The  wording  of  the  prospectus  is  in  this  respect  quite 
happy,  as  it  appeals  to  the  German  frame  of  mind  of  to-day. 
We  give  a  reproduction  of  the  stamp  to  be  affixed  to  all  the 
Union's  preparations. 


What  is  "Magnesia"? 

The  Leicester  county  analyst,  Mr.  C.  K.  Millard,  M.D., 
D.Sc,  in  his  last  report  makes  some  interesting  observa- 
tions on  this  question.  During  the  quarter  twenty-eight 
samples  of  "magnesia"  were  purchased.  In  nine  cases 
calcined  magnesia  was  given,  in  eleven  magnesium  carbonate, 
and  in  eight  effervescing  citrate  of  magnesia.  Dr.  Millard 
remarks  : 

From  this  it  would  appear  that  it  was  a  common  practice 
in  the  county  to  sell  carbonate  of  magnesia  under  the  name 
of  "  magnesia."    The  carbonate  of  magnesia  was  a  per- 
fectly good  and  useful  form  of  magnesia,  but  it  had  less 
than  half  the  full  activity  possessed  by  the  simple  magnesia. 
In  the  nine  cases  of  effervescent  citrate  live  of  the  vendors, 
by  word  or  label,  stated  that  this  was  what  they  were 
supplying.  ...  It  may  be  that  the  public  are  used  to  asking 
for  such  effervescent  preparations,  into  the  composition  of 
which  magnesia  enters  in  variable  proportions,  under  the 
name  of  "  magnesia,"  but  it  would  seem  that  such  loose 
nomenclature  ought  not  to  be  used  without  some  explana- 
tion or  correction  on  the  part  of  the  vendor,  at  any  rate  in 
cases  in  which  he  is  a  duly  qualified  druggist.    At  the 
same  time,  although  such  mistakes  are  undesirable,  they 
are  not  fraught  with  danger  to  health,  such  as  would  bo 
caused  by  the  mistaken  substitution  of  a  given  drug  by 
another  of  altogether  different  properties. 
We  do  not  recall  any  previous  case  in  which  effervescent 
citrate  has  played  so  prominent  a  part,  but  it  admirably 
illustrates  the  chemist's  diffculty  :  he  has  to  supply  what 
from  his  experience  his  customers  want,  and  between  that 
and  what  may  be  legally  demanded  under  the  Sale  of  Food 
and  Drugs  Acts  there  is  a  great  gulf,  the  depths  of  which  no 
public  analyst  has  yet  fathomed. 

The  Industrial  Spirit  Combination. 

Another  lengthy  article  on  this  matter  appeared  in  the 
"  Times"  of  November  15,  being  contributed  by  a  Scottish 
correspondent.  It  traversed  facts  mentioned  in  our 
editorial  note  of  last  week,  incidentally  stating  that  the 
competition  among  methylators  has  been  exceedingly  keen, 
and  prices  have  been  "  cut,"  leaving  little  or  no  margin  of 
profit.  But  this  is  now  changed,  and  all  methylators  have- 
been  put  on  the  same  footing  as  regards  buying  terms.  The 
correspondent  refers  to  the  recent  meeting  of  methylators- 
and  the  feeling  of  greater  security  that  they  now  have,  con- 
sequent upon  the  development  in  the  industrial  alcohol' 
trade  and  distillers  ceasing  to  give  advantage  to  large 
buyers.  Otherwise  the  article  contains  little  that  is  new, 
all  the  facts  having  been  reported  in  The  Chemist  and 
Druggist.  The  article  concludes  with  the  following, 
observation  : 

So  far  as  can  be  seen  at  the  moment  the  new  combination* 
is  one  which  might  be  expected  to  work  for  the  good  of  the 
industry  if  its  objects  were  strictly  adhered  to.  Where 
practically  unlimited  powers  with  regard  to  the  fixing  of 
prices,  however,  are  put  into  the  hands  of  any  body  of 
traders,  there  is  always  the  danger  that  these  will  sooner 
or  later  be  abused,  owing  to  what  may  be  described  as  the 
natural  greed  for  profit.  In  view  of  the  efforts  that  are 
being  made  to  encourage  the  use  of  industrial  alcohol  in 
this  country  by  cheapening  its  cost  and  in  other  directions, 
it  would  be  a  pity  if  these  efforts  were  nullified  by  the 
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tyrannical  impositions  of  a  combination  of  manufacturers. 
Whether  it  would  be  safe  to  leave  it  to  the  good  sense  of 
the  manufacturers  concerned  not  to  kill  the  goose  that  lays 
the  golden  egg  is  a  question  not  altogether  easy  to  answer, 
but  there  seems  no  other  course  open  at  the  moment. 
We  understand  that  Messrs.  Honey  will  Bros.,  79  Mark 
Lane,  London,  E.C.,  have  been  appointed  agents  for  the 
new  combination,  and  that  they  will  be  the  distributors  to 
the  trade.    The  opinion  is  expressed  in  certain  quarters  that 
an  early  advance  in  prices  will  take  place,  as  the  combina- 
tion is  exceedingly  strong.    At  the  moment,  and  probably 
for  many  months  to  come,  there  will  be  practically  no  com- 
petition from  Germany,  as  the  ruling  prices  there  are,  as 
we  stated  several  weeks  ago,  fully  Id.  per  proof  gallon 
above  those  on  this  side.    It  is  only  in  times  of  excess 
production  that  German  potato  spirit  can  be  "dumped" 
in  this  country,  and,  considering  that  the  consumption  of 
spirit  is  continually  increasing  in  Germany,  it  is  safe  to 
say  that  prices  of  the  combine  will  have  to  advance  con- 
siderably before  it  will  be  worth  while  for  the  "  Centrale  " 
to  pay  any  attention  to  England,  as  after  all  the  export  is 
a  mere  fraction  of  the  huge  business.    But  should  Germany 
at  any  future  time  consider  it  worth  while  to  actively  com- 
pete, then  we  predict  a  short  life  for  the  combination. 
Oil  of  Lemon  in  U.S.A. 
The  latest  information  respecting  the  stoppage  of  large 
shipments  of  lemon  oil  in  New  York  is  as  follows.  The  oil 
was  rejected  on  the  reports  of  the  chemists  to  the  Board  of 
Agriculture,  who  alleged  that  it  contained  turpentine.  As 
almost  the  whole  of  the  oil  was  shipped  by  two  firms  of  the 
very  highest  repute  in  Messina,  great  indignation  was  felt, 
and  the  services  of  the  Italian  Consul  in  New  York  were 
requisitioned.     By  the  middle  of  October,  however,  no 
steps  had  been  successful  towards  obtaining  the  release  of 
the  oil,  and  on  October  24  one  of  the  principal  importing 
firms  retained  Mr.  Ernest  J.  Parry,  with  instructions  to 
act  by  cable.    Mr.  Parry  was  able  not  only  to  show  that  the 
oil  was  perfectly  genuine,  but  that  this  was  apparent  from 
the  actual  figures  of  the  American  chemists,  who  had  drawn 
incorrect  deductions  from  their  analyses.    On  October  27  he 
supplied  the  necessary  information  by  cable,  and  the  im- 
porters were  able  to  present  a  brief  which  was  too  strong 
for  the  American  authorities,  who  accepted  his  report  and 
the  other  evidence  supplied  and  released  the  parcels  of  oil 
at  once.    The  "0.,  P.  &  D.  Reporter's"  correspondent  in 
Washington  has  had  an  interview  with  one  of  Dr.  W.  H. 
Wiley's  assistants,  who,  speaking  on  behalf  of  his  chief, 
rather  defended  what  the  Bureau  had  done  and  said  : 

It  is  our  usual  practice  to  determine  the  boiling-point,  the 
polarisation,  and  the  index  of  refraction  of  the  oil.  We 
then  distil  a  sample  and  make  the  same  determinations  for 
the  first  10  per  cent,  of  the  distillate.  The  boiling-point  is 
not  apt  to  be  an  exact  degree,  but  the  fluctuation  of  the 
thermometer  as  the  first  tenth  of  the  distillate  goes  over  is 
regarded  as  significant.  The  index  of  refraction  is  likeU 
to  vary  between  1.4733  and  1.4747,  though  I  would  not  say 
that  these  figures  are  the  limits  of  tolerance.  We  then  make 
special  tests  for  substances  that  may  have  been  added  to  the 
oil,  and  in  this  connection  we  have  developed  what  appears 
to  be  one  of  the  principal  bases  of  the  controversy  with  the 
trade.  We  make  a  test  for  pinene,  which  we  treat  as  an 
adulterant,  while  it  is  claimed  by  parties  in  the  trade  that 
it  is  a  natural  constituent  of  lemon  oil.  We  are  fully  con- 
vinced that  our  contention  in  this  regard  is  correct.  It  will 
be  noted  that  the  standard  provides  that  oil  of  lemon  shall 
contain  not  less  than  4  per  cent,  by  weight  of  citral.  In 
determining  citral  we  are  now  using  a  new  method,  which, 
however,  is  to  the  advantage  of  the  trade,  as  it  gives  us 
higher  results,  and  is  therefore  a  less  severe  test.  I  am  not 
at  liberty  at  this  time  to  describe  the  new  citral  test  in 
detail,  but  I  can  say  that  it  has  been  adopted  because  we 
are  convinced  that  it  gives  us  more  accurate  results. 

It  appears  to  us  most  reprehensible  that  the  Bureau  should 
keep  secret  a  process  by  which  commercial  interests  are  so 
materially  affected.

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plication (with  remittance)  to  the  Publisher  of  "  The  Chemist 
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The  authority  of  the  British  Pharmacopoeia  as  a 
standard  under  the  Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs 
Acts  has  frequently  been  contested,  but  judges  have 
decided  that  the  standards  of  the  Pharmacopoeia  are 
decisive  evidence  unless  the  existence  of  trade  standards 
apart  therefrom  is  conclusively  proved.  The  Phar- 
macopoeia is  not  a  legalised  standard  under  the 
Acts,  but  the  fact  that  it  is  published  by  authority  of  a 
statutory  body — the  General  Medical  Council — has  had 
great  weight  with  magistrates  and  judges.  The  same 
attitude  would  probably  be  shown  towards  the  "Codex" 
published  by  authority  of  the  Council  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  of  Great  Britain,  although  that  body,  unlike  the 
Medical  Council,  has  not  express  legal  authority  to  publish 
such  a  book.  It  is  expected  by  retailers  and  wholesalers 
that  they  will  have  to  reckon  with  the  "  Codex  "  standards 
sooner  or  later,  and  it  is,  therefore,  desirable  that  these 
should  be  rigorously  examined,  especially  as  evidence  of 
inaccuracies  is  accumulating,  and  it  would  be  lamentable, 
both  for  the  trade  and  the  Society,  if  the  administrators  of 
the  Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs  Acts  were  to  accept  this  book 
as  authoritative  simply  because  it  is  stamped  with  the 
authority  of  the  Society.  There  is  no  intention  in  these 
"after-thoughts"  to  question  the  ability  of  the  Society 
to  produce  an  authoritative  book  on  pharmacy,  but 
it  must  be  reiterated  that  the  "  Codex  "  bears  evi- 
dence of  preparation  without  sufficient  research  and 
practical  proving,  or  that  careful  deliberation,  and  skilful 
solution  of  difficulties  which  pharmacists  are  entitled 
to  expect  would  be  exercised  to  the  fullest  by  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society.  It  is  to  this  serious  aspect  of  the 
publication — one  which  affects  the  commercial  and  pro- 
fessional interests  of  all  in  pharmacy  and  the  drug  trade — 
that  attention  is  here  called.  We  recall  the  fact  that  the 
committee  appointed  by  the  Council  of  the  Society  was 
engaged  four  years  in  preparing  the  book,  and  up  to  the 
end  of  1906  the  sum  of  948^.  17s.  2d.  had  been  spent  upon 
the  work.  It  is  reasonable  to  suppose  that  this  was  on 
experiment  or  research,  and  in  view  of  the  foregoing  con- 
siderations, and  the  number  of  people  engaged  in  this  work, 
thoroughness  should  have  been  its  most  marked  character- 
istic. The  part  of  the  book  to  which  attention  is  now 
particularly  directed  is  that  embracing  the  monographs  on 

Essential  Oils. 

In  this  branch  of  knowledge  at  least  two  members  of  the 
Society,  Mr.  John  C.  Umney  and  Mr.  Charles  T.  Bennett, 
have  a  world-wide  reputation,  but  there  is  no  evidence  in 
the  monographs  that  they  were  consulted  by  the  Committee, 
as  the  sequence  will  show,  or  that  any  leading  authority 
on  essential  oils  has  been  consulted.  The  information  has 
been  drawn  from  text-books  rather  than  from  practical 
experience.  The  best-known  books  on  essential  oils  in  this 
country  are  "  The  Chemistry  of  Essential  Oils,"  by  Ernest 
J.  Parry,  and  "  The  Etherial  Oils,"  by  E.  Gildemeister 
and  Fr.  Hoffmann,  both  published  in  1899,  and,  therefore, 
to  a  large  extent,  out-of-date,  for  there  are  few  departments 
of  chemistry  which  have  progressed  so  rapidly  as  the  study 
of  essential  oils.  The  manner  in  which  the  compilers  have 
acquitted  themselves  in  dealing  with  essential  oils  is 
graphically  put  by  an  expert  as  follows  : 

The  monographs  on  the  essential  oils  in  the  British  Phar- 
maceutical Codex  have  obviously  been  written  by  a  system 
of  compilation,  and  without  reference  to  essential-oil  experts. 
Taken  as  a  whole  they  are  meagre  and  disappointing,  with 
here  and  there  very  serious  errors.  The  value  of  the  mono- 
graphs is  totally  inadequate  to  their  verbosity.  Where  the 
compilers  have  left  the  safe  path  of  copying,  they  have  at  times 
fallen  into  mistakes  which  are  all  the  more  serious  because  they 
are  in  print.  The  expert  may  have  to  face  the  printed  book, 
issued  by  the  authority  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Council,  and 
to  absolutely  contradict  the  statements  therein  contained. 
When  such  a  state  of  things  exists  it  is  at  least  right  that  we 
should  have  some  authority  standing  behind  the  statement 
in  the  book.  By  what  possible  authority  can  the  compilers 
say  that  lemon  oil  contains  5  to  7  per  cent,  of  citral  ?  Or  that 
rosemary  oil  is  always  dextrorotatory  ?  Such  statements  stamp 
the  compilers  as  being  imperfectly  acquainted  with  the  facts 
concerning  essential  oils. 


The  most  serious  circumstance  is  that  the  compilers  have 
not  modified  the  text-book  data,  where  necessary,  in- 
accordance  with  the  more  recently  published  researches. 
The  following  contrasts  and  notes  are  submitted  for  con- 
sideration. These  do  not  pretend  to  exhaust  this  subject, 
but  are  a  selection  from  a  comparative  analysis  of  the 
"  Codex  "  monographs.  The  notes  are  confined  to  chemical' 
and  physical  data,  because  it  is  upon  these  chiefly  that 
analysts  depend  when  judging  of  the  quality  of  essential1 
oils.

Ol.  Bergamotcve. — The  figures  are  identical  with  eithe? 
Parry's  or  Gildemeister's,  with  the  exception  that  36  to  40  per 
cent,  of  esters  has  been  changed  to  35  to  40  per  cent.,  and  the- 
solubility  in  90-per-cent.  alcohol  is  given  as  in  a  fourth  to  half 
its  volume,  as  against  one-half  UJarry).  No  reference  to  the 
now  well-known  adulteration  of  this  oil  with  artificial  esters 
is  made. 

Ol.  Betuljj  Alb^l. — With  the  exception  of  sp.  gr.,  the  details- 
are  those  of  Power  and  Kleber,  with  a  few  figures  of  Parry's 
or  Gildemeister's. 

Ol.  Cajuputi. — The  sp.  gr.  and  optical  rotation  limits  are 
identical  with  Parry's,  and  the  solubility  tests  are  Gilde- 
meister's. No  notice  is  taken  of  the  fact  that  Umney  and1 
Parry  several  years  ago  pointed  out  that  the  sp.  gr.  figures 
are  incorrect.  The  cineol  figure  is  given  as  55  to  65  per  cent., 
which  is  Squire's  limits. 

Ol.  Carui. — All  the  figures  are  taken  from  Parry,  except 
that  the  lower  limit  of  sp.  gr.  has  been  altered  to  0.907  from 
0.910  (Gildemeister's  figure),  and  Gildemeister's  solubility 
figures  have  been  reproduced.  Parry's  phrase,  "  Traces  of 
carvacrol  may  be  present,"  is  paraphrased  to  "  Carvacrol  is 
said  to  be  present  in  traces." 

Ol.  Cabyophylli. — The  figures  generally  are  from  Gilde- 
meister, even  to  the  fraction  of  a  degree  in  optical  rotation. 
Eugenol  is  given  as  present  from  85  to  90  per  cent.,  which  is- 
original  and  incorrect. 

Ol.  Cedri. — Every  standard  quoted,  and  every  figure  given 
(fourteen  in  all),  are  copied  (to  the  fourth  decimal  point  where 
necessary)  from  Gildemeister ;  even  the  incorrect  melting- 
point  of  cedrol  (  —  74°)  is  reproduced,  as  against  the  correct 
figure  of  78°  to  80°. 

Ol.  Cinnamomi. — Sp.  gr.  and  optical  rotation  limits  are 
from  Parry,  except  that  instead  of  "  optically  inactive  or  al- 
most laevorotatory  to  the  extent  of  —10,"  we  read  "slightly 
laevogyrate  0.5°  to  —  2°."  Here,  presumably  due  to  copying, 
the  rotation  is  given  in  decimal  fractions  of  a  degree  (  — 0.5°>, 
instead  of,  as  generally  in  the  work,  in  minutes  (  —  0°  5'). 

Ol.  Eucalypti. — The  B.P.  standards  are  reproduced,  ex- 
cept that  the  sp.  gr.  is  reduced  to  0.905  to  0.930.  The  oil' 
should  yield  over  50  per  cent,  eucalyptol,  according  to  the 
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"  Codex."  Unfortunately,  oils  of  sp.  gr.  0.905  rarely,  if  ever, 
yield  so  much  as  50  per  cent.— it  is  nearer  44  to  45  per  cent. 

Ol.  Graminis  Citrati.— Every  figure  is  from  Parry,  except 
the  boiling-point  of  citral.  Several  papers  published  by 
Parry  and  Schimmel  have  materially  modified  these,  now  in- 
correct, statements.  There  is  plenty  of  pure  lemongrass  oil 
of  sp.  gr.  0.882,  and  it  is  insoluble  in  ten  volumes  of  70-per- 
cent, alcohol. 

Ol.  Limonis. — Parry's  statement  that  this  oil  contains  5  to 
7  per  cent,  of  citral  is  copied,  but  since  his  book  was  pub- 
lished he  and  other  English  chemists  have  proved  that  this 
is  incorrect.  The  "  Codex "  also  states  that  no  pinene  is 
present  in  oil  of  lemon,  but  Burgess  and  Schimmel  indepen- 
dently established  the  presence  of  pinene  several  years  ago.

— Pimenta-leaf  oil  is  the  name  assigned 
to  oil  of  bay.  Sp.  gr.  and  optical  rotation  are  identical  with 
Parry  and  phenol  content  identical  with  Gildemeister. 

Ol.  ROS.&. — The  standards  for  otto  of  rose  are  made  up 
from  several  different  sources.  They  are  most  unsatisfactory 
in  some  respects — especially  the  sp.  gr.  Modern  publications 
on  otto  of  rose  have  not  been  carefully  followed. 

Ol.  Rosmarini. — The  standards  are  very  slight  variants  of 
Gildemeister!  The  statement  that  rosemary  oil  is  always 
dextrorotatory  is  incorrect,  as  proved  by  Parry  and  Bennett 
two  years  ago,  and  independently  confirmed  by  Birkenstock 
and  Henderson. 

International  Molecular  Weights. 

With  reference  to  the  report  of  the  evening  meeting  of 
the  Pharmaceutical  Society,  and  our  remarks  regarding  the 
source  of  "  Codex  "  molecular  weights,  we  have  received 
the  following  letter  : — 

Sir, — I  feel  it  incumbent  upon  me  to  refute  two  statements 
made  in  your  issue  of  November  16,  p.  758.  As  I  am  the 
"  member  whose  name  did  not  transpire"  may  I  correct  the 
report  of  my  remarks  ?  They  were  to  the  effect  that  the 
pharmacist  does  not  rely  upon  the  B.P.  for  information  re- 
garding volumetric  analysis.  Seeing  that  the  volumetric 
solutions  of  the  B.P.  number  six  all  told,  and  that  potassium 
permanganate,  hydrochloric  acid,  sodium  carbonate,  ammo- 
nium sulphocyanide,  and  oxalic  acid  solutions  are  among  the 
notable  omissions,  the  statement  has,  you  will  admit,  a  founda- 
tion on  facts.  With  reference  to  the  unfounded  accusation 
that  the  "  Codex  "  sub-committee  have  cribbed  the  molecular 
weights  from  the  "  Extra  Pharmacopoeia,"  I  may  or  may  not 
be  believed  when  I  say  that  I  calculated  every  molecular 
weight  in  the  "  Codex  "  solely  for  that  work,  but  in  case  of 
any  doubts  being  raised,  I  enclose  one  of  several  exercise 
books  in  which  the  actual  calculations  were  made.  Trusting 
that  you  will,  with  your  usual  courtesy,  make  the  amende 
honorable  in  your  next  issue,

The  notebook  sent  by  Mr.  Paterson  contains  ten  quarto 
pages  of  calculations,  twenty  or  more  being  on  each  page, 
beginning  with  benzyl  morphine  hydrochloride,  and  travers- 
ing the  greater  number  of  the  chemicals  in  the  "  Codex." 
There  is,  therefore,  no  question  of  the  fact  that  Mr. 
Paterson  has  actually  calculated  the  molecular  weights  on 
the  international  atomic  weight  basis,  and  we  willingly 
accept  his  statement  that  this  work  was  done  for  and  em- 
bodied in  the  "  Codex." 

Medicines  of  Proprietary  Origin. 
A  series  of  notes  is  inserted  in  the  "  Codex  "  in  nature 
like  the  following  : 

Note. — Solution  of  magnesium  carbonate  is  also  known 
under  the  trade-names  Dinneford's  Magnesia,  Robinson's 
Fluid  Magnesia,"  etc. 

This  is  not  in  the  "  Codex."  It  is  a  suppositious  example, 
intended  to  illustrate  the  possibilities  for  trouble  which 
lie  before  chemists  and  dispensers  acting  upon  similar  notes. 
The  example  must  not  be  taken  to  imply  that  Dinneford's 
Magnesia  is  solution  of  magnesium  carbonate  of  the  British 
Pharmacopoeia  or  any  other  book  ;  but  it  illustrates  a  cause 
of  offence  which  the  notes  published  by  the  authority  of 
the  Council  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  have  created 
and  in  respect  to  which  trouble  is  brewing. 


Zne  Meefc's  ipotscmlnos. 


rpHE  singularity  of  the  poison-list  this  week  is  that  the 
_L  fourteen  fatalities  were  caused  by  the  three  poisons 
cyanogen,  laudanum,  and  carbolic  acid.  The  increasing 
popularity  of  the  cyanides  since  the  Whittaker  Wright) 
suicide  is  remarkable,  and  no  fewer  than  five  cyanide 
suicides  are  recorded  this  week.  Dr.  Arneo  Merroughe 
(37),  of  Houghton-le-Spring,  poisoned  himself  with  prussic 
acid. — Albert  Lock  (29),  a  Cardiff  grocer,  obtained  2  dr. 
of  prussic  acid  from  Mr.  Edwin  Poole,  chemist  and  druggist, 
Broadway,  Cardiff,  "to  poison  a  dog."  He  had  made  a- 
similar  purchase  from  Mr.  Poole  previously,  and  the  chemist 
had  no  suspicion.  But  Lock  took  the  prussic  acid  himself. 
and  died  in  a  cab. — Adolf  Mendoff  drank  a  solution  of 
potassium  cyanide  in  Woking  police  station,  after  being, 
apprehended  for  absconding  with  watches  belonging  to  a 
Sheffield  firm. — Ellen  Fowler  (61)  was  found  dead  on  her 
husband's  grave  at  Hull,  cyanide  of  mercury  being  the  cause 
of  death. — At  the  inquest  on  the  death  of  Alfred  Fred 
Dennett,  representative  of  a  Stratford  clothing  firm,  who- 
poisoned  himself  at  Brighton,  evidence  was  given  by 
Leonard  Edwin  Hewett,  assistant  to  his  father,  proprietor 
of  the  business  of  Foster  &  Else,  chemists,  52  King's  Road, 
Brighton.  Mr.  Hewett  deposed  that  he  sold  deceased  1^  oz. 
of  potassium  cyanide  "  for  killing  moths."  Replying  to  the 
Coroner  (Mr.  Bush),  witness  admitted  that  he  did  not  know 
deceased  personally,  although  he  thought  he  had  seen  him 
in  the  shop  before.  He  did  not  know  his  name  nor  where 
he  lived  or  anything  about  him,  and  the  Coroner  thought 
Mr.  Hewett  had  been  very  lax,  and  was  considerably  to 
blame  in  the  matter.  Replying  to  further  questions, 
witness  said  deceased  signed  the  name  "Dennett"  in  the 
poisons-book  but  went  away  without  writing  his  address. 
The  Coroner  :  Well,  I  never  heard  of  such  a  thing.  You 
ought  to  have  got  him  to  sign  before  you  handed  him  the- 
poison.  You  have  really  been  very  much  to  blame.  You  have 
renderedyourself  liable  to  a  considerable  penalty,  and  I  hope 
this  will  be  a  warning  to  you  to  be  very  much  more  careful 
in  the  future,  even  if  you  hear  no  more  of  this  case.  In 
returning  a  verdict  of  suicide  the  jury  endorsed  the  con- 
demnation of  the  Coroner  regarding  the  sale  of  the  poison. — 
The  laudanum  victims  were  Emma  Edwards  (63),  of  Mon- 
mouth; John  Jamieson  (44),  of  Glasgow;  Louise  Angelina 
Oliver  (56),  of  Wandsworth;  Mrs.  Wilcockson,  of  Heanor; 
and  a  child  at  Gourock  who  was  given  laudanum  in  mistake 
for  syrup  of  rhubarb. — Four  suicides  took  carbolic  acid. 
These  were  Thomas  Eccleston,  market  porter,  of  Higher 
Broughton ;  Caroline  Emily  Thackeray  (24),  a  Holborn' 
bootmaker's  wife;  John  Edward  Robins  (41),  a  Marylebone 
cab-proprietor;  and  Lilian  E.  Caulfield  (15),  a  Dublin 
newsagent's  daughter.  At  the  inquest  on  the  girl  last  men- 
tioned, it  was  stated  that  the  girl  sent  a  little  boy  to  Mr. 
Brown's  pharmacy,  Wexford  Street,  St.  Stephen's  Green, 
for  2d.  worth  of  carbolic  acid,  and  when  he  brought  he? 
back  the  carbolic  acid  in  a  bottle  she  told  him  to  get  he? 
another  2d.  worth,  which  he  did.  The  boy  said  that  the- 
chemist  asked  him,  was  it  for  disinfecting  purposes,  but  did 
not  caution  him  on  its  use.  Mr.  George  Brown,  Ph.C, 
20  Wexford  Street,  said  he  had  complied  with  the  Act  of 
Parliament  in  selling  the  poison.  A  juror  asked  if  there 
was  no  restriction  against  selling  poison  to  a  little  boy,  to 
which  Mr.  Brown  replied  that  the  boy  seemed  to  know 
his  mind  perfectly  as  to  what  the  carbolic  acid  was  for,  and' 
he  (Mr.  Brown)  gave  him  disinfecting  carbolic  acid.  The 
jury  found  that  death  was  the  result  of  misadventure  on 
the  part  of  the  girl,  and  they  added  a  rider  to  the  effect  that 
the  law  governing  the  sale  of  poisons  should  be  so  amended 
that  children  could  not  purchase  same. — An  inquest  has  been 
begun  at  Ballinagh,  co.  Cavan,  on  the  body  of  Dr.  James  P. 
Brady,  whose  death  is  thought  to  be  due  to  morphine-poison- 
ing.   The  inquest  was  adjourned  till  December  9. 


A  Saccharin-factory  is  to  be  established  in  Budapesth  by 
foreign  capitalists,  although  the  question  of  the  sugar-tax  has- 
not  yet  been  settled. 

The  Platinum  Industry  in  British  Columbia  is  making  good' 
progress.  Not  long  ago  a  French  company  acquired  con- 
siderable land  in  the  platinum  district,  and  are  having  thia 
territory  carefully  examined  by  experts.  Other  companies- 
have  also  secured  ground  which  is  to  be  exploited  in  a  more- 
practical  manner  than  has  hitherto  been  the  case.

Mr.  R.  F.  Roper,  of  Plymouth,  the  new  President  of  what

Bath  Pharmaceutical  Association. 

A  Largely  attended  meeting  was  held  at  the  Literary  Insti-

Mr.  Mallinson  and  Mr.  Cleworth  were  proposed  for 
membership.  Mr.  Walton,  librarian,  drew  the  attention  of 
the  members  to  the  list  of  books  presented  to  the  Associa- 
tion out  of  the  Bell  and  Hills  fund  in  connection  with  the 
visit  of  the  B.P.C.  to  Manchester  last  July;  also  to  the 
picture  presented  to  the  Association  by  Mr.  Tyrer,  the 
President  of  the  Conference.  It  was  resolved  to  support 
the  scheme  for  the  establishment  of  a  Technical  Library 
in  Manchester,  and  the  Secretary  was  instructed  to  inform 
the  President  of  the  Chamber  of  Commerce  of  the  fact. 


West  Ham  Chemists'  Association. 

A  Meeting  was  held  on  Thursday,  November  14.  The 
President,  on  taking  the  chair,  stated  that  the  unavoidable 
absence  of  the  Secretary  (Mr.  Barnes)  would  show  the 
members  how  invaluable  his  services  are. 

Various  Minor  Matters  were  discussed  on  the  corre-

English  Medicinal  Plants. — Mr.  E.  Theodore  Brewis, 
F.I.C.,  chemist  to  Messrs.  Stafford  Allen  &  Co., 
read  a  paper  on  this  subject.  Beginning  with  bella- 
donna, which  he  characterised'  as  by  -  far  the  most 
important  British-grown  medicinal  plant,  he  described 
the  cultivation  of  stramonium,  henbane,  aconite,  hem- 
lock, digitalis,  rue,  savin,  peppermint,  and  many  other 
plants,  illustrating  the  botanical  structure  of  leaf,  flower, 
and  fruit  with  lantern-slides,  for  which  he  expressed  his 
indebtedness  to  Professor  Greenish.  Mr.  Brewis  also  ex- 
hibited many  beautiful  slides,  prepared  from  photographs, 
specially  taken  for  this  lecture  at  Messrs.  Stafford  Allen 
&  Co.'s  farms.  These  illustrated  the  growing  and  harvest- 
ing of  various  plants.  Mr.  Brewis  had  evidently  made  an 
exhaustive  study  of  the  B.P.  "  Codex,"  and  he  made  many 
critical  and  illuminating  remarks  on  such  of  its  prepara- 
tions as  were  embraced  by  his  subject.  Many  quaint  quota- 
tions were  given  from  ancient  writers,  and  Mr.  Brewis  ex- 
pressed his  gratitude  to  Mr.  E.  M.  Holmes  for  the  use  of 
the  old  book  in  which  he  had  discovered  them.  The  lantern, 
lent  by  Messrs.  Harold  Mitchell  &  Co.,  was  manipulated 
by  Mr.  Hender.  Messrs.  Matthews,  Mitchell,  Blades, 
Cleland,  and  Soper  joined  in  the  discussion  which  followed, 
and  the  meeting  concluded  after  a  hearty  vote  of  thanks 
had  been  accorded  to  Mr.  Brewis. 


Chemists'  Assistants'  Association. 

A  Meeting  was  held  at  73  Newman  Street,  W.,  on  Novem- 
ber 14,  Mr.  W.  G.  Northey  (President)  in  the  chair.  A  very 
interesting  paper  was  read  by  Mr.  Harold  Deane  on 

Agricultural  Chemistry, 
which,  he  said,  was  the  outcome  of  observations  he  had  made 
during  the  past  few  years  in  cultivating  a  suburban  garden. 
He  soon  learned  that,  to  get  the  best  results,  it  is  very 
necessary  to  use  manures.  In  agriculture  beneficial  results 
followed  the  application  of  other  manures  than  those 
generally  used,  such  as  superphosphates,  kainite,  nitre,  etc., 
and  it  was  thought  they  could  therefore  be  used  equally  well 
in  the  garden.  Taking  his  audience  back  to  the  days  of  their 
botanical  studies,  Mr  Deane  referred  to  the  elements  which 
are  necessary  for  the  well-being  of  plant  life  and  to  the 
abnormalities  shown  in  plants  grown  in  solutions  from  which 
some  of  these  elements  are  omitted.  After  dealing  with  the 
part  played  by  each  element  in  plant  life,  Mr.  Deane  pro- 
ceeded to  the  composition  and  uses  of  the  soil.  The  func- 
tions of  the  various  salts  present  in  soil  were  described  in 
detail ;  also  the  part  played  by  the  elements  found  in  the 
atmosphere  and  the  action  of  rain-water  in  combination 
with  the  elements.  Manures  next  came  under  review,  and 
in  concluding  Mr.  Deane  touched  upon  the  use  of  fungicides 
and  insecticides.  In  the  discussion  which  followed,  Messrs. 
W.  G.  Northey,  A.  G.  C.  Paterson,  W.  Garsed,  R.  H. 
Brittain,  E.  Thompson,  and  A.  W  Smith  took  part.  Mr. 
Paterson  said  that  the  preparation  of  fertilisers  and  allied 
products  is  a  very  valuable  side-line,  which  chemists  in 
agricultural  districts  ought  not  to  fail  to  take  advantage  of. 
After  the  lecturer  had  replied  to  the  various  questions  put 
to  him,  a  hearty  vote  of  thanks  was  accorded  to  Mr.  Deane 
on  the  call  of  the  President. 


North  Staffs  Chemists'  Association. 

A  Meeting  was  held  at  Hanley  on  Thursday,  November  14, 
Mr.  Edmund  Jones  (President)  in  the  chair. 

Preliminary. — Mr.  Flower  (Tunstall),  Mr.  E.  H. 
Griffiths  and  Mr.  W.  Tipper  (Stoke)  were  elected  members. 
It  was  decided  to  hold  the  annual  dinner  at  the  North 
Staffs  Hotel  at  a  date  to  be  later  decided  upon. 

Federation.— The  President,  in  reporting  on  the  meet 
ing  of  the  Federation  of  Pharmaceutical  Associations  held 
in  London  on  November  5,  said  the  Federation  meeting  was 
private,  but  a  representative  of  The  Chemist  and  Druggist 


i  managed  to  get  inside  and  took  note  of  the  proceedings. 

I  At  the  close  Mr.  Jones  suggested  to  this  journalist  that  he 
should  send  a  report  to  the  other  papers,  but  the  journalist 
smiled.  He  did  not  know  what  was  the  custom  among 
reporters  in  such  cases,  but  he  supposed  they  regarded  an 
"exclusive"  as  valuable.  At  any  rate,  as  this  journalist 
was  present  it  was  thought  best  to  issue  a  short  official 
report  to  the  other  papers.  How  The  Chemist  and 
Druggist  representative  got  admitted  he  did  not  know,  but 
he  sat  there  and  heard  all  the  business. 

[One  of  our  staff  went  to  the  meeting  to  inquire  whether  it 
was  private  or  if  he  would  be  admitted  to  report.  He  was 
told  that  he  might  stay,  and  the  report  in  our  issue  of  Novem- 
ber 9  was  the  result.  It  was  immaterial  to  the  C.  &  V.  whether 
the  meeting  was  private  or  public,  but  if  the  latter,  it  was  our 
business  to  be  represented.  Mr.  Jones's  "  managed  to  gets 
inside,"  so  far  as  it  is  suggestive,  is  unworthy  of  him.— 
Editor.] 

Pharmaceutical  Education. — Mr.  Ernest  Mellor,  of 
Uttoxeter,  read  a  paper  on  "  The  Education  of  the  Chemist 
and  Druggist  and  of  the  Pharmacist."  The  author  of  this 
paper  spent  several  seasons  on  the  Continent,  and  thus 
came  into  contact  with  French,  German,  and  Italian  phar- 
macists, and  his  experience  is  that  while  the  English 
assistant  is  inferior  scientifically,  he  is  superior  pharma- 
ceutically,  being  a  better  dispenser.  As  a  practical  phar- 
macist the  Englishman  is  not  behind  any  man,  and  is  in 
front  of  most.  The  proof  of  this  is  to  be  found  in  the  trust 
imposed  in  him.  He  considered  that  the  present  training 
for  the  "Minor  is  inadequate,  and  he  especially  deplored  that 
the  proof  required  of  the  candidate's  practical  training  is 
so  insufficient.  He  suggested  that  a  definite  official  pro- 
gramme should  call  for  the  apprentice  to  have  a  certain 
number  of  hours  for  study. — A  discussion  on  the  paper  was 
joined  in  by  Mr.  W.  Tipper  (Stoke),  who  thought  the 
educational  game  not  worth  the  candle,  and  told  of  a  Cape 
up-country  shop  he  was  in  where  he  asked  the  master  for 
the  cachet-machine,  and  the  master  said,  "  We  don't  use  a- 
cachet-machine  here,  we  lick  them." — Mr.  J.  H.  Bates 
(N.  Staffs  Infirmary),  Mr.  W.  B.  Allison  (Stoke),  Mr. 
Weston  Poole  (Newcastle-under-Lyme),  Mr.  T.  C.  Corn- 
well,  Mr.  T.  C.  Cope  (Tunstall),  and  the  President  all 
joined  in  the  discussion,  and  generally  agreed  that  the  real 
want  is  proper  education  of  apprentices.  Mr.  Mellor  was 
cordially  thanked.

Jeffries  &  Co.,  Guildford;  each  securing  ninety-four  out  of 
a  possible  100.  Messrs.  Burroughs  Wellcome  &  Co.  gave 
two  copies  of  "Remington"  instead  of  the  one  copy 
promised.  .  ,.  . , 

Milk-analysis— Mr.  J.  B.  Wilson,  of  Dorking,  talked 
to  the  members  on  this  subject,  telling  about  the  composi- 
tion and  standards  of  cow's  milk  how  the  composition 
altered  by  breed  of  cows,  food,  etc.,  how  quality  depreciates 
by  cold,  long  periods  between  milking,  and  so  on.  Methods 
of  rough  analysis  were  described,  and  Mr.  Wilson  ex- 
hibited the  apparatus  used.  It  was  a  most  interesting 
paper,  intelligently  delivered.    The  discussion  was  good. 

Elections. — Three  new  members  were  elected,  and 
Messrs.  Wilson  and  Hooper  were  elected  members  of  the 
committee  in  place  of  Messrs.  Child  and  Inge,  the  other 
members  (Messrs.  Clapham,  Inman,  and  Mather)  being  re- 
elected. 


Leeds  Chemists'  Association. 

A  Meeting  was  held  at  the  Grand  Restaurant,  Leeds,  on 
Wednesday,  November  21,  Mr.  F.  Pilkington  Sargeant 
(President)  in  the  chair. 

Poisons. 

Mr.    G.    W.    Worfolk    read   a    paper   on    this  sub- 
ject. '  In  the  course  of  the  paper  Mr.  Worfolk  stated  that 
when  he  first  went  to  Leeds  there  were  twenty-three  retail 
pharmacies  in  the  centre  of  the  city,  where  now  there  are 
only  six  or  seven,  and  there  were  also  several  stationers 
who  had  P.M.  licences.   The  kind  of  business  done  was  very 
different  then  from  what  it  is  to-day.    Every  householder 
seemed  to  have  his  own  pet  recipe,  and  he  was  always  will- 
ing to  pay  for  the  trouble  of  compounding  it,  and  was  more 
proud  of  his  own  nostrum  than  of  his  new  suit  of  clothes. 
Patent  medicines  yielded  50  per  cent,  profit,  and  naturally 
this  was  a  sufficient  temptation  to  occasion  the  advent  of 
the  pirates  of  the  trade.    The  dispensing  of  prescriptions 
was  then  simplicity  itself,  and  he  read  extracts  from  pre- 
scription-books of  1869  and  1907  to  show  how  changed 
matters  are  in  this  respect.     In  those  days  the  Leeds 
Chemists'  Association  consisted  of  about  forty  members 
and  a  nearly  equal  number  of  associates.    It  is  an  interest- 
ing fact  that  its  active  Secretary  (Mr.  Yewdall)  still  shows 
a  keen  interest  in  its  welfare.    Officered  by  such  men  as 
Reynolds,  Ward,  Smeton,  and  Yewdall,  there  was  no  wonder 
that  it  survived  when  so  many  local  associations  became 
defunct.  After  other  interesting  reminiscences  of  the  Asso- 
ciation, Mr.  Worfolk  recalled  1868  feelings  in  regard  to  the 
Pharmacy  Act,  quoting  what  the  late  Mr.  Thomas  Harvey 
had  said  of  it  as  a  recognition  by  the  Government  of  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society.    It  appeared,  however,  that  Mr. 
Harvey  expected  that  the  Government  would  reserve  to 
registered  chemists  the  right  to  "  dispense  medicines  or  sell 
or  compound  those  potent  remedies  which  can  only  be  safely 
entrusted  to  trained  and  skilful  hands." 

Mr.  Worfolk  having  been  thanked  for  his  paper,  the 
President  introduced  a  discussion  on  the 

Selling  and  Dispensing  of  Poisons 
under  Part  1  of  the  Schedule,  holding  that  two  points  stand 
out  prominently  :  (1)  that  any  person  might  take  out  a 
summons  under  Section  17;  and  (2)  that  the  word  "pre- 
scription "  does  not  occur.  Mr.  Beacock  said  that  the  word 
"dispense"  is  derived  from  dispendo,  and  means  to  deal 
out  or  distribute.  Mr.  Worfolk  said  he  could  not  persuade 
himself  that  when  he  had  made  a  mixture  extemporane- 
ously he  had  dispensed  it.  He  felt  that  he  had  prescribed 
it.  He  had  always  understood  that  to  "  dispense  "  meant 
to  prepare  or  compound  according  to  the  prescription  of 
a  medical  man,  and  he  submitted  now  that  that  was  the 
common-sense  and  generally  accepted  meaning  of  the  word 
"dispense."  He  suggested  that  the  word  "dispensed" 
in  the  17th  section  is  defined  or  explained  in  schedules  C 
and  D,  where  the  phrase  used  is  "  For  the  compounding 
of  the  prescriptions  of  duly  qualified  medical  practi- 
tioners." What  is  our  duty  as  chemists  and  druggists? 
The  Act  of  1868  is  entitled  an  Act  to  regulate  the  sale 
of  poisons,  etc.,  and  it  commences  "Whereas  it  is  ex- 
pedient for  the  safety  of  the  public."    Does  not  that  show 


that  chemists  and  druggists  have  the  safety  of  the  public 
in  his  keeping  so  far  as  poisons  go,  and  that  it  devolves 
upon  them  to  see  that  in  the  sale  of  poisons  they  accept 
the  responsibility,  and  do  their  best  to  make  such  sale  as 
free  from  danger  as  possible.  He  suggested  that  it  is 
to  the  advantage  of  chemists  and  druggists  to  make  the 
most  of  the  sale  of  these  things  and  to  make  it  as  stiff  as 
possible. — Mr.  Johnson  and  others  held  that  if  they  could 
call  it  dispensing  in  the  case  of  Easton's  syrup,  they  could 
also  call  it  dispensing  with  a  pure  drug. — Mr.  Pollitt 
agreed  that  the  word  "  dispense  "  did  not  mean  compound- 
ing, but  thought  that  they  ought  to  deal  with  the  question 
with  some  elasticity. — Mr.  Worfolk  said  that  the  dic- 
tionary definition  which  he  had  found  of  "dispensing" 
was  "  to  prepare  or  compound  according  to  the  prescription 
of  a  medical  man." — Mr.  Yewdall  said  he  still  held  the 
view  that  dispensing  meant  the  making  of  a  mixture, 
whether  the  prescription  was  written  by  a  medical  man  or 
anybody  else. — After  further  discussion  the  President  said 
it  did  not  appear  possible  to  him  that  they  could  arrive 
at  agreement  on  the  ethics  of  the  question,  and  after  the 
members  had  further  conversation  about  the  matter, 
opinions  were  apparently  irreconcilable. 


Society  of  Chemii>t=Opticians. 

A  Meeting  of  the  Council  of  this  Society  was  held  at 
St.  Bride  Institute,  Ludgate  Circus,  London,  E.C.,  on 
November  14,  and  was  followed  by  an  evening  conference 
of  members  and  their  friends.  At  the  Council-meeting, 
over  which  Mr.  W.  H.  Crosland  presided,  in  the  absence 
of  the  President  through  illness,  the  following  members  were 
elected  :  Mr.  J.  R.  McHattie  (Torphins),  Mr.  J.  Monk- 
Jones  (Whitstable),  and  Mr.  H.  B.  Turney  (London).  Mr. 
W.  G.  Powell  (Sevenoaks)  was  elected  an  associate. 

At  the  conference  Mr.  J.  R.  Cornish  occupied  the  chair, 
and,  referring  to  the  illness  of  the  President  (Mr.  Julius 
Caesar)  said  he  regretted  to  hear  that  Mr.  Caesar  had  had  a 
relapse.  A  message  of  sympathy  was,  on  the  suggestion  of 
the  Chairman,  ordered  to  be  sent  to  the  President.  Mr. 
Cornish  announced  that  the  membership  of  the  Society  is 
now  over  300,  and  then  called  on  Mr.  Crosland  to  give  his 
paper,  entitled  "  A  few  Notes  on  some  of  My  Cases."  This 
turned  out  to  be  an  interesting  informal 

Chat  on  Sight-testing, 
which  was  much  appreciated  by  the  audience  of  about 
thirty  persons.    Mr.  Crosland  began  by  giving  the  follow- 
ing maxims  for  sight-testers  : 

Don't  attempt  a  case  if  you  do  not  understand  it. 

Don't  tell  a  patient  too  much  if  you  find  anything  ab- 
normal. 

Don't  give  a  cheap  frame. 
In  connection  with  the  first  maxim,  the  use  of  the  ophthal- 
moscope was  advocated,  and  if  the  disc  is  not  clearly  seen, 
as  in  cataract,  the  patient  should  be  recommended  to  consult 
an  oculist  at  once.  This  gets  rid  of  the  responsibility  and 
retains  the  confidence  of  the  patient. 

Prices. — Mr.  Crosland  then  gave  a  few  notes  as  to  the 
prices  which  a  chemist-optician  should  charge.  These  vary 
according  to  the  neighbourhood  and  class  of  customer,  but 
the  optician  should  remember  that  he  is  entitled  to  a  reason- 
able profit  for  the  care  needed  to  fit  glasses  comfortably. 
Most  patients  are  prepared  to  pay  more  than  the  prices 
charged  to  hospital  patients — 2a.  6d.  for  sphericals  and 
7s.  6d.  for  sphero-cylinders.  For  spectacles  in  a  good  steel 
frame  from  10s.  6d.  to  12s.  6d.  is  obtainable  for  sphero- 
cylinders  inLondon  suburban  businesses  ;  for  plain  sphericals 
the  price  would  be  7s.  6d.  Gold-filled  frames  have  been 
much  improved  of  late  years;  formerly  these  goods  were 
very  soft,  but  now  a  good  hard  frame  can  be  supplied,  for 
which  17s.  6rZ.  to  25s.  can  be  obtained.  Do  not  be  tempted 
to  supply  cheap  gold-filled  frames. 

Preliminaries. — The  lecturer  next  dealt  with  the  steps 
to  be  taken  before  proceeding  to  test  a  customer's  sight. 
Look  at  the  patient  closely;  in  two-thirds  of  the  cases 
which  present  themselves  it  is  possible,  after  a  little  ex- 
perience, to  form  a  correct  diagnosis  of  what  the  trouble 
is  from  an  examination  of  the  face.    Sometimes  the  eyes 
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will  be  bloodshot,  or  the  lids  red,  indicating  that  the  eyes 
have  been  severely  strained. 

Hyperopia.— The  near  point  (P.P.)  should  be  taken,  if 
too  distant  hyperopia  is  present.  Then  the  distance-chart 
should  be  employed  to  register  the  degree  of  the  defect  in 
each  eye.  The  patient  tronbled  with  hyperopia  can  never 
understand  why  he  should  wear  glasses  always ;  but  an 
intelligent  person  can  easily  be  made  to  understand  that 
distance  vision  is  maintained  only  by  the  abnormal  exercise 
of  the  accommodation,  which  means  that  the  eye  is  being 
strained  unnecessarily.  It  is  this  exercise  of  the  accommo- 
dation which  causes  a  good  deal 'of  trouble  to  the  sight- 
tester;  but  the  best  way  to  overcome  it  is  to  put  a  +5  D 
lens  before  the  eye  in  the  trial-frame  and  reduce  it  gradually 
and  slowly  until  the  proper  lens  is  reached.  The  most 
difficult  cases  are  those  that  require  +0.75  D  to  +1.5  D,  as 
the  patient  cannot  always  tolerate  the  full  correction. 
It  is  better  in  cases  of  intolerance  to  give  a  lens  of  half  the 
correct  strength,  telling  the  patient  to  return  in  a  month, 
when  the  full  correction  should  be  given.  Mr.  Crosland 
said  that  cases  of  hyperopia  are  most  frequent  in  the 
optician's  practice,  three  out  of  four  cases  being  due  to 
that  defect  of  the  refraction.  It  is  astonishing  how  soon 
headache  due  to  eye-strain  is  relieved  by  proper  lenses. 
Hyperopia  combined  with  astigmatism  is  perhaps  the  most 
serious  of  the  eye-troubles  an  optician  is  called  on  to  correct. 

Myopia  was  the  next  defect  referred  to.  It  was  charac- 
terised as  a  more  serious  thing  than  hyperopia — detachment 
of  the  retina  being  sometimes  a  consequence  of  high  myopia. 
Mr.  Crosland  advocated  the  use  of  the  stenopaic  slit  in 
cases  of  mixed  astigmatism,  a  three-cell  trial-frame  being 
needed  for  carrying  out  the  system  where  hyperopia  is  com- 
bined with  astigmatism  :  one  cell  for  the  slit,  another  for 
the  plus  lens,  and  the  third  for  the  minus  lens  used  for  re- 
ducing the  strength  of  the  plus  lens.  The  proper  correction 
is  not  always  easily  tolerated,  and  if  the  patient  returns 
re-examine  the  eyes  ;  then,  if  the  glasses  are  found  to  be  the 
proper  ones,  tell  the  customer  to  persevere  for  a  week, 
when  the  trouble  will  generally  have  been  overcome. 

Presbyopia,  or  old  sight,  is  not  such  a  simple  error  of 
refraction  as  it  is  thought  to  be.  In  practice  it  will  not 
be  found  to  follow  the  rules  laid  down  in  books  as  to  the 
amount  of  defect-  for  various  ages.  It  is  better  in  many 
cases  to  give  a  comfortable  correction  than  the  full  amount. 
The  imbalance  between  convergence  and  accommodation  is 
probably  the  cause  of  much  of  the  discomfort  which  pres- 
byopic patients  complain  of,  and  decentering  the  lenses 
inwards  often  affords  complete  relief. 

Asthenopia  was  the  last  refraction  defect  dealt  with. 
The  patients  cannot  generally  stand  the  full  correction,  and 
the  rule  should  be  to  give  comfort  rather  than  uncomfortable 
full  correction. 

The  lecturer  gave  illustrative  cases  of  the  various  defects 
in  the  course  of  the  evening,  and  these  being  of  an  anecdotal 
character  added  to  the  interest  of  the  paper. 

Discussion. 

Mr.  Cornish  agreed  that  the  golden  rule  of  the  refrac- 
tionist  should  be  never  to  treat  a  case  which  he  does  not 
thoroughly  understand.  In  regard  to  prices,  in  the  poorer 
localities  these  are  from  5s.  bd.  to  7s.  bd.  for  sphericals, 
10s.  bd.  for  cylinders,  and  12s.  bd.  for  sphero-cylinders. 
For  gold-filled  17s.  bd.  for  sphero-cylinders.  The  optician 
should  have  fixed  prices ;  much  trouble  is  caused  by  having 
various  charges.  Mr.  Cornish  then  gave  some  interesting 
observations  on  the  necessity  of  properly  fitting  frames. 
On  looking  round  a  tramcar  it  is  humiliating  to  an  optician 
to  observe  the  number  of  badly  fitted  spectacles. 

Mr.  Curtis  (Hampstead)  said  the  optician  should  not 
be  tempted  to  use  a  stock  frame ;  it  might  save  expense, 
but  the  result  was  not  always  a  good  advertisement.  Mr. 
Curtis  stated  that  his  custom  is  to  give  his  patients  printed 
slips,  upon  which  is  a  simple  explanation  of  the  refraction 
defect,  and  a  few  words  as  to  the  necessity  of  keeping  the 
spectacles  straight  on  the  face.  The  slip  which  is  given  to 
presbyops  states  that  the  glasses  are  to  be  worn  for  all 
near  purposes,  and  if  the  eyes  tire  they  may  be  rested 
by  taking  off  the  glasses  or  looking  at  a  distance. 

Mr.  Crosland  thought  the  suggestion  of  printed  slips 
excellent.    He  went  on  to  speak  of  the  difficulty  caused  by 


cases  of  hyperopia  simulating  myopia.  These  are  very 
troublesome  if  not  recognised. 

Mr.  Turner  (Totnes)  adopts  the  system  of  printed  slips, 
with  satisfactory  results.  He  gave  some  instances  of 
difficult  corrections  he  had  met  with,  one  case  being  of  an 
asthenope  with  +5  D  in  one  eye  and  +9  D  in  the  other. 
Another  instance  was  that  of  a  boy  who  required  +9  D  for 
both  eyes. 

Mr.  Cornish  was  led  by  these  remarks  to  give  his  per- 
sonal experience  of  the  movement  of  the  meridian  in  astig- 
matism in  the  course  of  years,  several  others  present  giving 
instances  which  had  come  under  their  notice. 

Votes  of  thanks  to  Mr.  Crosland,  the  Chairman,  and 
Mr.  Cuff  (the  Hon.  Secretary)  were  then  passed,  and  the 
rest  of  the  evening  was  spent  in  conversation,  refreshments- 
being  provided. 


Glasgow  and  West  of  Scotland  Chemists' 
Association. 

The  first  meeting  of  the  session  was  held  in  the  Associa- 
tion's Rooms,  West  Regent  Street,  Glasgow,  on  Novem- 
ber 14,  Mr.  J.  P.  Gilmour  (President)  in  the  chair. 

Dispensing  Charges  List  and  Formulary. — In  re- 
gard to  these  matters,  the  President  said  the  com- 
mittee had  found  considerable  difficulty  in  adjusting 
a  scale  of  dispensing  charges  owing  to  varied  con- 
ditions of  business  in  Glasgow,  but  he  believed 
that  the  committee  had  devised  a  scale  which  would  as 
nearly  as  possible  satisfy  everybody  excepting  the  un- 
reasonable and  irreconcilable.  He  hoped  they  would  gel, 
a  loyal  adherence  to  the  scheme  from  their  own  members. 
The  preparation  of  the  Formulary  had  occasioned  greater 
work  than  the  committee  had  anticipated.  In  compiling 
it  they  had  found  it  necessary  in  many  cases  to  introduce 
modifications.  They  had  reason  to  believe  from  the  en- 
couragement already  received  from  the  medical  profession 
that  it  would  be  of  very  great  service  in  superseding  the 
prescribing  and  dispensing  of  proprietary  medicines.  The 
medical  men  had  given  them  every  encouragement,  and 
they  had  reason  to  hope  that  when  the  Formulary  was  issued 
they  would  prescribe  very  largely  from  it. 

Sale  of  Poisons. — The  President  also  referred  to  a 
circular  which  had  been  issued  with  reference  to  the  sale 
of  poisons  embodying  the  Edinburgh  resolution.  They 
were  quite  satisfied  as  to  the  legality  of  the  position  that 
had  been  taken  up.  It  had  never  been  tested  in  a  court 
of  law,  but  he  was  prepared  to  risk  a  decision  against  them, 
and  if  they  all  stood  solidly  together  the  risk  of  a  prosecu- 
tion would  be  minimised.  In  the  event  of  any  of  their 
members  being  prosecuted  the  Association  should  back  up 
that  member.  The  President  also  referred  to  the  new 
County  Associations  for  the  establishment  of  the  Territorial 
Army  Scheme. 

The  Sphere  of  the  Pharmacist. 
This  was  the  subject  of  an  address  by  Mr.  C.  F.  Henry, 
President  of  the  Edinburgh  and  District  Chemists* 
Trade  Association.  Mr.  Henry  at  the  outset  said  an- 
"exchange  of  pulpits"  is  often  a  good  thing,  and  the 
Edinburgh  pharmacists  are  anticipating  with  great  pleasure 
the  return  visit  of  the  President  of  the  Glasgow  Association. 
Mr.  Henry  traced  the  development  and  progress  of  phar- 
macy since  the  beginning  of  last  century,  and.  discussing 
the  question  of  how  far  the  Pharmacy  Act,  1868.  has  affected 
the  sphere  of  the  pharmacist,  recalled  the  addresses  de- 
livered by  Professor  Attfield  to  the  Pharmaceutical  Con- 
ference in  1882  and  1883,  in  which  at  that  time  the  following 
five  classes  of  distributors  of  drugs  to  the  public  were 
enumerated  : — - 

1.  The  pharmacists  who  not  only  are  distributors,  bui 
manufacturers  or  compounders  of  most  of  the  preparations 
they  deal  in. 

2.  The  druggist  who  purchases  for  the  most  part  from 
the  wholesale  houses. 

3.  Those  medical  men  who  not  only  diagnose  but  dose 
their  patients  with  medicines  from  their  own  shops — a  class 
with  whom  Glasgow  pharmacists  are  well  acquainted. 

4.  General  shopkeepers  who  sell  drugs  along  with  othe? 
goods. 

5.  Dealers  in  so-called  patent  medicines. 
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Mr.  Henry  then  discussed  the  changes — not  all  of 
them  for  the  benefit  of  pharmacy  or  the  pharmacist 
— which  have  occurred  within  the  last  twenty-five 
years,  and  noted  a  sixth  class  of  drug-distributor 
that  has  come  on  the  scene — viz.,  certain  hospitals 
and  dispensaries  which  supply  medicines  to  outside 
patients.  In  many  instances  this  is  done  in  the  case  of 
patients  who  are  able  to  pay  for  medical  advice  and 
medicine.  This  is  an  abuse  which  requires  the  application 
of  some  remedy,  for,  taking  into  consideration  the  spread  of 
Socialism  in  the  community,  it  might  become  a  matter  of 
some  anxiety  to  the  pharmacist  if  the  system  is  extended. 
Friendly  societies  also  encouraged  their  members  to  pay 
small  sums  weekly  in  order  to  have  both  themselves  and 
their  children  attended  in  illness  and  provided  with 
medicine,  which  medicine  is  supplied  by  medical  men  or 
by  pharmacists  at  contract  prices.  Mr.  Henry  did  not 
complain  of  those  societies,  but  only  noted  this  new  feature 
of  drug-distribution.  Another  change  he  referred  to  with 
great  regret — that  the  preparation  of  drugs  and  the  com- 
pounding of  medicines  are  not  carried  on  now  to  the  same 
extent  as  formerly.  There  is  a  danger  of  pharmacists 
becoming  mere  drug-distributors.  The  causes  of  this  are — 
by  the  exigencies  of  modern  business  methods  competition 
is  keener,  and  the  percentage  of  profit  is  much  less  than 
formerly  ;  consequently  there  must  be  a  larger  turnover 
in  order  to  secure  a  living.  The  front  shop  requires  more 
attention,  and  the  back  shop  suffers  neglect.  From  his 
own  experience  he  could  say  that  the  words  "  I  make  it 
myself  "  act  as  a  wonderful  talisman.  No  doubt  the  pre- 
paration of  tinct.  opii  and  other  B.P.  compounds  involving 
processes  of  standardisation,  distillation,  etc.,  have  caused 
wholesale  manufacturing  chemists  to  be  drawn  upon  by 
/^retailers  to  a  greater  extent  than  formerly.  But  many 
pharmacists  get  their  pills,  ointments,  tinctures,  syrups, 
suppositories,  and  other  galenical  preparations  also  from 
wholesale  houses.  Mr.  Henry  discussed  the  reasons  for  this 
in  detail,  and  stated  that  it  will  be  unfortunate  for 
the  pharmacist,  as  well  as  for  the  public,  if  the  time 
should  come  when  the  pharmacist  will  cease  to  exercise  his 
functions  and  be  unable  to  give  a  personal  guarantee  for  any 
of  the  preparations  sold  by  him.  Dealing  with  the  ques- 
tion of  counter-prescribing,  Mr.  Henry  gave  an  interesting 
explanation  of  how  the  pharmacist  in  England  is  forced 
to  adopt  this  method  of  doing  business. 

The  Discussion. 

Mr.  John  Lothian  regretted  the  lack  of  more  experienced 
students.  It  was  anticipated,  he  said,  that  the  Preliminary 
examination  would  have  produced  a  better  class  of  men. 

Mr.  Hart  alluded  to  dispensing  by  medical  men,  and  said 
he  did  not  think  they  in  Glasgow  were  affected  so  much  oy 
it  as  chemists  in  other  places.  It  behoved  pharmacists, 
nevertheless,  to  give  most  careful  attention  to  their  dis- 
pensing, and  they  would  thus  gain  the  confidence  and  sup- 
port of  the  physicians  and  the  public. 

Mr.  Brodie  maintained  that  pharmacists  should  be  plain 
with  their  customers  regarding  the  quality  of  certain  pre- 
parations asked  for. 

Mr.  Lennox  said  that  as  a  craft  they  had  often  wished 
the  public  were  cognisant  of  the  disability  under  wh)' 
pharmacists  labour  by  having  their  medicines  dispensed 
by  medical  men.  He  had  seen  things  come  from  a  doctor's 
dispensary  thai  any  chemist  would  have  been  ashamed  to 
acknowledge. 

Mr.  Moir  stated  that  on  the  South  Side  of  Glasgow  the 
pharmacists  merely  got  the  "leavings,"  so  to  speak.  On 
the  whole,  however,  he  thought  medical  men  are  coming 
to  see  that  dispensing  is  better  in  the  hands  of  the  chemist, 
and  he  had  a  strong  feeling  that  things  would  be  better  in 
that  respect  in  the  near  future. 

Mr.  Peter  Irvine  spoke  of  the  abuse  of  public  dispensaries. 

Mr.  Currie  said  the  abuse  of  public  dispensaries  is 
scandalous.  He  laid  emphasis  on  the  importance  of  buying 
the  best  drugs.  Alluding  to  the  difficulty  of  obtaining 
apprentices,  he  said  the  reason  is  the  disgraceful  hours  in 
the  drug-trade.  The  long  hours  deter  many  young  fellows 
from  entering  the  trade. 

Mr.  Henry  was  cordially  thanked  for  his  paper.

Western  Chemists  Dine. 

The  annual  dinner  of  the  Western  Chemists'  Association 
was  held  at  the  Restaurant  Frascati,  Oxford  Street,  W. , 
on  Wednesday  evening,  November  20.  Dr.  W.  H.  Martin- 
dale,  the  new  President  of  the 
Association,  was  in  the  chair, 
and  was  supported  on  the  right 
by  Mr.  John  F.  Harrington, 
Vice-President,  P.S.G.B.,  Mr. 
T.  H.  W.  Idris,  M.P.,  Dr. 
Lanyon  Owen,  Mr.  F.  Filmer 
de  Morgan,  Dr.  Cremer  Cooper, 
and  Mr.  Peter  MacEwan.  On 
his  left  were  Dr.  Wynn  West- 
cott,  Mr.  Campbell  Williams, 
F.R.C.S.,  Mr.  C.  E.  Gardner 
(of  Port  Elizabeth),  and  Mr. 
W.  S.  Glyn-Jones.  Among 
those  present  were  Messrs. 
John  C.  Umney  and  T.  H.  Williams  (Wright,  Layman  & 
Umney,  Ltd.),  Gilbert  Christy  (Thomas  Christy  &  Co.), 
Donald  Watson  (Formaline  Hygienic  Co.),  W.  L.  Howie 
(Barron,  Harveys  &  Co.),  A.  R.  Arrowsmith  (Apollinaris 
Co.,  Ltd.),  H.  Hickey  and  S.  Jamieson  (Parke,  Davis  & 
Co.),  W.  S.  Gill  and  Featherstone  (W.  J.  Bush  &  Co.,  Ltd.), 
W.  Pirrie  and  H.  W.  Butler  (Camwal,  Ltd.),  A.  H. 
Solomon  (Allen  &  Hanburys,  Ltd.),  J.  D.  Marshall 
(Croyden  &  Co.),  F.  A.  Rogers  (Oxford  Street),  E.  Lin- 
stead  and  J.  Clark  (Burroughs  Wellcome  &  Co.),  Presant, 
E.  Sanger  and  E.  S.  Carr  (Sangers),  C.  Martin  and  Dixon 
(S.  Maw,  Son  &  Sons),  B.  M.  Winkel  ("Oowana"),  and 
W.  F.  Northey  (President  of  the  C.A.A.).  The  Chairmen 
of  the  spur  tables  were  Messrs.  J.  W.  Bowen,  R.  L. 
Whigham,  J.  F.  Barrett,  and  H.  P.  Procter,  and  among 
other  active  members  of  the  Association  present  were 
Messrs.  W.  J.  I.  Philps,  J.  Smith,  W.  Brown,  G.  J. 
Knight,  J.  H.  Mather,  J. P.,  and  V.  Norman. 

After  an  excellent  dinner  had  been  disposed  of,  and 
"  Laudi  Spirituali"sung,  the  King  was  toasted  with  musical 
honours,  and  the  Chairman  proposed  "  The  Pharmaceutical 
Society."  Dr.  Martindale  took  anti-quackery  as  the  text 
of  his  speech,  creating  much  amusement  by  his  recital  of 
some  of  the  remedies  mentioned  in  the  "Gentleman's 
Magazine  "  1748  list  (which  was  unearthed  by  the  late  Mr. 
Alpe).  Referring  to  modern  times,  and  the  recent  action  by 
this  Association,  Dr.  Martindale  said  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  had  been  called  upon  nolens  volens  to  decide  who 
are  to  be  the  purveyors  of  these  remedies,  and  what  remedies 
it  is  advisable  to  sell.  He  would  be  glad  if  Mr.  Harrington, 
to  whom  the  reply  to  the  toast  was  entrusted,  would  tell 
them  what  had  been  done  by  the  Council  in  the  matter. 
In  his  reply  Mr.  Harrington  stated  that  the  matter  has 
been  referred  to  committee,  which  has  not  yet  met,  and  he 
did  not  know  what  the  quack  committee  is  going  to  do. 
Otherwise  Mr.  Harrington's  speech  was  devoted  to  the 
financial  condition  of  the  Society,  as  to  which  he  was  not  in 
the  least  pessimistic,  and  he  was  optimistic  also  in  regard  to 
the  condition  of  retail  pharmacy,  the  latter  feeling  being 
produced  by  recent  visits  to  towns  in  the  South  where  the 
Mayors  are  chemists. 

The  toast  of  "  The  Western  Chemists'  Association  "  was 
given  by  Dr.  Wynn  Westcott,  who  paid  a  tribute  to  his  life- 
long friend,  the  late  Mr.  William  Martindale,  father  of  the 
President,  and  after  saying  some  nice  things  about  the 
President  himself,  he  referred  to  the  "Codex,"  then,  re- 
calling a  visit  to  South  Africa  last  year,  spoke  of  the  in- 
timate communion  which  exists  between  medical  men  and 
pharmacists  there,  and  trusted  that  that  communion  would 
extend  even  more  in  this  country  than  at  present. 

The  Chairman  briefly  replied  to  the  toast,  and  Mr.  P.  L. 
Whigham,  Vice-President  of  the  Association,  then  gave 
"  The  Visitors,"  naming  Messrs.  Campbell  Williams,  idris, 
C.  E.  Gardner,  Dr.  Cremer  Cooper,  Dr.  Lanyon  Owen, 
Mr.  W.  S.  Glyn-Jones,  and  Mr.  Peter  MacEwan  as  guests 
whom  the  Association  honoured.

Red  Light  and  Iodine  Paint.— Dr.  J.  Dunbar-Brunton 
states  in  the  British  Medical  Journal  "  that  if  iodine  is 
painted  on  the  human  skin  in  the  dark  and  only  a  red  light 
cuch  as  is  given  by  an  ordinary  photographic  lantern  is  used 
there  will  be  quick  absorption.  The  skin  will  be  neither 
■discoloured  nor  blistered,  even  under  prolonged  use.  The 
part  painted  should  be  immediately  covered  up,  as  exposure 
to  any  white  light  fixes  the  iodine  in  the  skin. 


Commercial  ano  produce  IRotes. 

Ceylon  Cardamoms. 

The  "  Times  of  Ceylon "  announces  that  the  Winchfield 
Park  group  of  cardamom  estates  has  changed  hands  for 
Rs.  69,000.  The  places  are  planted  chiefly  with  cardamoms, 
and  the  purchasers  consider  that  there  is  a  good  future  for 
this  product,  as  all  the  land  that  might  have  been  available 
for  extensions  in  cardamoms  has  been  planted  in  rubber  or 
tea  or  both.  The  acreage  of  the  group  is  1,380,  of  which  267 
acres  are  in  cardamoms,  the  remainder  being  uncultivated. 
Japanese  Iodine  Market. 
The  market  is  rather  firm  in  Japan  owing  to  the  poor 
crop  this  year.  The  recent  continued  rainfall  seems  to  have 
damaged  the  seaweed  to  a  considerable  extent.  The  price 
for  potassium  iodide  asked  a  month  ago  (October)  was  3.10  yen 
per  lb.  ;  but  at  present  holders  are  anxious  to  sell  even  at 
3.20  yen  to  3.30  yen  per  lb.  Export  business  remains  idle  at 
present,  spot  cargo  being  unobtainable.  Exports  from  Japan 
during  the  six  months  ending  June  1907  are  as  follows  :

Iodine,  crude   17,035  61,513 

Iodine,  potass   32,238  107,619 

The  price  may  go  higher  should  the  present  crop  prove 
small,  as  is  anticipated.  The  price,  paid  for  raw  material  is 
not  remunerative  to  the  producers  in  the  interior. 

Japanese  Camphor. 
According  to  returns  published  by  the  Nagasaki  Camphor 
Office  (comprising  Nagasaki  and  Saga  Prefectures],  the 
annual  camphor  crop  in  its  domain  is  about  160,000  kin.  It 
thus  comes  next  to  the  Kagoshima  Office,  which  deals  with 
much  more  camphor  than  other  offices  in  Japan  proper,  ex- 
cept Formosa.  The  camphor  produced  in  the  above  two 
prefectures  is  transported  to  the  Kobe  office,  together  with 
that  handled  by  the  Fukuoka,  Kumanoto,  and  other  neigh- 
bouring offices,  for  the  sale  to  applicants  throughout  the 
country.  The  camphor  making  from  leaves,  instead  of  the 
trunk,  is  encouraged  by  the  Nagasaki  office,  and  the  invention 
of  a  manufacturing  system  other  than  that  of  boiling  is  also 
contemplated. 

Worm  seed. 

A  correspondent  of  the  "  Torg.  Prom.  Gazeta  "  states  that 
the  plant  Artemisia  maritime  (Santonica),  which  grows  in 
abundance  in  the  Khirgis  Steppes  between  Semipalitinsk  and 
Taschkent,  has  up  to  the  present  been  a  monopoly  under  the 
control  of  the  firm  Savinkin  &  Co.  Now,  however,  the  seed 
is  obtained  by  the  representatives  of  various  firms,  chiefly 
French  and  English,  who  have  opened  their  own  branches, 
and  even  factories,  on  the  spot.  The  agents  for  the  most 
part  hire  local  inhabitants  by  the  clay  (Khirgises  or  Sarts), 
who  tear  up  the  plants  by  the  roots  with  local  implements  which 
are  something  in  the  nature  of  trenching  shovels  of  a  large 
size.  The  growths  of  Artemisia  are  so  extensive  that  no  effort 
is  made  to  divide  them  into  allotments,  and  some  of  the 
natives  have  organised  independent  collections  so  as  to  sell 
them  to  the  agents  of  the  industrial  houses. 

Another  Advance  in  German  Alcohol. 

A  few  days  ago  the  Spirit  "  Centrale,"  without  undue  pub- 
licity and  without  calling  a  special  meeting,  raised  the  price 
of  "prima"  spirit  to  62m.  Later,  on  November  19,  a  com- 
mittee meeting  was  held,  the  price  of  "prima"  spirit  was 
again  advanced,  and  the  following  official  communication  has 
now  been  issued :  "  At  the  recent  meeting  of  the  Spirit 
'  Centrale,'  it  was  found  that  the  distillers,  whose  production, 
in  spite  of  unrestricted  trade,  is  considerably  below  that  of 
the  previous  year,  are  also  contemplating  a  decrease  in  their 
production  during  the  next  few  months.  It  was  also  shown 
that  the  inland  demand  has  hitherto  been  considerably  greater 
in  all  branches  than  it  was  last  year.  The  potato-market  is 
firm.  In  consequence  of  these  conditions  the  committee  have 
decided  to  raise  the  selling-price  for  prompt  delivery  to  65m. 
per  100  litres  pure  alcohol  for  '  prima  '  rectified  (Berlin).  The 
'  Abschlags '  (or  rebate)  price  for  the  distillers  is  for  the 
present  to  be  fixed  at  48m.,  an  advance  of  3m.  The  price  for 
denatured  alcohol  is  to  remain  unchanged.  An  arrear  pay- 
ment of  about  3m.  is  to  be  made  for  the  last  business  year." 
The  "  Abnehmerbeirat "  (consumer's  council)  raised  objec- 
tion to  a  price  of  65m.  for  "  prima"  spirit,  and  demanded 
that  quotations  should  be  fixed  at  62m.  As  this  request  was 
not  acceded  to,  all  the  members  of  the  "  Abnehmerbeirat  " 
have  resigned.  This  Council  consists  of  seven  members  named 
by  the  "  Centrale,"  and  of  seven  representatives  chosen  by 
consumers,  and  is  supposed  to  represent  the  interests  of  con- 
sumers and  to  take  part  in  the  discussions  as  to  the  fixing  of 
prices.  The  "  Centrale  "  have,  however,  on  several  occasions 
carried  resolutions  in  opposition  to  this  Council  and  without 
reference  to  the  wishes  of  consumers.  The  "  consumer's 
council  "  has  been  referred  to  as  "  purely  decorative." 
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NOTICE  TO  BUYERS.— The  prices  given  in  this  section  ara 
those  obtained  by  importers  or  manufacturers  for  bulk  quanti- 
ties or  original  packages.  To  these  prices  various  charges 
have  to  be  added,  whereby  values  are  in  many  instances 
greatly  augmented  before  wholesale  dealers  stock  the  goods. 
Qualities  of  drugs  and  oils  vary  greatly,  and  higher  prices  are 
commanded  by  selected  qualities  even  in  bulk  quantities.  It 
would  be  unreasonable  for  retail  buyers  to  expect  to  get  small 
quantities  at  anything  like  the  prices  here  quoted.

BUSINESS  in  several  quarters  shows  a  slight  improve- 
ment on  that  of  the  previous  week,  but  its  volume  is 
far  below  the  normal  owing  to  the  prevailing  financial 
conditions.  Many  take  a  pessimistic  view  of  the  business 
outlook,  and  no  improvement  is  anticipated  until  the 
monetary  position  is  less  complicated,  which  is  not  likely 
to  be  for  some  time  to  come.  Trading  with  the  United 
States  is  reduced  to  a  minimum,  and  will  continue  to  be 
so  until  there  is  a  return  of  confidence  on  both  sides.  The 
restoration  of  American  credit  promises  to  be  a  tedious 
operation,  and  in  the  meantime  dealers  adopt  a  cautious 
attitude.  The  chief  alteration  in  fine  chemicals  is  a  sudden 
and  drastic  reduction  in  lithium  salts,  due  probably  to  fresh 
competition.  Morphine  salts  and  codeine  and  salts  are 
again  lower  by  Is.  and  qi  per  oz.  respectively,  owing  to 
cheaper  Persian  manufacturing  opium.  Quinine  is  stagnant 
and  a  trifle  easier,  and  quicksilver  is  not  quite  so  firm. 
Apart  from  the  auctions  the  alterations  in  drugs  include 
lower  prices  for  taraxacum  and  valerian.  Balsam  Peru  is 
easier,  but  tolu  and  copaiba  are  firm.  Cantharides  and 
lycopodium  are  easier.

Alkali  Produce. — Bleaching-powder  and  caustic  soda  are 
moving  well,  and  the  better  tone  in  soda  crystals  is" well  main- 
tained, whilst  saltcake  is  a  shade  dearer,  and  chlorates  and 
prussiates  are  in  better  inquiry. 

Magnesium  Salts  are  in  good  consumptive  demand  and 
steady  at  unaltered  figures.  Sulphate  60s.  to  62s.  (id.  per  ton, 
chloride  65s.  to  67s.  6c?.  per  ton,  and  carbonate  37s.  bd.  to  40s. 
per  cwt. 

Sulphocyanides  are  still  very  quiet.  Potassium  b%d.  to 
7c?.  per  lb.,  ammonium  95  per  cent.  65c?-.  to  64c?.  per  lb.,  and 
barium  95  per  cent.  i'^d.  to  3?d.  per  lb. 

Green  Copperas  maintains  a  very  steady  tone,  and  supplies 
outsido  existing  contracts  are  on  tho  low  side.  Best  Lan- 
cashire makes  42s.  bd.  to  45s.  per  ton  f.o.b.  Liverpool,  and 
Welsh  15s.  to  17s.  bd.  per  ton  in  bulk  free  on  rails. 

Zinc  Salts  continue  fairly  active.  Zinc  sulphate  crystals, 
7?.  to  7?.  7s.  bd.  per  ton,  and  zinc  chloride  solution  100°  Tw., 
6?.  5s.  to  bl.  15s.  per  ton. 

Sulphate  of  Ammonia  is  steady,  though  business  is  some- 
what quiet ;  in  fact,  the  demand  has  been  lower  this  week 
than  for  a  week  or  two  past.  As  regards  forward  business 
there  has  boen  little  or  nothing  doing,  and  buyers  are  holding 
off,  though  with  makers  well  sold  ahead  there  is  not  much 
disposition  towards  lower  prices.  Present  nominal  figures 
are:  Beckton,  November-December,  12?.

American  Drug  Market. 

New  York,  November  12. 
Business  in  drugs  was  quiet  during  the  week,  partly  owing 
to  the  holiday  and  partly  to  the  financial  stress.    The  influ- 
ences which  have  of  late  curtailed  speculative  operations 
have  now  percolated  through  to  the  jobbing  level.  Values, 


however,  are  fairly  steady.  Canada  balsam  is  higher ;  so  also- 
are  aloes  and  spearmint  oil.  Cascara  and  peppermint  oil  are- 
easier.  Opium  is  sluggish  and  lower.  Spot  bromides  have 
declined  lc. 

Aloes. — The  scarcity  and  consequent  higher  prioes  at 
primary  sources  have  influenced  a  stronger  tone  in  the  market 
here.  Following  sales  of  several  round  lots  at  94c.  values  rose- 
to  10c.  and  10|c.  Since  legislation  restricted  the  term 
"  Barbadoes  "  to  products  of  that  island,  gourd  aloes  has  lost 
favour,  and  prices  have  gradually  dwindled  to  the  level  of  the 
case  variety. 

Bromides. — Owing  to  competition  between  German  and 
American  interests  dealers  have  reduced  their  formal  quota- 
tions by  lc.  all  round,  the  jobbing  prices  now  being :  Potash 
15c,  soda  20c,  ammonia  22c. 

Canada  Balsam. — The  shortage  on  spot  has  not  been  relieved 
on  account  of  the  limited  production  at  sources  of  supply- 
Prices  on  spot  have  therefore  hardened,  and  $3.75  per  gal.  is- 
the  lowest  figure  now  quoted  for  true,  while  up  to  $4  is 
asked  for  barrel  lots.  Poorer  grades  of  doubtful  origin  are 
still  available  at  $3.50.  The  Oregon  variety  also  is  firm,  and 
$1.90  has  been  paid. 

Cascara.— There  is  very  little  call  for  this  article  in  tho 
meantime,  and  the  market  presents  an  easy  appearance,  with 
prices  rather  nominal  at  10c.  and  12c.  Offers  from  the  coast 
fail  to  interest  local  dealers.    (See  cable.) 

Copaiba  is  fairly  well  maintained  within  the  former  limits 
of  45c.  and  55c,  according  to  grade  and  quantity.  Recent 
arrivals  of  Maracaibo  were  reported  sold  at  47c.  Para  is  in 
good  jobbing  demand  with  no  price  movement  to  record. 

Hydrastis. — Under  the  influences  previously  noted  the 
value  of  this  drug  is  always  increasing,  but  stocks  are  well 
distributed,  and  prices  quickly  respond  to  the  prevailing 
demand.  At  present  the  market  is  again  on  the  backward 
swing,  $2  being  acceptable  in  quarters  where  formerly  $2.25 
was  asked.  . 

Menthol. — The  easy  tendency  of  the  market  continues,  and 
dealers  have  cut  down  their  surface  quotations  by  10c.  to  $2.10. 
The  position  of  this  article  seems  rather  hopeless  at  present. 
During  the  week  $2  has  been  accepted  in  second-hands. 

Opium.— A  further  reduction  to  $6  for  case  lots  failed  to 
arouse  consuming  interest,  and  the  market  continues  in  its 
lethargic  condition.  The  quotations  are  merely  nominal,  and 
are  applicable  only  to  the  jobbing  business  in  progress. 
Should  a  decent-sized  order  turn  up  the  event  would  doubtless 
be  celebrated  by  a  substantial  reduction.  _  _ 

Peppermint  Oil  (American)  is  moving  in  a  quiet  jobbing 
way  at  prices  ranging  from  $1.70  to  $1.85,  as  to  quantity  and 
seller.  Owing  to  the  slow  development  of  the  plants  harvest- 
ing commenced  late  this  year,  and  the  distillation  of  oil  is 
only  now  completed.  During  the  growing  and  producing 
seasons  possibly  more  than  the  usual  care  was  exercised  to 
prevent  crop  leaks.  While  no  reliable  accounts  are  yet  to 
hand  regarding  the  yield,  the  low  price— namely,  $1.40— paid 
the  farmers  indicate  anything  but  a  famine  crop.  The  weight 
of  the  local  stock  (reckoned  at  100,000  lb.)  carried  over  from 
previous  years  militated  against  the  free  movement  of  oil 
Eastward,  while  crop  conditions  were  in  doubt,  but  recently 
heavy  shipments  have  been  received.  The  quality  of  the 
new  oil  is  quite  up  to  previous  standards.  The  average 
characteristics  are:  Sp.  gr.  0.900,  angle  of  rotation  —28, 
menthyl  acetate  7.8  per  cent.,  total  menthol  58  per  cent. 
Prices  for  the  larger  quantities  vary  according  to  seller  and 
style  of  packing.  Buyers  who  are  still  under  the  impression 
that  oil  contained  in  bottles  must  of  necessity  be  of  a  superior 
grade,  and  from  a  particular  growing  area,  can  do  business 
at  <i>2.50,  while  "tin"  oil  packed  in  tins  has  recently  been 
sold  in  lots  of  5,000  lb.  to  10,000  lb.  at  $1.65.  The  prices  paid 
by  British  buyers  will,  of  course,  depend  on  the  flavour 
desired.  Several  of  the  larger  London  consumers  refuse  to 
accept  straight  American  oil,  and  insist  on  having  an  oil 
with  peculiarities  obtainable  only  by  blending  with  a  foreign 
product.  At  the  close  the  easier  feeling  in  both  local  and 
primary  markets  has  become  more  pronounced.  Besides  the 
weakening  influence  of  financial  conditions,  the  publication 
of  crop  estimates  has  undoubtedly  led  the  Western  distillers  to 
modify  their  views.  These  reports  show  that  in  the  principal 
districts  of  Michigan  and  Indiana,  where  tho  bulk  of  Ameri- 
can oil  is  produced,  the  supply  is  quite  sufficient  for  the  year's 
consumption. 

Podophylin  is  higher  at  $2.75  and  $3.00,  in  sympathy  with 
the  strong  market  for  raw  material.  Resin  of  strictly  U.S. P. 
quality  is  rather  scarce. 

Spearmint  Oil  is  dearer  at  $2.15  and  $2.50.  The  yield  is 
said  to  be  comparatively  poor,  and  very  little  has  been  held 
over  from  last  year. 

According  to  the  British  Consul  at  Malaga,  trade  in  sulphur 
(olive)  oil  for  soap-making  has  been  almost  at  a  standstill, 
owing  to  the  poor  crops,  and  the  small  quantities  produced 
have  been  taken  up  locally  at  prices  far  above  those  offered  by 
foreign  markets. 
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Hmcncan  motes.

The  American  Pharmaceutical  Association,  finding 
that  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  by  making  the  "  National 
Formulary  "  an  official  standard,  has  greatly  increased  the 
sale  of  that  book,  has  decided  to  take  advantage  of  the 
circumstance  and  increase  the  price  from  $1.00  to  $1.50. 

The  Early  Closing  Movement  has  recently  had  several 
triumphs.  In  Norwalk,  Ohio,  druggists  have  agreed  to 
close  their  shops  every  evening  in  the  week  except  Satur- 
days. In  Winfield,  Kansas,  an  8  o'clock  closing  hour  has 
been  agreed  upon,  while  on  Sundays  only  one  store  in  eight 
will  remain  open  throughout  the  day,  the  druggists  taking 
their  turns  in  doing  Sunday  business. 

Cocaine  Snuffs. — 'lhe  wholesale  druggists  in  New  York 
City  have  agreed  to  discontinue  the  sale  of  all  catarrh- 
snuffs  or  similar  proprietary  articles  containing  narcotics. 
In  other  sections  of  the  country  they  have  taken  the  same 
action,  and  at  the  recent  annual  meeting  of  the  National 
Wholesale  Druggists'  Association  a  strong  resolution  was 
passed  recommending  the  local  associations  of  jobbers 
throughout  the  country  to  follow  suit. 

Loder  Anti-trust  Suit. — The  settlement  out  of  court  of 
this  famous  suit  in  Philadelphia  has  brought  much  satis- 
faction to  the  drug  trade  of  the  country.  Damages  of 
$15,000  were  mutually  agreed  upon.  Loder  was  the  Phila- 
delphia cutter  who  first  took  action  against  the  alleged 
"  drug  trust  "  operating  under  the  N.  A.R.D.  tripartite  plan, 
and  it  was  his  action  which  caused  the  Government  to 
begin  the  investigation  that  finally  resulted  in  the 
Indianapolis  decree  and  injunction. 

Food  Stringency. — Some  rather  radical  and  severe 
regulations  have  been  issued  by  various  State  and  govern- 
mental authorities — e.g.,  it  has  recently  been  ruled  that 
extract  of  vanilla  may  not  be  sold  unless  information  is 
given  on  the  label  of  the  net  weight  or  measure,  the  per- 
centage of  alcohol  by  volume,  and  the  true  name  and  busi- 
ness address  of  the  actual  instead  of  the  apparent 
manufacturer.  Further,  vanilla  containing  any  colour- 
ing matter  whatsoever  is  in  some  States  declared  illegal. 
In  other  States  soda  syrups  and  crushed  fruits  containing 
preservatives  other  than  sugar  have  been  outlawed. 

More  Squashing. — It  looks  as  if  the  American  Medical 
Association  might  soon  find  itself  in  the  condition  of  the 
N. A.R.D.  after  the  decree  and  injunction  issued  in  the 
Federal  courts.  Indictments  have  been  returned  against  a 
local  association  of  physicians  in  Iowa,  and  the  usual 
charges  of  a  "  trust  "  and  "  conspiracy  "  with  respect  to 
prices  and  services  have  been  made.  The  local  association 
is  part  and  parcel  of  the  A.M. A.,  and  it  has  been  reported 
that  the  parent  organisation  might  be  attacked  later  on. 
The  A.M. A.  has  during  recent  years  built  up  a  wonderfully 
strong  and  cohesive  system  of  local  branches,  and  that 
the  organisation  would  be  quite  as  much  affected  by  the 
Sherman  anti-trust  law  as  the  N. A.R.D.  has  been,  is 
scarcely  to  be  questioned. 

Alcoholic  "Patents." — Two  or  three  years  ago  the 
Federal  Commissioner  of  Internal  Revenue  at  Washington 
issued  a  list  of  eleven  proprietary  articles  which  contained 
alcohol  in  such  quantities  that  they  were  capable  of  use  as 
beverages.  It  was  provided  at  that  time  that  these  pro- 
ducts could  only  be  sold  by  druggists  and  others  who  had 
paid  the  Government  tax  and  taken  out  licences  as  liquor 
dealers.  It  is  now  reported  that  the  Commissioner  has 
been  continuing  his  investigations  during  the  present  year, 
and  that  no  fewer  than  125  other  patent  medicines,  cordials, 
essences,  soda  drinks,  etc.,  will  be  added  to  the  proscribed 
list.  The  manufacturers  are  in  the  meantime  given  a 
•chance  by  the  Government  to  change  their  formulas  and 
"  come  in  out  of  the  wet." 

Scarcity  of  Drug-clerks. — American  wholesale 
druggists  have  often  been  severely  criticised  for  setting 
clerks  up  in  business  for  themselves  in  order  to  increase  the 
number  of  their  patrons.  This  is  one  of  the  serious  causes 
of  the  stringency  in  the  drug-clerk  market.  In  consequence 
some  local  associations  of  retailers  have  served  notice  on 
their  wholesalers  that  they  must  not  continue  this  prac- 


tice. The  attendance  at  American  colleges  of  pharmacy 
seems  to  be  greater  this  year  than  ever  before,  and  this 
will  have  a  tendency  to  ease  the  stringency  in  the  drug- 
clerk  market.  In  response  to  the  conditions,  the  salaries 
of  clerks  have  considerably  advanced  during  the  last  two 
or  three  years,  and  prosperous  times  have  doubtless  also 
had  something  to  do  with  the  situation.  Good  clerks  now 
have  little  difficulty  in  getting  a  weekly  wage  of  $20.00  or 
$25.00  in  all  the  larger  cities.  In  several  cities  of  the 
country  druggists  have  recently  been  prosecuted  for  the 
illegal  employment  of  unregistered  assistants.

Industrial  Spirit  Combination. 

Sir, — In  your  editorial  comments  respecting  the  forma- 
tion of  an  industrial  spirit  combination  or  trust,  you  rightly 
draw  attention  to  the  largely  increased  price  that  users  may 
have  to  pay  in  the  future  for  their  spirit.  In  the  agitation 
that  culminated  in  the  formation  of  the  Industrial  Alcohol 
Committee  of  1904-5,  the  main  points  upon  which  most  of 
us  insisted  were  that  alcohol  for  use  in  the  arts  and  manu- 
factures should  be  obtainable  both  purer  and  cheaper.  It 
was  conclusively  shown  that  only  with  such  spirit  could 
manufacturers  compete  effectively  with  foreign,  and  espe- 
cially German,  manufacturers,  who  are  readily  afforded  by 
their  own  authorities  facilities  for  obtaining  denatured  spirit 
of  varying  composition.  The  immediate  effect  of  the 
new  regulations  that  came  into  operation  on  October  1, 
1906,  was  to  give  us  a  cheaper  and  purer  form  of  methylated 
spirit,  under  the  name  of  industrial  methylated  spirit, 
although  the  full  advantage  of  the  rebate  of  7>d.  per  proof 
gal.  allowed  to  the  methylator  was  not  given  to  the  manu- 
facturer. Since  then  the  methylators  have  formed  a  strong- 
combination  or  ring,  and  have  already  advanced  their  prices 
and  dictated  terms  to  their  own  advantage.  This  has 
affected  not  only  wholesale  druggists  and  ether  and  chloro- 
form manufacturers,  but  a  number  of  other  industries. 
I  Behind  this  ring  we  now  have  the  strong  combination  of  all 
I  the  distillers,  who  will  eventually  dict  ate  terms  both  to 
methylators  and  other  consumers.  Most  spirit  contracts 
terminate  at  the  end  of  the  year,  and  already  a  possible 
advance  of  2d.  or  3rf.  per  proof  gal.  is  anticipated.  Nor 
is  there  any  possibility  of  relief  to  be  expected  from 
the  importation  of  spirit  from  Germany,  as  since  lbu2, 
when  over  1.000.000  proof  gals,  was  imported,  the  importa- 
tion of  foreign  spirit  has  dwindled  down  to  nil  during 
1906  and  1907.  The  preferential  duty  of  Ad.  per  proof  gal. 
has  been  quite  sufficient  to  exclude  foreign  spirit,  added 
to  the  fact  that  German  consumption  has  increased  so  that 
higher  prices  were  being  obtained  locally,  and  therefore 
there  was  no  desire  to  compete  in  our  market.  No  one  can 
doubt  that  the  intention  of  the  Treasury  and  Parliament  in 
granting  the  rebate  in  favour  of  industrial  alcohol  was  to 
enable  British  manufacturers  to  obtain  spirit  as  cheaply  as 
in  other  countries,  and  not  to  line  the  pockets  of  the  dis- 
1  tillers  and  methylators.  It  may  be  necessary,  therefore,  to 
draw  attention  to  this  abuse  of  power,  should  prices  be 
unduly  raised,  and  some  effective  method  found  of  defeat- 
ing the  impositions  of  trusts  or  rings,  which  nearly  always 
operate  in  restraint  of  trade.  E.  J.  Millard.

The  Pharmaceutical  Society. 
Sir, — I  think  "'Xrayser"  hardly  does  justice  to  Mr.  J. 
Mackenzie's  letter.  One  does  not  need  to  agree  with  every- 
thing in  the  letter,  and  may  yet  discern  a  great  deal  of 
truth  in  it.  A  large  number  of  chemists  on  this  side  of  the 
border  would  like  to  see  an  independent  Pharmaceutical 
Society  for  Scotland,  but  they  would,  all  the  same,  not 
think  of  approaching  the  Secretary  of  State  or  the  Lord 
Advocate  on  the  matter  so  long  as  the  status  quo  was 
tolerable.      The  pity  is  that  some  men  who  should  know 


better  have  so  acted  and  spoken  as  to  produce  something 
approaching  to  strained  relations.  Mr.  Mackenzie  probably 
blames  the  Secretarial  Department  too  exclusively.  That 
department  has  no  doubt  been  well  educated,  particularly 
by  a  certain  ex-President  of  the  Society.  With  presidential! 
aggression,  secretarial  "pinpricks,"  and  editorial  sneers 
we  have  sometimes  had  quite  enough  of  it.  We  welcome- 
any  symptoms  of  amendment. 

Opinions  differ  as  to  what  the  Pharmaceutical  Society 
has  done  and  left  undone  for  the  benefit  of  its  members  and' 
of  pharmacy  in  general,  but  it  is  not  a  peculiarly  Scotch  ideas 
to  think  that  the  actual  practical  value  of  the  work  done- 
amounts  to  very  little,  and  might  easily  have  been  more. 
Hundreds  of  Englishmen  think  the  same.  Men  who  know- 
more  about  law  than  I  do  affirm  that  the  legal  business  has 
often  been  badly  managed,  notably  in  regard  to  the  famous- 
House  of  Lords'  decision  which  virtually  established  urt>- 
qualified  companies.  The  subsequent  attempts  at  legisla- 
tion have,  for  the  most  part,  been  ill-timed  and  feeble. 
What  we  are  expected  to  regard  as  the  magnum  opus  of  the- 
Society  is  the  raising  of  the  standard  of  examination  and,, 
inferentially,  of  education.  And  yet  it  is  very  doubtful 
whether  the  abolition  of  the  old  Preliminary  was  really  a> 
wise  step.  It  has  certainly  not  been  a  financial  advantage. 
Just  possibly  the  qualifying  examination  has  been  screwed 
up  a  little  high  in  pitch  on  the  scientific  side.  That  is  the 
only  obvious  explanation  of  the  excessive  percentage  of 
failures.  Perhaps  we  should  rather  regard  the  "  Codex  "  as- 
the  crowning  effort  and  real  magnum  opus  of  the  Council. 
Somehow  our  admiration  is  tempered  with  doubt  as  to  the 
propriety  of  having  produced  the  book  and  compiled  it  in> 
the  manner  in  which  it  has  been  done.  One  would  like  to 
see  a  true  and  complete  account  of  the  expenditure  on  the- 
said  book,  and  the  revenue  therefrom  after  a  little  while. 
Indeed,  an  investigation  into  the  whole  financial  position) 
and  prospects  of  the  Society  by  an  actuary  would  be  welB 
worth  the  fee.

Situations  Abroad. 
Sir, — Your  correspondent  "Ex-Colonial"  has  made  oust 
his  case  sufficiently  strong  to  call  attention  to  the  facte 
that  appointments  of  this  kind  do  exist  both  in  the  East 
and  in  Africa,  and  year  by  year  increase ;  hence  it  behoves- 
the  chemist  who  desires  an  engagement  in  these  continent* 
to  inquire  most  carefully,  before  he  signs  any  agreement, 
into  the  character  of  the  firm  he  proposes  to  join.  The- 
wholesaler  occupies  the  unenviable  position  of  attempting 
to  serve  two  masters,  and  often  comes  a  "  cropper  "  with 
one  side  or  the  other.  There  are  times  when  perhaps  a  little- 
more  candid  talk  on  the  part  of  the  wholesaler  would  save 
many  future  heartburnings.  It  must  be  remembered  that 
nearly  all  pharmacies  out  of  Europe  endeavour  as  far  as  pos- 
sible to  copy  English  names  and  titles,  though  they  are- 
native  in  origin  and  manners.  Your  correspondent  is  nou- 
the  first  chemist  who  has  left  these  shores  expecting  to  find] 
— at  least — a  manager  of  European  origin,  and  on  arrival'' 
found  nothing  but  the  real  native  or  half-caste.  I  ex- 
perienced a  disappontment  similar  to  "  Ex-Colonial"  in  the- 
East,  but  I  had  to  contend  with  Armenians  and  Persians,, 
and  though  my  duties  were  perhaps  of  a  more  extended 
nature,  I  found  I  was  expected  to  do  "acts  andi 
matters  "  (as  the  phrasing  of  the  agreement  went)  that 
would  have  seriously  compromised  my  character.  Conse- 
quently I  had  a  very  uncomfortable  time  because  I  elected) 
the  other  course.  To  those  who  contemplate  an  experience 
in  the  Shiny  East  or  Africa,  a  few  "  Dont's  "  may  be- 
acceptable  : 

1.  Don't  expect  to  find  England  east  of  Suez  or  below  the- 
ecmator. 

2.  Don't  sign  any  agreement  before  taking  the  advice  of? 
a  good  solicitor.  Also  consult  someone  who  has  been  there 
if  possible. 

3.  Don't  accept  theories  to  the  effect  that  you  can  live- 
cheaper  abroad  than  at  home — you  cannot. 

4.  Don't  accept  a  salary  less  than  double  what  you  car. 
get  in  England.  If  you  are  worth  your  salt  at  home  you 
are  better  off  at  150/.  a  year  in  England  than  300/.  in  the? 
East. 

5.  Don't  forget  to  look  after  yourself,  and  be  very  careful) 
whom  you  trust. 

These  observations  are  only  directed  to  prevent  the  unwary 
i  falling  into  the  hands  of  these  parvenu  traders  who  import 
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Englishmen  to  lend  an  air  of  respectability  to  their  stores  ; 
be  it  understood,  however,  there  are  many  firms  of  English 
•origin,  of  undoubted  honour  and  integrity,  whose  pro- 
prietors and  managers  are  gentlemen  in  every  sense  of  the 
word,  and  treat  their  assistants  as  such.  With  this  class 
.a  chemist  could  accept  an  engagement  with  every  con- 
fidence, and  would  be  none  the  worse  after  a  four  years' 
engagement,  either  in  experience  or  financially.

Sie, — With  regard  to  Mr.  E.  0.  Rowland's  proposal  to 
form  a  union  of  assistants  in  England  (C.  <l-  D.,  Novem- 
ber 16,  p.  766)  on  lines  rather  similar  to  the  German  Union 
<of  Assistant  Apothekers,  it  is  interesting  to  note  how  strong 
;fche  latter  now  feels.  This  is  partly  owing  to  the  flattering 
■eulogies  recently  passed  upon  it  by  a  representative  of  the 
(Government,  who  implied  that  the  Assistants'  Union,  as 
representing  the  younger  generation  and  having  the  sense 
ck)  back  the  proposed  Imperial  Pharmacy  Bill,  was  in  better 
favour  with  the  Government  than  the  rebellious  Apotheker 
Verein.  In  view  of  the  imminent  elections  to  the  Prussian 
Apotheker  Chambers,  they  have  issued  a  circular  beginning 
with  the  words  :  "To  us,  assistant  pharmacists,  belongs 
'.the  future  of  our  profession.  What  is  to-day  and  shortly  to 
foe  passed  by  law  concerning  pharmacy  will  have  force  when 
we  shall  be  independent  owners.  It  is  therefore  natural 
that  we  exert  our  influence  to  the  utmost  upon  the  future 
.aspect  of  our  profession.  German  pharmacy  would  now 
be  in  a  different  position  if  the  assistants  had  long  ago 
taken  part  in  questions  relating  to  the  profession." 

Germany.  (39/50.) 
Sub-postmasters'  Guarantee. 
Sir, — I  noticed  two  or  three  weeks  ago  letters  from 
chemists  who  are  sub-postmasters  complaining  that,  though 
(the  amount  of  their  fidelity  bonds  had  been  reduced,  they 
had  experienced  difficulty  in  obtaining  the  corresponding 
reduction  in  their  premiums.  It  ought  to  be  known  to  them, 
•and  to  all  sub-postmasters  by  now,  that  there  is  a  Sub- 
ipostmasters'  Guarantee  Co.,  which  has  been  established 
.•about  nine  years,  through  whose  efforts  bond  premiums 
Shave  come  down  nearly  one-half.  This  company  is  entitled 
tto  the  support  of  all  sub-postmasters,  and  chemists  particu- 
larly, as  four  out  of  the  seven  directors  are  chemists.  The 
Secretary  is  Mr.  H.  Knott,  chemist,  Astley  Bridge,  Bolton, 
and  he  assures  me  he  has  in  every  case  where  the  bond  has 
been  reduced  obtained  the  proper  abatement.

Letters  in  Brief. 
New  Method  of  Advertisinc — Xcmo  (29/22)  writes  from 
Manchester  in  regard  to  the  advertising  of  proprietary  com- 
pounds as  constituents  of  prescriptions,  saying  that  several 
chemists  in  his  city  when  asked  to  dispense  the  prescriptions, 
having  first  of  all  microscopically  examined  whether  the 
fact  of  their  dispensing  them  would  or  would  not  conduce  to 
the  elevation  of  their  somewhat  imaginary  professional  status, 
and,  having  decided  that  it  would  not,  have  repeatedly 
refused  to  dispense  the  prescriptions.  "Nemo"  fails  to  see 
what  they  can  gain  by  such  attitude.  _  The  proprietors  of  such 
articles,  by  their  extensive  advertising,  have  created  a  big 
demand,  and  the  public,  having  been  thus  induced  to  try 
a  remedy,  naturally  go  to  their  chemist  for  it,  and  unless  he 
is  able  and  willing  to  supply  it  one  generally  finds  out  that 
the  "  man  in  the  street,"  having  once  made  up  his  mind,  is 
determined  to  get  it  somehow  or  other.  Thus  "A"  not 
thinking  it  worth  his  while  to  stock  the  article,  "  B  "  down 
the  street  is  reaping  the  benefit  at  "  A's  "  expense.  "  Nemo's  " 
custom  is  to  look  at  these  and  other  proprietary  articles  from 
the  point  of  view  whether  it  pays  him  to  stock  them,  and  in 
this  case,  when  the  article  bears  a  profit  of  over  35  per  cent, 
when  dispensed,  the  most  grasping  and  clamorous  for  a 
living  profit  has  nothing  to  complain  of.  Another  reason  why 
"  Nemo "  finds  it  an  advantage  to  stock  and  dispense  the 
prescriptions  is  the  knowledge  that,  unlike  other  patent  medi- 
cines which  bear  practically  no  profit,  these  cannot  be  obtained 
from  the  stores,  grocers,  and  oilmen.  From  the  nature  and 
character  of  the  advertising  the  public  are  instinctively  led 
to  have  these  prescriptions  dispensed  at  a  chemist's.

A  Medical  Practitioner  (32/74)  has  a  patient  for  whom  he 
prescribed  i-grain  doses  of  morphine  in  pill.  The  patient 
after  some  time  worrited  the  fact  out  of  the  practitioner  that 
the  effective  little  pills  contained  \  grain  of  morphine,  and 
soon  after  the  patient  sent  a  note  to  a  chemist  asking  for 
100  of  the  pills.  We  are  asked  if  it  is  customary  to  send  such 
a  large  quantity  (25  grains)  of  morphine  without  making  full 
inquiries.  [By  law  the  chemists  are  not  required  to  make  any 
inquiry  when  they  sell  a  preparation  of  morphine,  but  it  is 
customary  for  them,  when  an  unusual  request  such  as  this  is 
made,  to  satisfy  themselves  that  the  medicine  is  to  be  used 
legitimately.  The  case  referred  to  is  an  exception,  and.  con- 
sidering that  the  patient  was  so  clever  as  to  induce  the  doctor 
to  tell  him  what  was  in  the  pills,  it  is  not  surprising  that  he 
also  induced  the  chemist  to  supply  him  with  them.  In  any 
case,  the  chemist  acted  legally.] 

Nemo  (33/4). — Unqualified  persons  cannot  sell  preparations 
of  cantharides  for  use  in  hair-lotions.  This  is  the  principle 
decided  in  the  Armson  case,  but  it  is  subject  to  de  minimis 
non  curat  lex. 

G.  D.  L.  (32/23). — There  is  nothing  on  your  label  to  make 
the  medicine  liable  to  duty  except  the  letters  "  X.L."  If  this 
is  a  trade-mark  appropriated  solely  to  this  medicine,  it  may 
be  regarded  by  the  Board  of  Inland  Revenue  as  a  claim  to 
proprietary  right.  The  word  "balsam"  only  makes  a  medi- 
cine liable  when  associated  with  the  name  of  a  part  of  the 
human  body — e.g.,  "  Lung  Balsam."  Such  a  title  as  "  Com- 
pound Balsam  of  Linseed  "  is  not  dutiable. 

Zemo  (25/26). — Is  it  necessary  to  label  belladonna  plasters 
"  Poison  "  ?  [Yes.]  Can  they  be  sold  by  unqualified  persons  ? 
[No.]  The  makers  generally  seem  to  send  them  out  without 
a  poison-label.    [Which  is  wrong.]    Does  the  poison  schedule 
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apply  to  homoeopathic  medicines?  [Yes;  but  de  minimis  non 
curat  lex  applies  to  many  of  the  dilutions.] 

B.  E.  O.  (15/32). — The  form  of  a  deed  of  gift  must  depend 
on  the  nature  of  the  property  dealt  with,  whether  freehold, 
leasehold,  or  consisting  of  chattels.  With  regard  to  the  last 
there  are  several  important  points  under  the  Bills  of  Sales 
Act  and  Bankruptcy  Acts,  and  if  you  draw  up  a  deed  of  this 
kind  yourself  you  would  very  likely  get  into  trouble.  It 
would  be  better  to  be  advised  by  a  solicitor.  You  do  not  say 
what  the  nature  of  the  property  is  which  you  wish  to  bestow. 

C.  H.  F.  (33/68)  asks  if  a  cachet  containing  a  simple  drug — 
e.g.,  phenacetin — is  exempt  from  duty  in  the  same  way  as  a 
powder  wrapped  in  paper,  when  recommended  for  headache, 
and  may  such  a  cachet  be  sold  by  an  unqualified  person  ? 
[A  cachet  is  not  an  inclosure  ejusdem  generis  with  a  box, 
bottle,  or  other  inclosure  defined  in  the  Act,  and  administra- 
tively cachets  are  treated  as  powders.  Phenacetin  being  an 
entire  drug  is  exempt  from  stamp-duty  under  the  above  con- 
ditions, but  an  unqualified  person  may  only  sell  such  cachets 
if  he  holds  a  patent-medicine  licence.] 

Yeoman  (30/73). — Your  label  holds  out  the  application  as  a 
remedy  for  a  disorder  of  the  human  body  in  so  far  as  it  says 
"  Apply  a  little  with  a  small  brush  to  the  seat  of  pain."  The 
preparation  is,  therefore,  liable  to  medicine  stamp-duty.

C.  R.  (23/41). — Developer  to  suit  your  label. — The  following 
recipe  is  from  "  Pharmaceutical  Formulas  "  : 


Sodium  sulphite    ...    8  oz. 

Potassium  ferrocyanide     ...       ...    2^  oz. 

Quinol    ...    lj  oz. 

Potassium  hydrate   2  oz. 

Water  to   28  oz. 


Dissolve  the  first  three  ingredients  in  20  oz.  of  water,  then 
add  the  potassium  hydrate  and  make  up  to  measure. 

For  use,  dilute  1  part  to  5-8  parts  of  water,  or  in  the  manner 
directed  on  your  label. 

Ahoy  (6/24). — Drying  Milk  in  Cows.— A  preparation  of 
belladonna  is  generally  employed  for  this  purpose.    The  fol- 


lowing is  a  suitable  liniment : 

Extract  of  belladonna    2  dr. 

Glycerin    ...       ...  2  oz. 

Soap  liniment         ...  ...       ...  3oz. 


Another  method  is  to  mix  half  the  above  with  a  pint  of 
water  and  well  bathe  the  udder  with  the  lotion,  repeating  the 
application  in  three  days. 

W.  B.  (217/3). — Camphor  Jdlep  is  a  synonym  for  camphor- 
water,  the  formula  for  which  is  given  in  the  British  Pharma- 
copoeia. 

J.  B.  (25/15). — Wool  Oil  is  an  impure  oleic  acid  used  for 
oiling  woollen  yarns.  It  is  prepared  by  distilling  "  Yorkshire 
grease  "  obtained  from  the  soap  used  in  wool-scouring.  It 
contains  from  53  to  66  per  cent,  of  oleic  acid,  and  also  goes 
under  the  name  of  olein. 

Z.  T.  X.  (19/60). — The  bath  used  for  sea-water  bathing 
needs  to  be  of  earthenware,  or  if  of  metal  to  be  well 
enamelled.  Some  of  the  enamel  paints  on  the  market  give 
hard  durable  coatings  which  withstand  the  action  of  hot  salt 
water. 

Interested  (18/50).— (1)  Opticians'  Examinations.— See  the 
Education  Number  of  The  Chemist  and  Druggist,  which  was 
published  August  10.  It  is  not  compulsory  to  pass  any 
examination  before  practising  sight-testing,  but  it  is  an  educa- 
tional advantage  to  have  done  so.  (2)  The  liquid  used  for 
type-writing  ribbons  is  glycerin  in  which  the  aniline  dye  is 
dissolved. 

Vnguentum  (22/69).— Ointment  for  Bad  Legs.— The  sample 
you  send  is  a  mixture  of  emplastrum  plumbi  and  paraffin 
molle,  but  it  is  stiffer  than  such  ointments  usually  are 
Generally,  equal  parts  of  the  two  ingredients  are  used  but 
here  the  proportion  seems  to  be  one  of  soft  paraffin  to  two  of 
lead-plaster. 

H.  T.  W.  (25/4).— The  Coal-savers  we  have  examined  have 
usually  been  found  to  be  common  salt  coloured  or  disguised  in 
various  ways.  Occasionally  we  have  discovered  potassium 
nitrate  and  sulphur  present,  but  these  are,  as  a  rule  too  dear 
for  such  compounds. 


E.  C.  (16/40). — Pottery-colour. — The  colouring  part  of  the 
powder  you  send  is  a'' particular  form  of  ferric  oxide,  and  it 
is  mixed  with  the  flux  which  in  this  case  contains  borax.  The 
particular  colour  obtained  depends  on  the  kind  of  ferric  oxide 
which  cannot  be  divined  by  analysis. 

Hosier  (16/60). — Hosiery  stamping  Ink.— This  white  paste 
used  as  a  stamping-ink  for  black  hosiery,  is  made  of  zinc 
oxide,  glycerin,  and  gelatin.  The  proportions  are  about  as 
follows : 

Gelatin  2  oz.,  soak  in  water  2  oz.,  and  heat  on  a  water- 
bath  till  dissolved,  then  add  2  oz.  of  glycerin  and  heat  to 
reduce  the  quantity  of  water.  Finally  add  2  oz.  zinc  oxide 
rubbed  to  a  smooth  cream  with  2  oz.  glycerin,  and  after  well 
mixing  pour  into  tins. 

Acetum  (14/46). — Manufacture  of  Wine-vinegar. — The 
process  of  making  vinegar  from  sour  wine  consists  in  ex- 
posing the  wine  to  the  air  so  that  the  oxidation  of  the  alcohol 
into  vinegar  may  be  continued,  the  temperature  being  main- 
tained to  favour  this  action.  In  the  wine  districts  of  France 
and  Germany  sour  wine  is  made  into  vinegar  by  placing  the 
liquid  into  large  tuns  open  to  the  air.  Each  tun  has  a  per- 
forated false  bottom,  upon  which  a  quantity  of  vine  cuttings 
and  stalks  is  spread.  Working  in  pairs,  one  tun  is  half  full 
of  wine  and  the  other  completely  full.  The  acetification  of  the 
liquid  in  the  half-full  tun  proceeds  rapidly,  and  when  it  has 
advanced  the  tun  is  filled  up  from  the  other  vessel,  where  in 
turn  acetification  goes  on.  This  alternate  exchange  of  liquids 
takes  place  until  the  whole  is  converted  into  vinegar,  when  it 
is  run  off  into  casks  containing  birch-wood  chips  to  settle. 
In  about  fourteen  days  the  clarification  is  complete.  The 
temperature  best  favourable  to  the  acetification  is  25°  C. 

7''.  O.  (16/31). — Window-dressing  Emulsion. — The  difficulty 
in  suggesting  a  milky  fluid  to  fill  bottles  to  represent  cod- 
liver-oil  emulsion  is  to  find  a  cheap  liquid  and  one  which  will 
retain  its  homogeneity  with  changes  of  temperature.  An 
emulsion  of  olive  oil  with  liquor  potassae  is  sometimes  used, 
but  separates  in  time,  quickly  if  not  carefully  made  with 
distilled  water.  Perhaps  some  of  our  suoscribers  with  special 
experience  in  this  matter  will  give  hints  for  the  benefit  of 
others. 

G.  L.  (Trinidad)  (17/16).— We  do  not  know  of  a  book  de- 
voted to  the  purification  of  cocoa-butter,  but  information  on 
the  subject  is  given  in  books  dealing  with  fats  and  oils,  such 
as  Lewkowitsch's  "  Chemical  Technology  "  and  Wright  and 
Mitchell's  "  Oils,  Fats,  and  Waxes."  Particulars  of  these  are 
given  in  the  bibliography  which  was  published  in  the  C.  &  D. 
Diary,  1906,  where  will  also  be  found  the  titles  and  prices  of 
the  books  dealing  with  the  manufacture  of  chocolate. 

S.  It.  F.  (33/25). — You  will  find  full  information  regarding 
the  preparation  of  concentrated  infusions  in  "  Pharmaceutical 
Formulas."  Unguentum  capsici  B.P.  is  an  imitation  of 
chillie  paste,  but  compare  "  Pharmaceutical  Formulas," 
p.  568. 

Amberzine  (25/25). — We  do  not  know  the  composition  of 
the  preparation  to  which  you  refer,  and  we  do  not  analyse 
proprietary  preparations. 

Boron  (33/72). — Some  of  the  imported  hair-washes  are  made 
with  pure  methyl  alcohol,  a  spirit  which  is  dutiable  in  the 
United  Kingdom  at  the  same  rate  as  rectified  spirit.  Hair- 
washes  made  with  it  are  permitted  to  be  imported  because 
they  are  not  potable.  You  might  apply  to  your  local  supervisor 
of  Inland  Revenue  for  permission  to  obtain  industrial 
methylated  spirit  for  the  purpose  of  making  your  hair-wash. 
The  conditions  to  which  you  are  likely  to  be  called  upon  to 
conform  are  given  in  our  Diary  in  the  articles  on  "Alcohol 
Regulations."  Columbian  spirit  used  in  the  United  States 
is  a  purified  wood  naphtha. 

O.  O.  (27/2).— Liquor  Eoonymi  et  Pepsin.  Co.— In  the 
C.  &  D.  Diary,  1897,  is  the  same  as  that  in  "  Pharmaceutical 
Formulas, "  p.  674.  The  "Australian  Pharmaceutical  For- 
mulary "  gives  the  following  modification  :

E.  V.  S.  (26/20). — The  preparation  which  you  send  appears 
to  be  a  resimsoap  emulsion  of  Russian  turpentine,  but  this  is 
a  class  of  article  which  we  do  not  analyse. 

Book  (31/9).— The  "Index  of  Medical  Treatment,"  pub- 
lished by  Messrs.  John  Wright  &  Co.,  Bristol,  at  21s.,  should 
suit  your  purpose.  We  observe  that  a  new  edition  is  in  the 
press 

M.P.S.  (34/48).— Unna's  Paste.— The  preparation  which 
generally  goes  by  this  name  is  the  zinc-paste,  for  which  for- 
mulae are  given  in  the  "  Art  of  Dispensing  "  and  "  Pharma- 
ceutical Formulas."
